thou my cormp.nion and my familiar tric nd, which rok ſweee 
counte!!l together wich me, and we walked inthe houſe of Gol 
as tricnds, P/:! 55.12,13,14.Vcries, Which » uſt need he the 
greater pricte, the greater paine mto me, For indeed, Td t- 
micitis {nit e* TenerAbil Hom, lhe name of a tricnd Ie, 
and 
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2nd onghe cobe che moſt vencrable and ſacred name amongh us; 
among «ll ſorts, all ſocieties of mcn : Sine quo pater, mater, xor, 
ii, «fines ; quid nift vans nomina ? without which the uames 
of Father, Mother, Wife, Chiidren, Kinsfolke, and the like, 
are but vaine andempty les, And therefore ſaith one, mi. 
enm me dici malo quam patrem : Þ defire not ſo much te bee ac- 
counted a Father, as a Friend: Patres enim ſine bentvolentia in- 
venia nwhtor, ſine bac amicur nulum. For it is t00 caliea mat- 
to Gnde many Fathers, ſome that arenort kind, others that wiſh 
not well unto their Children; whereas there is none, that js 
not, that doth not ſo unto his friend : Becauſe indeed, Amis 
eff alter ego: A friend is a mans otheeſelfe, nearer unto him thin 
either marriage or niturall kindred of the ſame bed or the 
ſame blood, For love, eruelove, without theſe Ceremonies and 
reſpeAts, is the more to be admired, and ſo by conſequent the 
more to be eſteemed: yea, dearer to a man ( faith one ) then 
either his armes or legges, as being indeed his whole body and 
foule rogerher, aniwerable to that alſo of the Scripture : Or thy 
friend which is as thine owne ſoule: Dext 13.6, For, vere a» 
micitia proprium eft (faith Gramm ztenſis ) unam mentem, unamque 
animam in duobnus efſe corporibns : It is a moſt true roperty of 
true friendſhip, to have but one heart and one ule in two ſe- 
verall and divided bodies, Er idem vele, idemgue nolle ( as hee 
goes on ) ez demum firms amicitia eft : That being true friend- 
fhip indecd , when a man is ready to will andnot to will accor- 
ding to the neceſlity and occaſion of his friend. 
Now Chriſt for his part had performed all the offices of ſuch 
a friend unto For, he had called him to behis Apoſtle, made 
him his friend, his familiar, cauſed him to cace of his bread, 
fit at his table, ſuff-red him to be of his owne meſſe, ard to 
dip his hand inthe diſh with him. And it Saint A«ſtins intel- 
ligence be good, and his tradition true: Hee had farther deli- 
vercd him often from death, and Sr his fake healed his Fas 
ther of a palſic, and cured his mother of a leaprofie, borne with 
many finnes in him; as with thefr, envy, inceſt, Er poſt Petrum 
lInrimum hon;xavit, and next to Petcr, honoured him above all 
other his Apoſtles. All which the Farher ſayes of him ; but up- Sem **- 
on what ground, 1 know not: Howſoever upon ſure grounds 
we ma: add, ashe doth : Pyod brrſarium illum f.cit, that he made 
dim his purſebearer, kifſed him, waſhed his fer, gave him in 
C the 
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the Sacrament, his owne body to cate, and his owne bloodte 
drinke. Becauſetheſe parciculars of love and triend{hip cowards 
him, the holy Scripturcs doe teſtifie and avow of him, Aud 
therefore for Judas thus to violaie che band of friend(hip to» 
wards ach a friend, as had done: all theſe things tor him ; and 
would ( if he had tound him worthy) have done a great deale 
more : Yea, that band which hath becne alwayes hcld {o facred, 
asnot to be violated upon = rermes, not oncly amongſt Chri- 
ftians, but amongſt the grofſcſt Hcathens and prophancfit Na, 
tions whatſoever. Why in doing this, I ſay as he hath added 
one circumſtance, one degree to rhe torrowes, to the ſufferings 
of Chriſt : ſomany more, 1 feare not to afhrme, to rhe encreale 
of his owne finne, his owne tranſgreſſivn : For there can be no 
greater ſin then the ſin of perfidioulneſle, and ingraticude to a 
faithfull friend. Which made Fexathin, that he would not be- 
tray David his friend ; ro, not co his owne Father, 1 Sam.1.20, 
Ard therefore for «das to doe this, he ſhewed, 2nd mayus 
peccatum babuit, thathe had the greater fin, ashis Maſter him- 
ſelfe ſaid of him, Jobn 19. 11. in that he was Ingratiſſ:mus bo= 
minum, as one faith; the molt ingratetull anduntkankfull wrerch 
among the ſons of men. No other, no better than the very Snake 
or Serpent which the Fable ſreakes of , whom the Countrey- 
man in a tine of fret and ſnow finding almoſt dead and ſtar» 
ved with cold, brings home with him into his owne houſe, 
and layes him by the fire de; Ser:ſitque fro hoſpite boſtem moz 
rt is incaluit ac reſtmpſit vires, whoſo ſoone as by the heat and 
warmth of the fire he w.s a little revived, and began to reco- 
ver ſtrength, inſtead of a thankfall gueſt, proved an enemy rea- 
dy to defiroy him and his by ſtinging them to death, Which 
now ( belov:d ) is no more a Fable, buta Swory; no Tale,bur 
a Truth, anfwerable to that Propheſie of Jacob concerning his 
Son Dan ( of which Tribe it is ſayd by ſome, that Judas way 
borne ) that he ſhould bea Serpent by the way and an Adder 
by the path, &c. Ger, 49.17. Or if yer a Fable, why then in 
tcad of Lupus, it is Judas in F.ih«l;, For Chriſt 1s this Husband- 
man, who hath nouriſhed and cheriſked up Fd, as in his owne 
boſore; and Juda is this Serpent, that upon the firſt overture 
and opportunity ſtings and deftroycs Chriſt unto death. Blar- 
dittr coram, mordet al.ſens, pollicetur amicam, preſt.t hoſtem : as E-

well for the world, eſpecially the children of God, that for a time 
muſt live in it; that Fade alone were in ſuch tranſgrelilion , that 
there were no more pertidious and treacherous perlons in it be- 
ſides himſelte. eAt Deur,brne quam plenua eſt his mnndus haja/. 
wods proditorum ? nemo ab bis ſecurns, as he goes on : Burt O good 
God, how full is the world of ſuch miſcreants; ſo that no good 
man is free from them : Bur, rwra frequern/ſque va oft per amici 
fallere nomen , It hath ever beene accounted both a fafe and a 
beaten way, ander the colour of friendſhip tu betray the inne- 
gent into the hands of their enemics. David had his Achitophel; , Sam. 1c, 
the Schechemites their Abimeleck ; I&vohcih Ni, Ba inch, and Res Nudes g. 
chab : Sampſon his D alilab; + Abel his ("ain ; Joſeph his Lrethrn, * 52m. 4. 
and Chriſt his your 4, But, Fatty quem facuunt alsena pericul3 can- UGRE> 16, 
i*m; Happy hall thoſe men be, whom theſe mens cfcen Mall 
eeach to beware of the like foule tranſgreitons., For troſt and 
fraud (as itis in the Proverbe) have ever had, and ever ſhall have 
ill ends: as it will appeare by the molt of thefe, For Judas and 
eAc)1ophel hanged themſelves. eAbimeleck had firſt a peece of 
a milſtone caſt upon him by a woman, whic!: brake his brain- 

an : And becauſe he would not have it faid that a woman flew 
[= he commanded afterward that bis owne P:ge ſhould thruſt 
him through with his ſword. Baanah and Kechib were (laine 2 Sv. < 
by the commandment of David; and having their lands and feet ** 
cut off, were hanged upover the Poole in Hebron, And tor {am, 
he was accurſed; and became a vagabond , and a ruanagate up.-n 
the carth: Gen, 4, 11, 12, Andasitis faid by ſme, was after- 
ward ſhotto death by L amech;\uppoting him to have deen a wild 
beaſt. And thus you ſee how the vengeance of Heaven,and jutt 
judgements of God have ever overtaken and betallen fach hy - 
pocriticall and difſembling Traytors: by whole tcaretull cx- 
amples, I wiſh (I ſay )all others to take heed and beware. And 
ſo Idiſmiſſe the firk circumſtance in the treaſen ot 7:14as,; tha: 
he was one of Chriſts owne company, and a ſeeming triend, 

A ſecond Circumſtance may be this ; That he Lid it, wil a ne 1; .., 
ceſſuate conftritus, as Chryſoſtome ſpeaks ; not conitrained there» /1....:.. - 
unto through any neceflity, Meque WVIEATO 4 principib us [ACE Aon 
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uw , nor fo much, nay i —— crgencie pres 
(wafion of rheir : ſed ſponry proceſſit , but upon a vo ry 
offer of his wg Loc himſelfe un:s the chiefe Prieſt, and 
ſaying, What will you give and I wilt deliver him wnto you? Mſatth, 
the 26. 14, 15. I» regard whereof, he ftewes kimfelfe wo Be 
the worlt of Traytors; in that he is Spowtevewe rather then Que 
*+ry oft. (ems, ie was not pref into the ſervice, bue wag only a volunteere; 
oc0 citat» Proprin malygmicare corfilines genuit ſeelera © ment1e , wwllo yarticige 
comveeats ; as the Father goes on : his Treafon cowards his Ma- 
ſter, proceeding from himſelfe , from his owne inbred corrupt 
ons of coverouſnefſe, and matice, rather chan from the external 
provocation and inticement of the adverſary, or any offer. For 
if they had fought out him, and had put him uporr the imploy- 
menr,requeſting his helpe and aſſiſtance in ſuch a kinde, it mighr 
have excuſed him 4 ravto, ctiamſi rw « tots; in part, Hough not 
in whole, from the filth and fonlenefſe of ſuch a faulr, it being * 
not alrogether ſo bad (though bad enough) to b. come « follower, 
35 A leader, in this or in «ny finne, But the cruth is, Nis enemier 
ſeeme not lo forward, or defirots ro take him, as this falſe friend 
ro betray him; and therefore hee goes ont unto them, without 
eichcr counſell, or adviſe of any other, ſave of his owne lewde 
heart; and ſaycs, What will yee give me, &c, anſiwerable co that 
of Dan'isd, When then ſaweft a Theefe, rhon didſt runne with him : 
Pfal. 52118, yea, Thy feet are ſwift to evill, and thou makeſt haſte 
ro ſhed irnorent blond; thy thonghts are wicked thoughts, deſelstion 
and deſtruttion are im thy wayes , faith the Prophet, 1/aiah 59. 7. 
That is, thou intendeRt ſuch things to others ; but the truth is,they 
inthe end wi /ight npen thine own pate; aud the pit thon dig geſt for 
another, thou wilt fall into thy ſelſe: as the Wiſe man afhrmeth, 
Prov. 26. 27, 

And therefore let not men beroo forward and haſty in wicked 
and'ſinfull courſes, eſpecially in treaſons and treacherous defignes, 
cither againſt Chrift himſelfe, or any others that are in any kinde 
annoynrted of the Lord, as are Kings, Prieſts, and Prophers : but 
[ct them adviſe warily, and looke charily to themſelves, before 
they goe on. Forhowlſoever the title of a volunteere be honou- 
rablein a good cauſe, ſhewing mens freeneſſe and forwardnefſe 
thereunto; yer in ſuch trayterous and treaſonable praftiſes, as 
this of J#das, and all other baſe and bad ations and expeditions 
whatſoever, itis ignoble and inp'orious, 


But 
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Bat Jwier ſine and cur Saviours ſaffering ſtayes Hot, ({ints 
got here; for the truth is, the Trayeor hath a bagge; and if thar 
be empty, i is little worth: and therefore his Maſter muſt be 
ſold;chat ſo/he may have ſomething wherewithall to fill it. For, 5e-.r; 
Anim cjus febvienas cure , ut ſacellus iffe impleatur now ; a3 
Saimt «fi» ſpeaks'of the covetous m generall : His ſoule 1s 
eveni{ke with care, untill his ſatchel be filled with coyne. And 
rather theti ic ſhall continue ſo long, he will Perdere fidems, ut ac- 
qwirar 4wram ; He will get and acquite gold, though he let lip 
and loſe hisfaich : and therefore crycs our unto the Priefts, Quid 
mibs dabits > What will you give me? and I will deliver him 
agto'yoa, Oh the wickedneſſe, the wretchedneſle of this baſe 
ſinme of enverouſnefſe! which makes thoſe that are poſſeſſed with 
ir, at to ſtartle at the moſt horrid as, that cither the malice of 
an-chraged and infernall Devill can invent; or the finfalnefſe ot 
mans corrupted and depraved nature perpetrate and commit: che 
Icaſt hope'of gaine being thoaght title juſt enough, and armour 
p:cnough for all; eicher injurious, trayterous, or murtherous 
affanlts; atid che fruition thereof held a ſufficient recompence 
ad reward of all ſuch impious and diabolicall defignes, And 
thereforeno mizryaile if the Holy Ghoſt have taught us by the 
per! of the Apoſtle : That coverouſneſſe is the roote of all 
evill,- 1 Timothy 6.10, Propter hanc enim ( faith Chryſoftome ) Ser-11. 

E.ad 
bumare ſui flantic juffs debora corrumpintur, That is, For this ©" ff" 
the Lawes of nature are inverted, the rights of allyance and 
friendſhip perverted, andthe juſt dues of our humane ſubſtances 
ane beings corrupted: The tyrariny of money'urging and con- 
{training us-ro lift ap our violent hands not onely againſt the 
living bat the dead roo; as he further infiſteth and proveth in 
the ſame place : Yea, and for this, not on:ly Cities and Coun- 
tries, but Highwayes, Monfttaines, Hils, and Woods : Orb:## 
etiars inhabit abilit ſanguine ſeatent & cadibua Yea, the vetyin- 
habiiable World it ſelfe, doe abound with murtkers and blood- 
ſhed. Becauſe indecd, as the Poer faith, Rem facs:s, remſu poſe ,,. x. 
fir refte, inov,quocunyue modo rem, Meanes and moneys muſt _ 
be hed, Legally if ir maybe, but if not, by any meancs whatſoe- 
ver, fmrc vel injwris; be it by right or wrong, So fearefull a 
ſinne 1s Covetouſneſſe, making a mian ro become , Iniquum in 
devs, in proximmm, in ſeipſum, injurious and unjuſt, not onely

And therctorc our Saviours adviſe and charge to his followers 
is, Cavetc a? varia, beware of Covetuuſneſſe, Luke 1 2. 25. 
WW hich counſell, if his Apoltle J«44 had well heeded and 
followed, hee never would have come here, with his «id 
dabit'is * What will yee give me, and I will deliverhimun- 
to you ? 

But O ſcelerate negotiator, as oneſtyles him ; what a wicked 
Merchant is Jd;1;? Quit eſtimas lum nummii, 71 £ſiimars on po- 
zeſt: To ſera price, a value of mony upon him, whoſe excellency 
is unva'uable; as 1t is faid of a faitl;full friend ſuch as he was, 
Eccle/.6, 15.in the laſt Tranſlatjun (or if you defire it rather in 
the vulgar Latine) which is as well co our preſent purpoſe : Cui 
non eſt ; 1s ponderatio auri & argentt : The weight of Gold and 
Silver is not tobe compared to him : (the ſame place in the Gene-= 
v4b, ) Nay tocſteeme fo vilely and {» baſcly of him, as to ſer no 
rate, no value upon himat all ; but co r-ferre theprice to the plea- 
fare of the purchaſers: Quid dlsr15 7 What will you pive ? 
whichis all one(if you tranſpoſe the words, you ſhall inde ir ſo) 
as to ſay ;Give what you will, { as you give ſomething, and 
[ will deliver him unto you. Oh! ic was never heard before, that 
he that was a ſeller (although-never ſo petty a chapman) would 
give the buyer leaveto ſer the priceupon his wares; Wife de re 
nol pretii agatur (faith min? Author) unlefle ic were of ſuch 
wares, as were not worth the buying. And fo ſurely, Fxdas did 
cſt.eme of Chriſt, or elſe he would nzver have been thus baſe to 
have expoſed him to ſale as a: an ou:cry, Luid dubitis ? Whad 
willyou give? What is this, bur as the Prophet ſpeaketh: To (ell 
the righteous for filver, and the poore for ſhoves ; Amos 2. 6. 
Nay which is worſe, to ſel] a Saviour at a lower price than a 
payre of (hooes; if both the ſhooes and the penny coo were rated 
38 in theſe daycs: a goodly price to have kim valued at, as ano- 
ther Propher exclaimes, Zachariah 10.13, Bur O Judx ! thou 
doſt littleconſider, that one drop of his blood that thou ſelleft 
at ſo low a rate, is ſufficient ro redeeme and purchaſe infinite 
Worlds, yes, andthine own ſoule eoo ; if thou wertnot worle 
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than an Infidel], a revolting, deſpairing Apoſtats and backfli- 
der from thy firit faich, Bnc I have underraken to expreſle and 
aggravate, rather rheſufferings of Jeſus, thagthe ſinnes of F«- 
da, and-chercfore I mutt not dwell hete y/onely a few words 
more fur uſc andapplieation, and foT will fin this point. 

Here firlt then let us take occaſton'to contemplate, and admire 

the infiaice mildneffe , meeknefſe, and mercifulnefſe of our 
bleſſed Saviour, in that knowing himlelte to be thus ignomi- 
aully:and baſcly becrayed and (old by this curſed Caitiffe, 
yet dothnot caſt him off, nor expell him his ſociety, naydoth 
not ſo much as rodere proditorem, not once bewray him to his 
fellow Apoftles, till he was urged and intreated to doe it, and 
then: butivery ctoſely and covertly, without naming him, coo; 
bur ſuffers him (till ro continue quietly in his compauy atone 
of his owne followers and familiars co the laſt houre, there- 
by inftcad of ſhutting ic againſt him, ſcrting the gate of mercy 
wide open unto him, thac ſo ke might findeentrance unto the 
throne of grace; if he could but make uſe of the opportunity 
and {ay hold uponric : Yea, he converſes with him, ſets him ar 
his table, cates and drinkes with him, gives him of the bread 
of life to catein his moſt holy Sacrament ( as you heard before) 
and laſt of all waſheth his teete, as he did roall the r. ſt of his 
Apoſtles; even at chat very inſtant when he on the other ſide 
breathes out nothing but proditionard pcrdicion againſt him, 

Cr patientia, as Saint Chrzſoſtome exclaimes, which ſhewos $:-.1. 4 5; 
a wonderfull patience indeed, even beyond all preſident or ex- /cr- 2a/: 
ample; Petra eniy condemnat Ananiam mentientem, Salvator au- 
tem patienter ſuſtinet Judam traditorems; as he goes on : tor where- 
as cheApoſtle Peier condemnes Ananas only for lying, yer our Sa- 
viour himſelfe could tolerate and beare with Jas, thovgh for 
treaſon; and that againſt himſclfe roo. Bur all this was done, 
that he might mollifie his heart, and win him (it it were poſſible) 
by love, to remorſe and ſorrow for his.ſinne, For, N lo mortems 
morientu,dicis Dominns, 1 have no pleaſure in the death of him 
chat dyeth, ſaith he by his Propher, Exzechiell 18. 23. but I de- 
lirerather that he ſhould returne from his evill waycs, and live: 

Verſe 32, ofthe ſame Chapter. 

But here peradyenture ſome man- may objeR, and ſav, that if ,,;.. 

Chriſt did truly defire- that Fude ſhonid not periſh in his linne ; 

Cnr cogttationem ej1u4s nott mutavit adverſam , as the farmer (bri- H » \. 
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after cs the objeRorto ſpeake; why did he not alter and 
A ns and intents, betare they came to ex« 
ecution? as Þrivgahar cxernall. ward, by which all things were 
made : and fo had the hears of Zeadw,afwctl as of all other his 
Creatures,in his hands, to alter and change ahe courſes and coun. 
(els of it, as hwylfe Mould leafe, 

To which, the aid Chry/ofeme bimle)te makes anſwer in the 
lame glace Witer this manner (vis.) that Z«de: could not be re. 
claimed & recalled from his trayxerous purpoſes, but that itmuſ 
be cither with or againſt bis will. $i j#v21, mule cerretlis of, 
yaw mentis mahbiga perefſitate non rollitur ; Now if it weredone 
by violence and againit bis will, it would not prove any cor- 
re&jon cr amendment at al, becauſe the wickednefle of the 
heart and malitiouſneſſc of the minde is not to be leffened os 
taken away by any cxternall caulſtrainz; neither is it the cuſtome 
ar law of Heayen ( as I may fafcly add) to ſave any man that 
is not willing : Qn the other fide, $4 ſpemts ( as the Father goes 
on) onnia gug meliorare evimum porerant , angiifſe cognofeitar: 
To haye mage kim willing there was no meanes negteRed,, 
but all courſes taken that were uſuall and ordinary to other 
mep in the like kinde. As the hcaring of Chrifts heavenly Ser. 
mons, together with the reſt of the Apaftles, the partaking of 
his Sacraments , the fare-telling of his treaſon; and crying, Woe 
cohim by whom the Sonne of man is betrayed : as alfo the layi 
before him-the corments of Hell, to fright and teare him ; an 
the hope of Heaven, to weane and win him from his finnes, B 
which meancs onely hs fellow Apoſtles were ſctled and cftabli- 
ſbed in che faith af Chriſt , and reclaimed from their miſdecds. 
And therefore if be-onely ofall the reſt, would remaine obſtinare 
and perverſe, by centinuing fingular in kis wicked purpoſes, and 
reſolutions; and alone rcz:& and refuſe the former medicines 
that were provided and preparcd by the hand of ſo skilfull an 
Apothecarie for his recovery : Non medici vitiwns eff, ſed languen- 
74; there is no blameto be laid upon the Phyfitian, bue 
upon the patient ; as the ſame Father in the end concludes the 
queſtion, And therefore ler not any man be ſo lewde,, as to ac-

If the father deliver the ſame, aud the Son himfelte ; what evill 
hath Ind4x done? 9ue res diſcernit (-as he goes on ) pitrem ty 2. 
denters filium, &:, What is that makes the ditference betrweene 
the Fathers d-livcring of the ſonne, and the fon of himflfe 
and Ids his delivering of his Lord and Maſter ? ſeeing the 
ation ſeemes to bein all, oneand the ſame ? Why, Ile-tell you 
ſaith he, whatir is, Qui. fect boep iter &f filtas in cha it ate, feeit 
hoc Tudas in proditione, The Father and Son, did it outof love 
and charity ; and In4ar ont of maliceand rreachery; hig'tr24itio 
being proditz» ; not properly a delivering, but a betraying of him 
into his enemies hands. So that, as he concludes tlc bufmefſe, 
Wearenot ſomuch to regard and conſider ; Qnu:d filfum, as quo 
animo @w./mtate film ; Not the thing done, as the mind and 
intention of the doer: in regard whereof, as the Father is to be 
magnified and glorified for thus delivering of his Son, andthe 
Son to beloved and adored tor delivering of himſelfe : So Pv- 
#4 onthe other fide is to be condemned for bceraving of his Ma-. 
{tzr, though his Miſter ſeeme and be never ſo torward, never {© 
Filling thereunto, N.m proditus Chriſtus orbem liberavit univer 
fum, & proditor tamen G:henn.amm me-nit pſſiacre, as Chryſoftome 
fpcakes, Howſocver the betraying of Chrift, were a delivering 
and a freeing of the World from much miſery ad thraldome, 
aot onely t<mporall and ſpiricual!, bur etcrnailroo: yet the tray=- 
Ic: that did ir, deſerves no lefle then ererna)! torments for his 

labour, 
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labour , Tr2ditus in celtis patris ſedet in dextera, traditoy antem apud 
inferos collicatus, torments debita ſceleratns expettt tc, as he goes on. 
And though hze that was betraycd fit now at the right hand of 
his Father in the higheſt Heavens : he that did berray him, mutt 
expc& nothing eile but according tothe lewdnefſe and wicked- 
nelſe of his minde and worke to be c>ſt into the bortomleſſe lake, 
there to be tormented for ever and ever. And this,beloved, be- 
ing a Circumſtance which of neceſſity was to be cleared in fome 
one part or other of this diſcourſe , I rhcught ir fic to doe jr 

here, where occafaon is in part offered from the coherence and 

dependance of chat which went b-tore , that ſo ir may fave mr: a 

farther labour, when the like objection ſhall offer ic ſelfe againe 

in chat which fullowes, as many times I beleeye ic may : bur co 

proceed. 

They came out againſt him with ſwords ard itavesto take him; 
Et Judas antecedebat er, faith Saint Luke, cap.2 2. 47-1.c.and Fudas 
went before them : t.:m pedibus, quam moribus, laich one, as well 
with his fect, as affcRions of miſchiefe and malice rowards 
him, Sothatas he was the foremoſt in the conſultation and ſee- 
king opportunity to betray him as before; ſo here againein che 
execution and finiſhing of the deſigne. He brought them on vp- 
on the danger, uponthe aſſault, get off againe how they can. Bur 
beloved, it ſhould ſeemeby this, that he was not the Captaine, but 
the Lievtenant rather, whoſe oftice itis uſually ro be the leader 
and to bring up the men: whereas the Captaine walkes in the 
rere, comes behinde to keep them cloſe to their rankes and files, 
and ſcerhere be no ſtragling nor ſtarting alide from the company, 
Which may very well be, For, as Iudzs went before, ſo out ot 
queſtion, Satan came behinde and followed ater, carefully h-e- 
ding all opportunitics for the beit advantage of the day ; day 
faid I? no, it was no day-worke, it was a deed of darkenefſe ; 
che blackeſt, and yer the brighteſt that ever hell brought forth: 
The brightnefle therecf proceeding from the power and provi- 
dnce of an e:e:nall God, that was able and willing to worke 
good out of evill for his owne glory, an41 the bencfit of his 
Church and choi-n: And the blacknefſe from the wiſchievous 
and ma! itious purpoſes of an infernall devill and his aſſociates, 
who held a councel! of warre, againſt no l«fſe then the Lord 
himſelte,and his Annointed,Chriſt Jeſus the Righteous, And if 


they had found it needfull co have pur the tryall of the buſin-ſe 
| 2 Ps «lig 
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F-£ien1743/,t0 a navall bartaile or ſea-hghr, and fo had conclyu- 
1-4 and refolved upcnaſhip of warre for the imployment , why 
tn, Setun had been the Maſter, and 1»/as the Mare : but fc eing 
they tound that Land-turccs onely would ſerve the turne, the 
ithic vous Devill was mace t' e Captai;ie, an'! the rreacherous 
Aptile the Licvtcnant ; who thercfore is /ail rog ec before 
then, and to jeade them on. A1.d as he led them, 10 Satan led 
him ; that is, was his i1:ftructor and dire&-or in all this hclliſh 
conf iracy and plot. For he ha! enrred into him, as you heard 
bcfore, and theretore $1d 101 tollow on: ly aſtcr, but jn him; yea, 
went Wit: him andbcforel in toc. 

N: ither did Tudas goe vncly beture this company; but be fore 
and beyond all other traitors that ever were, and ever will bc to 
the woildsend. Ard that in a foure-foldreſpeft: to wir, in the 
matter, minner, cauſe and cruelty of his treaſon, Th: matter 
bir, For noncever didor ſhall betray God and Man together in 
cn and the ſame perſon, but he. The manner next, in that he 
did ic with a kiſle, the roken of love : bur the moft treacherous 
token of the lewdeſt love, and the unkindeit kiffe that ev-r was 
given. The cauſe, thirdly, none, being not provoked at all, ex- 
cept it were by his owne wicked and corrupt heart and ſinful! 
(culc, and the price as little, evcn thirty perce: which in re- 
{fect of a valuable conſideration, is as a thing of ronghe. The 
cruelty Jaſt, nor being to be paralleld in divers reipetts,by any ei- 
z| er precedent or ſubſequent examples, as ſhall be ſh:wed here- 
afcer, But I muſt bur point, and paſſe, having a long journey 
tO g0E. 

Euc the true reaſon (as it ſhould ſeeme)) why Tuda went be- 
fore che company, as it doth appare by the Evangeliſts, was t:.is : 
that he might have the berter opportunity ro kiſſe him. For Saint 
Afa:thew ſaith, he had given them a token, ſaying 1 Whomloever 
I ſhall kiffe, thar is he, lay hold on him : and forthwith he came 
to Jeſus and ſaid, God fave thee Mafter, and kiſſed him, CIſ:th. 
30, 45.49. Whereupon our Saviour Chriſt replied urto him 
again”, ſaying ; Judas betrayeft thou the Sonne of wan with a 
kille ? Luke 22.48, 

Now Hugo Cardini'ts on the 84 P/elme, reckons vu p ſundry 
forts of Kiflcs, that are ſpoken of and rchearled in rhe holy Script 
turesand wordof God, But tor the maine partition and diviſion, 
re wakes onzly two kindes of them : tro wit, O/culz bona 6 mw 1ila -

»./, orhcrs have uſually made an end; that is, in friendly imbracing, 


and kindly killing each of other, In regard whereof, he doth well 
deturve : Vi gnitur (ous prophanum quod hodie { hriſts extendit ad 
oſcuinm, craſteno tliad extenſurns fit ad laquenm ;, 4s the lame Fa- 
ther Ch:y/offome goes on 3: ze, That that prophane and unſfani- 
fied throat, and neck of h15,which this day he (trerchcd forth thus 
deceutully ro kitſe his Maſter, the next day he ſhould ſtretch forth

For as the Bee and Spider by a diverſe power : 
Sucke honey and poyſon from the ſelte-ſame flower, 

So Azry and Judas from the kiflſe of Chriſt. Judas in facie ofcu- 
latus eft Silvatorem & perut, (MM! gaalen 3 Ver 81 pedibus, CO 110» 
lumr, & voti compos evaſit : FTudas kitlcs the face of our blefl.d 
Saviour, the very fountaine of life, and yet periſhes;as a moderne 
Poet faith - 

Judas 
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Fudas of life doth miſſe , 
alt ar the gates of life and bliffe : 

Whereas CI/ary Alagdalen kifles only his feer, and is become 
not onely ſafe for rhe preſent, bur ſaved for evermo:e, The rea- 
ſon whereof is onely this : that the one kiſſed him Oſculo peniten- 
tie & ſriceritarss, that is, Wirth the kifſe of ſincerity and repen- 
trance: and the other, O/cnlo mal:t '« & ſraudrs ; with the kiſle of 
malice and deceit, Af.wy kifled him, 1ſents affeiin & commix. 
rwoue [piriturm ; with an affectionate minde and (piricuall touch : 
Fur Judas onely , O15 attattt + conjuntthione | il4corum : with an 
orall rouch and corporall conjunRtiun of the lippes : comming 
unto him, and ſaying, Hayle Haſter, and lifſed him. 

Now, if any dzmand the reaſon why 7-4: gave this cereme- 
ny of a kiſſe for his token iris rendred by Expolitors to bet!1is. 
Becauſe Chriſt after the faſhion and cuſtome;, that was then 1:1 uſe 
amonelt his Countrey-men the Jewes, (and alto amongſt the Ro. 
maxs, and other Nations ; as it were ealic toſhew, if it were much 
materiall) did ordinarily after that loving and familiar manner 
centertaine his Diſciples and Apoſtles at their returne, when at 
any time they had becreablent from him for a ſeaſon: 17 often- 
deret regreſſnum C in: x ſſam _— gratum, C pacificum ; that 
ſo hee might maniteſt unto them that their entrance and returne 
was very welcome and acceptable unto him. And therefre ?u- 
das, that le might be the fe ſuſpeRted, of having any ill minde 
or meaning towards his Maſter; came onely in this ordinary and 
loving way of falatation, crying, Hay/e Maſter, ard kiſſed him; as 
you heard before : thar ſo they that knew him not, either by face 
or favour, might take notice which was he, and ſo be able to di- 
ſtinguiſh him from the reſt of his company, and to rake the rig! 
man, by not miſtaking one for another, which was all they cared 
for , their ma/1rtions mindes being more bent againſt him, then 
any : nay, th:nall the reſt. And they had ſome reaſon to be ſu- 
ſpitions, and jealous of his eſcar'c ; becauſe he had conveyed him- 
felic ſecretly from them, at the leaſt once: before: as you may 
ſec, John $. and the laſt verſe. 

But Feſw takes it ill ar Jrrdas hands, that he ſhould make S1gil- 
lam diletiony fignum perditzons; the ſeale of love the ligne of 
treachery, anda kifſe the key of his Treaſon ; by which himſelfe 
had manit.ſted ſo much love to him, aſiyell as ro his fellow Apo- 
files: and therefore crycs unto him as vou have heard, Jud, e- 
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tr.reft thon the Sonne of man with a kuſſs * which, he &ot!: onely to 
ſhew the vnſuferable lewdneſle, and unpardovable wickednes ot 
lach notorious hypocrine ; and not out of 2i:y wonder or aſty- 
niſhment at the thing , conſidering he could not be ignorant , 
how, that long before this, 72.46 did thelike to eAmaſ:, when he 
rooke him by the beard to kiſle, and {inote him with a {word in- 
to the fift rib z making a friend'y embrace the pretace to a dead- 
iy blow ; as you may ice, 2 54m,30, 9, 10.% ſes, And C an al- 
{- long b<fore that, not much unlike when he eyged his brother 
£21th of dovres, with an #7: cdiamur foras ; come brother , let us 
oe wake, and take together : and in the meane time, whillt l1;s 
tongue thus annointed him with oyle, his heart and hand conſpi- 

red together ty murther and mangle, butcher and betray him, 
Noay then, if theſe things have beene done ſo long lince, not 
onely to the Saints, but alt» te the Sonne of God; why then, let 
us be contented with like paticnce to lutter, it at any time we be 
tryed with the like afſaults. Let us be content, williugly to put 
up injuries at all mens hands, fcerne they friends or foes; tor in 
ſo duing, we ſh1ll heap: coales of hre upon their heads, and be- 
come conformable to the example of Chriſt , that hath done the 
» like before us, and for us. Let us neither curſe nor revile thoſe 
tha: have offercd ſuch mdignities and injurics to us, nor yet 
provoke them farcher by b.ting and bitcer language; bur onely 
reprove them friendly, as Chrilt did 7#4as, and the Jewes; when 
he ſaid untothe one, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Sonne of man with a 
kiſe; andtot!:e other, Tee be come out unto me as to a theefe, with 
ſwords and ftaver; andthe like : For, Ouis erit 1mpatiens in ferens 
1;-Mit. 6s At [r:7'1714 ab amico, cum C. hriſtxs proditr a D iſciprtlo ? ſaith Riba- 
n!15 : who can be 1mpaticnt , though he ſutfer injuries from his 
friend, when he ſees his Maſter Chritt Jeſus ſopaticnt before him 

whenhe was betrayed by his owne Dulciple? 

Secondly, rake notice what a dangerous thing it is to betray 
Chriſt with a kiffe, as ali hypocriticall profeſſors doe ;z and ſuch 
as making ſhewes of religion and devotion outwardly and tothe 
world , are yer intheir heartsand ſoulesneit'.criruly religious, 
nor devout indced ; but having only a torm: of god!inelſe, have 
denied ihe power thereof, as Saint Pl ſpeak: thy 2 Tim.3.5, And 
likewile fuchascatthe boly, anddrinke the bloud of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament, v. hen as they are neither cruly forrowtfull fur their 
ſinnes, nor in love andcharity withtheir neighbors,neither yer in- 
tend 
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eend to lead new lives ; but come only for cuſtome and faſhion 
fake,as compelled thereunto more by law than love:and therefore 
doe nor carneitly hunger and thirlt attcr the rightcouſteſſeot God 
and his Chriſt ; but retaine ſtill vo/wntaiem peccandi ; a will and de- 
fire to r:turne to their oId (ins againe, asthe dog to his vomit, and 
the ſow to her wallowing in the mire, Eur thele | lay, yea all thutc 
betrayChriſt with a kifſc, in making ſhewes of being his followers 
and ſervants, when as in tl;cir hearts and minds they arenothing 
leſſe. And therefore intheir ſo doing they arc nv uther, no berter 
than very traytors alſo to their owne an hy 

Thirdly, let all Gods children learne hence, to beware of the 
faire face and flatteries of the world, which is nothing elſe bur a 
rraytor and a falſe triend to all thoſe upon whom ic fawneth mot, 
ſmiling upon ſome with the pleaſing lookes of wealth and riches, 
killing others with che lips of love and pl-aſures ; and hugging 
andembracing a third fort in the armes of honour aud preferment; 
and ſo under rhe (hewes of friend(hip, betraying a!l ro crernall 
dcath and de{truftion, 

Andlafſtly, ler every one as Chriſt adviſech his Apcſtles and 
Diſciples ; beware of thoſe that come unto them in ſheeps clo:- 
thing, bur inwardly are ravening wolves; Let them beware ot 
them, I fay, that they doenot workethem a miſchicte betore they 
areaware, For, Quando bonum ore faris,ma'a corde tamen meditaric, 
Oſcula que Domino Fud xs dedit bec mibi, ts dz , Their kindneſlcs arc 
but like Judas killes, watching opportuniries to betray thee into 
thine enemies hands. And therefore ſaith the Poet: T ime» D.n.10s 
&» dona ferentes : an enemies kiſſes are wounds : the overmuch and 
ſudden kindnefſe of ſuch men as theſe, are bur the very markes ot 
treaſon, Forhe that uſerh me better than he was wonr, will betray 
me, ſaith the Icalian proverbe, And the heavenly Proverbs ot 
Gods Werd aftirme, That the bitrer wounds of a lover are better 
than the ſweet and ſugred kiſſes of an'enemy that hates rhee to the 
death, as you have heard before out of Proverbs 7.13. And therc- 
fore asthe Prophet adviſeth, ſo let me: truſt not a fricnd, neither 
put confidence ina Counſcllor;bur keep the doores ot thy n:outh 
trom her that lyerh in thy buſome. For the ſonrevilcth the father, 
thedaughterriſeth up againſt her morher, the daughter in law 
againſt her mother in law,and a mans enemies arethey of his own 
houſe, Mic,7.5,6 And this ſuthceth for the kifle of Jrr4ax, 

Buc faith Chriſt, ye be come our unto me as againſt a theete, 

& wit! 
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with ſwords and ſtavcs. Yea, and which is more, Lord, as to 
the worlt of theeves, to atheete of the night, with lanthurnes and 
torches. Neither is there cauſe, why thou ſhonidit cither wonder, 
vor be troubl-d atit. For 1ccing thon art not come to luffer tor 
theoves alwell as for other fitiners, there is reafon thou ſhouJdit 
tc handled asa cheete, and beare their puniſhmenr:alchough thou 
knoweitnotin in thy (cle, yer God hath made thee tin ; yea all tin 
tor us, that to we might be made the rightecuſneſſe of God in 
thee, 1ai.h Saint P #1, 2 Cor,g 't, And therefore thou mull, nay 
Lou art contend to be nnit bred among the wicked ; as the Pro- 
ph-t forctold of thee, T/z.53.12, Andit among the wicked, then 
21novng the theeves and robbers aſwell asany other {inners what- 
ſoever : that ſo thou mayelt ſave ſome of them that have bin ſuch, 
and deliver others frm the hands of thoſe, that are and will be 
ſuch for ever, Thou haft told us thy ſelfe,that che theete commerh 
to ſteale, kill, and ro deſtroy, T1bn 20.10, by which words,an old 


3. Poſtillertels me,thcre are three ſorts of theeves deſtgnedand de- 


ſcribed: The dc vill, death, and the wicked man, The devill, ze 
#nſids ter anime ; becaule he fceks to deftroy our ſeules. Death, 
9ia inſidia'urvite, becauſe it ſcekes to kill us anddeprive us of 
vur lives zandthe wicked man, O«ia inſidi:tur bonzs, he ſeekes to 
fteale from us and rob us of our goods, Now the laſt of theſe thon 
!aveſt, ſo many of them as will repent with the good thecfe, and 
pur their truſt in thee. And the other two thou vanquithelt, to 
chat they ſhall nor prevaile eicher again(t thee or thine, to their 
deftrution or confuſion: as will be manifeſted more at large in 
that which will follow and enſae upon this ſubje&, when we 
iHall come to ſpeake of thy death, buriall, and the like, And 
therefore if theſe thine enemies ule thee as a theete in comming 
out againſt rhee with ſwords and ſtaves,torcher, and lanthornes, 
and ſuch other inſtruments as whereby they uted totake and ap - 
prchend theeves and robbers withall; it is but thy fathers juſtice 
«gain(t our fins, which thou cameſt into the world moſt cheerfu!- 
Jy and willingly to ſatisfy & undergo, But yer I mult cunfeffe,thar 
{eing thou wert innocentas well from theſc as all other offences, 
both thy ſufferings and thine enemies finnes are the greater, in 
that they did theſe things unto thee without thy deſert. And 
therefore rhere is a great deale of reaſon, that they ſhould be 
puniſhed and thou pitied accordingly, For it it be athing much 
© be condoled and lamented to fee an inno<cnt and honett man 

ec 
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ro be apprehended, and violently laid hold upon : yea, drag'd and 
haled, pinioned and manacled too, and ſo aarricd to prifon ; and 
thence afterward brought to the Barre , and forced to anſwcr tor 
his life : then much more when theſe things are done, Calorum 
e* eArgelornm Domino, to him that is Lord both of Heaven and 
Earth, as it was unto our bleſſed Saviour; who as the Prophet 
ſpeaketh, was led as a ſheepunto the (liughter : Eſay 5 3. 7. 

Wherefore our Saviour did but juſtly complaine of their in- 
juſtice, in ſaying, They came out unto him as toa theefe , when 
they came to take him, For whereas it is the property of rheeves, 
firſt, to ſteale and rob men of their goods ; and then to fly and 
run away after they have ſtollen, according to that queſtion an 
demand at the Barre; Did he fly for the ſame ? as alſo to hide and 
conceale themſelves in corners and obſcure places, and man 
times to lay violent hands; yea, to hurt and wound thote that 
ſhall ſeeketo reſiſt and withſtand them in their robberies ; as ic 1$ 
ſaid of the Bandertees in France, that they -leldome rob , bur thev 
kill too : Why, Chriſt did never any of thete things ; bur 
was fo farre from doing them, as that he did the c!eane contrarv 
For inſtead of flying, he went to meet them when they came t 
take him; and when the othccrs knew him not, hee ruld then 
that he was the man : Ytro ſe dans in manus eorrm, yeelding hin - 
ſelfe willingly and readily of his owne accord into thtir hind-. 
And inſtead of hurting, or being any wayes in ſuch kinde prejudi- 
ciall co any man, he did infinite good to all men; healing tlicm of 
all manner of licknefſes and ſores, that ſtood in need »t his helpe 
either of thoſe wayes. And laltly, he was lo farre from robbing, 
or taking any thing unjuſtly from th: m, as thathee would never 
be ſole owner, or poſleſſe any temporall thing as his owne: but 
 ratherſpend and imploy all ſuch things a: he had, as his yitts and 

graces; his labour and his learning ; yea,an.l 1s very life,and all, 
forthe benefit and falvation of ot'ers : and thereforel (ay, it was 
2 great point of injuſtice in them thus to come our u'1to him as 
© a theete, with ſwords and Raves. 

And that which is added by our Saviour himtelte 11 the text , 
addes alſoan increaſe to their miſchi. fe, and his miſery : that is, 
that while he was daily, or in the day time, teaching in the Tem- 
ple among them, they tooke him not ; bur made choyce of the 
nightto doe it in : and therefore came with lanthornes and cor- 


ches, aſwell as ſwords and ſtaves to take and apprehend him : 
F 2 whick 
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which ſpoe.h of C' rift, howſocver it principally rend to ſhew 
his pow er ard their weiknes m that they could rot apprehend 
him, nor lay ho'd upon him tiil himſelfe was willing : to that 
Stul:.;m erat cum oladiis JUarere enum 1118 wiiyo [e offert, & in note 
3:20 tigare on {i latentem, qui quotidie m Templo d:cet + that is, It 
was but a fooliſhnes in them to hunt after him with ſwords and 
{taves, which did of his owne accord offer himſelf unto chem; 
er to ſecke for him in the night, as one that concealed himſelfe, 
and uſually lay hid, when as he was daily to be ſcene, heard, and 
ad, reaching in their Temples. Yet, withall it bewrayes their 
wickedne: alfo, and tiicir batc cowardiſe; that when they dur 
nt rcfiſt and withitand him in the day time among the mrulti- 
tude, and bctore the people; that rather then nor doe it all, they 
would be content with an unſeaſonable h:ure, and doe it in the 
night; when his friends, if tte had any, ſhould be all f:eping ; ang 
his enemies onely waking to doc the deed, | 
Sa faltum conorut tempor: GC perſons, ſaith Samr eAmbroſe . 
nia cri eſſent tene. re in tenchroſs tempore , tenebroſum opus exer- 
ccbaat : But tl;e fat was agreeable enough to the time, where- 
in, and perſons by whom it was performed. a 
A darkfome night to thoſe that were darke with ſinne, 
Being moſt fit rodoe t:1cir deeds of darkneſſe in. 
And Saint eArſtin latth , Sempiternus dyes ita membrus oecnltaba- 


' tur human, ut laterns & facibus qnereretuy occidendius a tencbrts: 


thats, The eternall day was ſo vayled and obſcured under hu- 
mane members, that ſuch as were darkeneſle themſelves , could 
rot finde him out to maſſacre and murther him, except with 
lanthornes and torches. So that yee may gueſle ( beloved) by 
the time and fealon, as what manner of men they were , ſo what 
manner of worke they went about; even no other, no berter then 
a worke of darkenefſe. For, Oi male agit, odit [r.cem, ſaid our 
Saviour himſelfe ; John 3. 20. He that doth evill, hates the lighr. 
And Saint Pay! faith , That they which are drunke are drunken 
inthe night : 1 Theſſ. 5.7. (and it were to be wiſhed, as not al- 
togerlier ſobad as now its, thatwee could ſay ſoro:) and Fob 
/aith, that Ocnlu xdutrers obſervat ealiginem : thar is, That the 
eye of che adul]terer waiteth for the twy- light, and that the mur- 
rherer 1:ſeth carly, and killeth the poore and needy; and' i the 
aight he 1+ as a theefe: Je# 24. 14, 15. antwcerable to that of the 
eoct, 7 juzulent homines (ſurgunt de nette latroner,c, fo that this, 


« 
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ir ſhould (ceme, is the ſpeciall time , when the Devils miniſters 
walk- their rounds, and play their parts, obſerving anc ther rule 
of the Poet : (v1K ) Neutlem pecc at 0 frandibus ob;:1:e nitbermn © to 
caſt a cload vpon tFeir frauds, and tlic night upon their finnes . 
Thcre being, no ſuch time for varietry and villany as this; be- 
cauſe the nights off-ſpring tor the molt part, are, as the Orator 
numbers them , dolug, metia, latrocima, fravdes, querels, (<e. 
cozcnages, robberies, murthers,and the like. 

But the truth is, 7-:das and this compa''y that come here with 
their lanthornes and torches to apprchend Chriſt, are tor the De- 
vill both by night and day, plotcing in the one wiat they practite 
inthe other ; the day being for che invention, though the nigh: 
tor the execution of their lewde deſignes. And therefore we car 
cxpe& no other bnt devilliſh workes and ations tr. m them; nez- 
ther muſt they expeQ any rewards,but whatare anfwerable tker- 
unto: whichis, Goe yee curſed mis everl ting torments, preP 7c 
for the Derwill and his eAnge's: as you tay fee IManher 25, 
41. For 

Into utter darkeneſſe they cannot chuſe bug ranne, 

That thus with torch-lighr teck to ob{cure the Sunne. 
And this ſhall ſuthce aſwell for the kilſe of Fudes, as that other 
Circumſtance of their comming out unto him with ſwords and 
{taves, lanth-»rnes and torches, and the like, ro take him, 

The next Circumſtance entuing theſe in the ſufferings of 07 
Saviour,is their apprehenhion and taki'g of him, as Saint Aſar'e 
{auh; Then they laidtheir hands uj on him and cooke him: Af1zhe 
14+46. And Saint Fob adds, That they bound him roo: Fehr 18. 
12, At the doing whereof a!l his Diſciples forfuoke him and 
Qed, as Saint Ma:thew faith; Ifarth, 26. 56. And Saint 2arte 
iikewiſe in bis former 14. (Chapter, at the 50.) erſe. Aword cr 
ewo frſt of the flight of buys Diſciples, and their forſaking him . 
accauſe I defire to handle his mentall ſufferings all rogether : and 
then afterwards I will proceed to his attachment and bindins; 
and the reſt of thote affliftions, which he may more properly hb. 
ſaid to hi ve ſuſtained in his body, 

T hen all the Diſciples forſouke him and fled: which is a circum- 
lance (beloved) that m:y well feeme to adde as much to our Sa - 
vieurs ſuff rings, (his mentall ſifferings I fay) as any of the tor- 
mer ; tothinke that they which had becne ſo long trayned up by 
him, and upon-whom þ: hid beftowed fo much time and painc- 
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{9 inſtruRt and eſtabliſh them in his taich; (chey continually hea- 
ring his heavenly Doctrines, (eeing his powertull Miraclcs, obs 
{ſerving his holy convcriativn and comportment chroughuut the 
whole courſe uf his lite: and laftly, ating and performing mis 
racles them(iclves by his vertue and mighc alon,) ſhould now 
grow 1o taichlcfle and taint-hearicd, as to forluke and leave him 
11 his troublcs; and that even in his enemies hands. It being F4- 
Cinxs capit.Jle , (as one faith) A capital) crime, for children in 
the time of danger to forlakerheir Parents, or ſubjefts thcir 
Soveraigne, or Diſcipl-s their Maſter. All which notwith- 
ttanding , yee 1ce here hee hit!) experience of in himſelte; be- 
ing for{aken as a Father of his children, asa Lord of his vaſſals, 
and as a Maſter of his Diſciples; and fo lett as I tay, all alone, 
even in his enemies hands. As 1b, no doubr his type in this, 
complaineth , when he ſaith; Hee hith removed my brethren farre 
from me, and mine acquaintance are become ſtrangers 19 me z my kinſ- 
folke have fazled me, and my familiar friends forſaken and forgotten 
me: Iob19.13, 14, So that he may juſtly complain in the words 
of a moderne Poer of our owne : ; 
All my Diſciples flee, feare puts a barre 
Betwixt wy friends and me. They leave the ſtarre, 
That brought rhe Wiſe men of the Eaſt from farre. 
But thetruth is,he was for a time forſaken of his heavenly Father 
kimſelfe ; which made him to cry when he was upon the Crofle, 
and that with a lowd voice too, ſaying, Els, Eli, L1maſtbackth.ms, 
i.e, Ay God, my God, why haſt thor firſtken me? Math.27,46. And 
therefore it is the Iefſe wonder, that he ſheuld be fo of is follow- 
crs and Diſciples,which were but weak and faint-heartcd, feare- 
full, and finfullmen, Neither did they doe it withont a Prophe= 
fie, for Percute prſtorem & diſpergentiy Oves gregis, faith Z ichary, 
',  Smite the Shepherd and the Sheep ſh1ll be ſcattered, Zach, 15.5, 
W bich very Propheſfie our Saviour himfelfe applies to this very 
purpoſe, in foretelling and forewarning them of this their dil- 
perſon and ſcattering, and chat an(werable ro the fatd Propheſie, 
chey ſhould all be offended at ht n thisnight, Aſuth.26.31. Bur 
the foreſpeaking and forere!ling of it, I doe confefle, doth nut 
excuſe th:m for doing of it, no more then Chrilſts forete!ling 
of Peters denial, did lefſen or cxtenuarte the hainouſneſſe of his 
11nne, 
Howſoever ſome there are that ſeeme to thinke, that ay Ted 
a ſuthe 
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2 ſufficient diſpenſation for this their flight, even trom their Ma- 
&cr himſ{clfe, when he 1p: ke thoſe words unto [is Auveciaries, 
ſaying, [t you leke me, Simite hos abire, then Ct thetic goc their 
way, john 18. S$_ As alſo when bef re this tine, he counſelled 
and advilcd them, That 1t they were perlecurcd in on. City, they 
{ould iy into anoth. r, att, k0, 34; Net:her doc I ftinde, as b 
muſt acktowledge, any Writers upun this ſubject, whether arci» 
ent or moderne, Fatkcrs or orher latter Divines, Puttt!lers or Ex- 
poſirors, that are very forward to cenſureor condemne this their 
flight as a notorivus tauit or a grievous crime in them, but onely 
as a matter of weakenefſe or infirmity ; as not being yet 1o 
thruughly grounded and ferled in the Faith ot Chriſt, as after- 


wards thcy became to be, And Eraſoms ſaith, that Tnfirmis licet ; 


fugere, It is lawtull for the weake to fly, as being unhras yer to 
ſuffer martyrdome and perſccurion ; in regard (as we may con- 
ceive, that their irreſolution and ungroundednefle in the faith, 
may occation their backſliding and revolt at the frit fight, and 
horror of the afliftion, and fo bring rather lofſe than gaine, to 
the caule of Chriſt. But the time will come (as he goes on ) in quo 
fugiſſe neg 1ſſe eſt, In which to fly fhall be accounted as bad as to 
deny. Ot which you know, what our Savieur himſelte ſaith, 
He thit ſhill deny me before men, ſhall bimſelfe be denied before the 
Angels of God, Luke 12, 9, Bur in the meane time when the 
Golſpell and trath of God can gaine nothing, but rather (as I 
ſay) fuffer mach loffe and detriment by thy death and ſuffering ; 
Fugito, latitz, ſaith the ſame Fr.:ſmus {till ; Fly in Gods name, 
and keep? thy felfe clote tor a berter opportunity,ri]] a fitter { a- 
ſon doe offcr it ſel te in which thou mayeſt doe good. For by chat 
courle, it may ſo fall ont which Demo#henes ſpeakes of ; that, Vi 
gui fugit, redmtegrabit pre!ium ; He that fiyes to day, may liverc 
renew the battaile to morrow, or at another time. As ind. cd it 
fell out accordingly with theſe Diſciples of our blefled Saviour - 
which how ſoever they were ur weake and infirme at the time or 
the apprehenſion or taking ot their Maſter, which as you have 
heard occaftoned their flight ; yet they proved afterwards the 
proclaimers of the Goſpell to all people, and the Heralds of 
ialvation unto all ſcales ; preaching the truth of Chriſt voidly 

to their faces from whoſe preſence they had fied before. 
Bur wh2n a manisſo cenfirmed and (ecled in his faith himiclte, 
Tat withall he isable to Rrengthen his brethrep . and i” his 
42art: 
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death or other ſutferings, what.oever may bee profitable, and 
bring forth plentifull fruit unto the Church of God; ard his 
bloud bce as tecd fowen in good ground, ſpringing up tothe in- 
create of taith in divers others: Why then 1 Hay, it ſha lbe a great 
diſparagem:nr tor himſelte, and a detriment to the Church of 
God for a follower of Chriſt tofiy : tor every one whom Chrilt 
hath calld to his faith, an4 the knowledge of his truth, mult dee 
his belt co bring his brother ro Chrilt roo; as Ar:drew did Peter, 
and Ph:'ty did Nathaniel, For, Naſtiinr indigne per quem nortaſ- 
cicar altey, faith the Poer; which if tbe truc in naturall genera- 
ton, that he 13 borne bur to Int'e purpole that doth nut propa- 
gate his kinde, then much more in tp irituall regeneration; which 
{ceing it is done no way berrer then by conſtant proteſſton of the 
Goſpell, even untodeath and bonds: becaule Sangres Aartyrums 
eſt ſemen Eccleſie, The bloud of Martyrs hath ever proved the 
delſt ſeed of the Church : therefore in ſuch cafes tt is not lawfull 
for him that profeſſes Chriſtianity and Religion, cither to with- 
drayy, or conceale himfelte ; but he ought rather, occarrere carni- 
fi, even to mcet the hangman in the face, then to ftcp a foot out 
of the way to prevent and ayoyde the danger, For howloever, 
as Bernard layes, P erſecutio & temporalus omne adverſitas, fro loco 
& tempore aliquando fugtenda erut : cam antem neceſſe fuer, virie 
liter teleranda, that is, Perſecution, and temporall affliftion bee 
ſometime according to place and occaſions to bee avoyded and 
eſchewed; yet wh-n need, is, it mult be manfully tolerated and 
cndured. 

But enough of this, onely an Vie or two from the flight of 
theſe Diſciples, and running away from their Maſter, and then 
wee will end this Circumſtance. Firſt then, let us take notice, 
that thoſe men are like unto thele, that is, bur weake in faith, 
which are content to ſerve Chriſt onely 1n the time of proſperi- 
tv, and while all things goe well with them ; and thar no trouble 
or afiition come thereby : bur when any crofles or calamities 
ariſe, whereby they ſhall be neceſſitated, and driven to forſake 
cither their wealth, or their will, their profit or their pleaſare; 
or ſuffer and ſaſtaine any other the leaſt derriment,or diſgrace by 
kis ſervice z why , then preſently they withdraw themſelves, 

nd leave him. 

It is to be donbted(beloved)thar Chriſt hath many ſuch Niſci- 
ples in theſe dayes; many which, 
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Ut comes radios per Solis euntibu umbr «ft, 
Cum latet bic preſſus nahibw, ifla fueit : 85 a Poet faith: 
That can be content to follvpw Chriſt as the ſhadow doth t!,- 
Sunne; thar is, ſo long as it ſhineth: but when once it begins 
ro be darkned with clouds, it inſtantly vaniſheth away, So in 
rime of proſperity, all men for the moſt part, will be content to 
be Chriſts Diſciples ; but when tribulation or perſecution com- 
meth for Chriſts ſake, by and by they are offended; as our Saviour 
himſelfe faith of chem : Aſarth, rg. 21. or as Saint Zeke hath ir, 
T empore tentationss recedunt : that is, In time of temptation they 
goe away; Luke 8.13. yea, many with the ſonnes of Zebedew 
would be Chrifts Diſciples, if he had an earthly Kingdome to ad- 
vance them to places of honour ; that ſo one mighe ſf1tat his right 
hand, andthe other on his left : but when it comes to this recko- 
ning, that they muſt pledge him of that bitrer cup of his Croſſe, 
ef which he is now ready to drinke a full draught bcfore them 
then it is to be doubted that moſt of them will be ready to ſay 
with the carnall Capernaites in the Goſpell, Tra eft hic ſermo; 
This 1s an hard ſaying, who can heare it? as Fob: 6.60. Bur belo- 
ved, we muſt know that it is not enough for a Chriſtian to con- 
feſſe Chriſt and his truth in the Halcyon daycs and times of peace 
and plenty , but they muſt alſo ſticke ro it when trouble ariſeth 
for the ſame: For it 18 but an cafie matter to proteſle the Gol- 
pell while all is calme and quiet, and the weather faire (as wee 
ſay; but the tryall of conſtancy and perieverance is tobe ſeen 
onely in adverſitic, as one ſaith; Tempore daro eſt mnſpiciends 
fides: As the valourand courage of a Souldier is belt ſeenc inthe 
hotteſt skirmiſh; and the skill of a Mariner beſt deſcried and dif- 
cerned in the greateſt tempeſt : ſo the faith and conſtancy of 
Chriſtians is beſt tryed in the moſt grievous perſecutions, Por 
in the dayes of tranquillity and peace, what hypocrite gives not 
way antothe Goſpell? Who will not favour it, ſo long as it is in 
the generall favour of the world 2 What Perfian ſo prophane, that 
will not become a Few to enjoy their freedomes and prerogatives? 
as Heſter 8. 17. But whenthe world and the Goſpell part, and 
Truths followers are followed with hatred and contempt ,threat- 
ned with fire and faggot ; then cemes the tryall of a true faichfull 
Chriſtian indeed, _ not before, 
It is the glory of the Angell of Pergamwthat dwelling where 
Satans Throne was in thoſe dayes, nc 87 Antipss Gods faithfull 
| G Martyr 
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Martyr was ſlaine; yet he had not denyed his name : Revel.2. 15, 
An4 the argument is {trong:tor tyauprightneſfle and integrity of 
7 6, againlt the cavill of Satan; that when the fence was remo- 
vcd, which he had ſuggelted to be the hold-backe of 7-b from 
blaſphcming the name ot God yet as the text fatch, That F-6 con- 
tiruel till in his feare: Feb 10,11, 12, We have moſt of us 
v1. en the Go!p?ll entertainment to farre at tie leaſt,as to become 
1.7 fe:Jors and hearers of jt; and no marycll, for it hath the Cre- 
dt and the countenance of the times ; yea , and the {word of the 
publick Magi{trate in defence and protection of it, (which the 
Lord of his intimite goodnefle vouchſate ſti]] to contuiue amongſ+ 
us: ) bur it fuci: times ſhould come againe as lume of our fore-ta- 
thers have lived in; and as were inthe Primitive dayes of thz 
Goſpell, I meane thoſe HMHarsan times of bloudy Perſecution , 
wher-in we mult either deny, fly, or die , What would wee doe 
thin? It is to feared, that it would then be fonnd, that many 
which tow wake faire and g'orious ſhewes, ſeemirg clole and 
mward fiicnds ro Chriſt; would give him the ſlip with his Apc- 
{t!es here, and difclaiine all acquaintance with him, (as Saint Pc- 
ter for his part did) rather then expole themſelves to danger for 
lis fake : and wur too much love of this frayle and momentary 
life, drive us often into many bale ſhifts to ſave it : yea, to ha- 
zard ihe lofle of our ſoulcs tor ever, onely to gaine a few uncer- 
raine minutes of breathing to a licke and crazie body, Perer I 
ay) vowed, though all the world forſooke Chriſt, that he would 
2ever leave kim : yet for fearc, denies him thrice, and forſiveares 
tim t00, Afarcelinw twice calt graines of incente intothe Idols 


tire; Ecebotr tunes thrice : Spirarevolts and defpaires. 


But I ſhall not need to preſſe this point any farther, as being 
1z[f- impertinent to thefe dayes of peace ; wherein taking np th: 
Zrofſe to follow Chrilt withall, ts amoneſt thoſe duties, which it 
1iticcth to performe prepiratione anime ; rather in the readinet 
of our mindes, then the preſent aftion and execution of our Lo- 
dives : becauſe (God de thanked)it ſeemes to be a far off. How - 
'ocver, we may doe well (beloved) to examine how we ſtand 
reſolyed, incaſe the Lord ſhould cill us to ſuffer for his names 
fake; and to arme our ſelves for ſuch a time, thongh it never 
come: asa Wile Mariner, that in a calme makes all his cacklings 
{trong againſt a ſtorme : and as the carefull Fen-man, or Marſh- 
man, meds all bis bankes jn Summer, to prevent the omg

of his grounds in Winter, And it we finde our hearts to be 
firmzly ſer and (erled, that we will rather forſake all,thantoregoe 
our Maſter Chritt = - our reſolution in this kinde ſhall paſt: 
for execution, in the {1ght of God; and itlhall be held as done, 
which we would have done, if we had beene pur »nro Mt thong): 
it nevcr bee done indeed. For , Non Aartyrium ſ"ls eff eſto [11- 
guinis conſummat (taicth Saint Auſtin ) nec ſola At palmam ex- 
wſtio it{2 flmmarum : It is not the ſword alone, nor there, which 
makes a Martyr, but a man may be a Martyr without blood-fhed ; 
Et ficca morte , and by a dry death, attaine unto the Crowne of 4 
Conteſlor. 

For we muſt know, beloved, that there are three kinds of Mar - 
tyrdome, The tirſt, Operis & voluntatis, both of ehe-will an 
worke ; as that of Saint Stephen, related and fer downe at [2rge, 

AQ: 7. The ſecond, Operis, ſed n17 voluntatis, of the worke, bit 

rot the will; as that of the Infants of Berhlem, recorded by Sainr 
AAatthew,cip, 2.16, The third, Voluntatis, ſid nom operir, Of the 
will, bur not the worke; as the Martyrdome of Saint Fo» the 
Evangeliſt , reported in the Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtory, Anſwerable z ©: 
alſo to that of Saint Paul before his death, when he ſaid unto '<': 2 
efAgabrs and others, I am ready not to be bound onely , bur alt: 
to dyeat Jeruſalem,tor thename of the [ord Jeſus, Ar 21,13. 

Now beloved, we muft refolvero be Marryrs in this laſt kinde 
at the leaſt, or elſe we are not worthy the name of Chriſtians. 
We muſt reſolve therefore, I ſay, to continue and abide by Chriſt, 
not onely in his, but in all our owne remprations alſo, or elf- 
we can never bee partakers of his glory among the Saints of 
light. For there is no hope of the Crowne, if we dosnot helpe 
in ſome'meaſure to carry the Croſſe ; neither can we be ſharers of 
the ſpoiles and booty, if we fight never a ftroke in the barraile: 
Bureither cowardly ( with the 4; "ge here) runne away from 
Chriſt ; or with Saint Peter deny him, rather than runne the ha- 
zard of perſecution which may ariſe for his names ſake. For 
whoſuever ſhall be aſhamed of me and of my words, among this 
adulterous and (infull generation ; him ſhall the Sonne of man be 
aſhamed of when he commeth in the glory of his Father with all 
his holy Angels, faith our Saviour himſelfe, Ark 8. 38, And 
therefore if you wonld have Chriſt nor to forſake you in an- 
other world, doe nor you forſake him in this, whether in word or 


deed, praQiſc or profeſſion, heart or hand, but be conſtant in your 
(3 3 Faith 
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Faith holding outunto the end, notwithſtanding never ſo many 
dangers which may threaten you for your profellion ſake. For all 
the afflictions of this life are not worthy tobe compared with the 
glory which ſhall be ſhewed unto us 1n the life ro come, taith 
Saint P«xl, Rom.$,18, And this ſuthceth for this uſe, 

Secondly, Take notice that theſe Diſciples followed Chriſt, 
{que ad Paſionts tempus; as one obſerveth, z. e, Till thetime thar 
his Deach and Paſſion drew neere and was at hand ; bur then they 
forſooke him and fled : fo thy Parents , Kinsfolke , Children and 
Friends, and all other good things of this world, will be content 
roſerveand attend thee whileſt chou art alive, and to live like, as 
we ſay : Bur when the minifters and meſſengers of death begin 
once to befet andencompaſle thee about,they will all forſakethee- 
preſently, and leave thee to thy (elfe alone : Which may afford 
us this uſe to teach us not to put our truſt in men, nor in any 
other carthly thing, bur onely in the Lord our moſt faithfull and 
conftant fricnd indeed,that will ſtand co us,and by us, nor only in 
this life, but in that other lite alſo which is to come, But I was 
{o large and long in the laſt Vie, that I am conſtrained robe the 
briefer in this. And therefure F doe here end it, when I haveſcarce 
madccntrance inro it : onely ſhewing ycu that ſuch an uſe might 
be made of it, though I have no time now to inlarge and proſe= 
cute ir ; bur am inforced to leave the farther application and 
amplification of it unto your lelves. 

There is one circumſtance behinde, and that is Peters deniall of 
his Maſter, which might have beene here added as a great increaſe 
no doubt of the mentall ſufferings of our blefled Saviour, Bur L 
fhall purpoſely omit it becauſe ir is a ſubjcR that is very coph-- 
ouſly handled by divers others, and that hath beene likewiſe for- 
merly treated of by my ſelfe in this place ; ſo that T ſhould bur 
«Hum agere, doe that which I had done betore, to inlift upon it 
againe, And therefore, the next day (God willing) I will pro« 
cced dire&ly ro his corporall paſſions,. and that which for our 
(akes he ſuffered in his body, when as it is ſaid, He feffered wnder 


Pontins Pte, In the mcane time, for this preſent, this ſhall 
fefhicc. |

T hey layd their hands apon Him, and tooke Him. 


Aving formerly at large runne through the mcntall 
| ſufferivgs of our bluiſed Saviour, as well in the 
treaſon of Fudas , as the flight of his Apoliles 
from him, and leaving of him in his enemies hands: 
we arcatlaſt come to treat of his Corporall Paſſi- 
— ons, and that which for our ſakes he ſuffered in his 
body, when as icis faid of him, He ſuffered nnder Pontins Pilate. 

And herein I can follow ro other, ne better method, then whar 
his miſchicvous and malicious enemies have dire&tcd me unto: 
bat thar, as they proceed in their abuſive and difgracefull carri. 
age of themſelves, and uſage towards him, ſo muſt I in my dil- 
courſe upon the ſame, AndI intend by Gods permitſion and your 
paticnee, to fellow them ſtep by ſtep, untill we ſeetheend. 

Firſt then, They layd their bandr-upon Him, and tocks Him, faith 
Saint Afarke, Capientes enm, quem mundus capere non poteſ : Appre- 
bending Him, whom the World cannot comprehend: nor con- 
raine ; according to that of the Prophet, The breath of our x6- 
ftrills, the anneinted. of the Lord was taken in their nets , Lament, 
4.20. 

W here it 1s.very worthy of our moſt ſerious conſiderations, to 
thinke with what fierce and cruell countenances, menacing and 
theeatning lookes, malicious and ſpightfull mindes, this devillif 
and hellifh rabble did invade and affaule our bleſſed Saviour:And' 
{o incompaſling him round about, did hy their moſt wicked avd 
violent hands upon him rotake him ; Nox fidet manns, ſed faroris ; 
Not hands of faitb, but fury.$o that, Omnes impetum faciunt inenm, 
in terr am deijcinnt, calcant, dilaniant, capillvs E*barbam evellunt, alc«- 
pus &+ pugnis cedunt, faith a Spaniſh Poſtiller : They all ruſh vio- 
lently upon him, fling him to the ground, kicke him, ſpurne 
him, teare him, pull off the haire both of his head and beard ; 
yea, buſter and beat him with their fiſts :. anſwerable to that of 
the P[ulmiſt, CHiſerere mei Deus, quoniam concalcavit me home , a5 
. the 
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the vulgar Latin reades its P/al.5 6.1. that is, Be mercifull unto 
mc, O God, tor man hath kicked or litted up his heele againſt me: 
and likewiſe of the Prophet, Dedi genx meas vellentibue , Ec that 
is, I gave mybacke to the ſmiters, and my checkes to thum that 
pull:d off the haire ; Eſ/ay 59. 6. in the lalt tranſlation, So thar 
we may fafcly ſing, and lay with Dat4 in another place; How 
that he was compaſſed about with young Bulls, and mighty Pull; 
of Ba/han did beſet him cn every iide;gapingupon him with their 
mouthes,as it were a ramping and roaring Lyon : as P/al.22, 12, 
I 3-verſer, Neither conidir be more truly verified of the moſt 
counterfeit and difſembling Synox that cver the world brought 
{orth, then of this fincere Sonne ot righteouſneſſe Chriſt Jeſus ; 
how that, 

Unas qe viſcnds ſindio * prophana juventu 

Circumfuſ.:ruit, cortantque liudere capto, as Virgil 2 Fn, 
riaat is, That the prophanc multitude ſtriv'd who ſhould be fore. 
molt ro mocke and deride him., te pnt ſhame anddiſgrace-upyfi 
him. All which conſidered, it cannot chuſe but move pity 2# 
compaſſion in the moſt ſtony and flinty heart, that ever the world 
brought forth, to thinke and ſee; that he, who in Heaven is con- 
tinually attended and adored, by whole troupes of celeſtiall pow 
cs, and mighty armics of heayenly Souldiers, and hoſtes of blef- 
ſed Angels, ſhould be fo farre-debaſed and deprived of that ſo 
grcat and magnificencglory apdrendwne ; asto fuffer himſelfe ſo 
readily and willingly thus to be beſer and taken by ſuch a raskall 
multirude of rude and rugged Renegadoes, men of no eſteeme or 
credit in the world ; and all out of his love to us, that fo he mighe 
deliver us our of the hands of thoſe our enemies ; thar held us 
bound and captive in their ſnares, according to their owne will, 
as Saint Par! faith, 2 Tim, 2, ultim. and ſo were even ready to 
deſtroy and devoure our ſoaltes, It this his ſogreat and unſearch- 
able loveto us, doe not cry and call for a retarne of our love to 
him againe, letour ſelyes be judges: but becanſe every circum- 
ſtance of his ſufferings afford us this Vie , we'will leave the far- 
cher amplification and1nlargement of it till hereafter, 

In the meane time take notice in the ſecond place ; that they 
did not onely take him, but binde him roo, as Saint Fohy faith: 
(bap. 18. verſe 12, as it was typified of him in Ezekiel, Thou 
--:7 113, Sonne of man, beiold they ſhall pur bands upon thee, and binde 
2 1:5,1, thee with them ; Exe, 3.25, So that, as Samt Awgrſtine ſaith,

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Kum linant p 70 {vi polus velle debmerunt - They binde him 5 of 
whom they ſhould rather have ſought and delired to have beene 
looted : Yea, which came into the world onely for the ſame pur- 
voſe, (air'1 Sunt (*yr:1, (viz) to have looled them indeed, if they 
wind th:micives; to have looſed them fron their {tinnees, whom 
14 1COyPEnce (as you ſee and heare) the) binde witli cordes,

{: ut latro [17.11 dicituy, That 5, 
Leading him captive as a Thecfe, 

And bound in chaynes that is their Chiete; 

Bur ol! you unthankfull and ungratefull wretches, is this t!.e 
reward you pive unto him, that ſet you tree from the Egyptian 
bondage ; tis to binde him for his paines? to tye thoſe hands 
that created and made at the firſt, and till preſerve and uphold 
the whol- frame of this nniverſall world ? And which is inore, 
are the authors of that l:berry and freedome which your ſelves 
doe nov enjoy? (For Iam the Lord the God, which have brought 
you outof the Land of Egypr, that you ſhould not be their bond- 
men 2 yca, I have broken the bond; of your yoke,and made you 
goc upright, faith this Lord himſelfeunto them : Levie.26.13.) 
Heccine ergo redars Domino , popnle ſtulte & mfipiens » Doe yee 
therefore to reward the Lord O yee fooliſh people, and unwiſe ? 
{aid A7oſes unto them long linee : as you may te, Demt. 42.6, 
Aud therefore much more fooliſh and unwiſe now , to thinke 
themſelves able to binde him (unlefle he were willing thereun- 
to) that came into the world, onely to let them that were bound 
ro goe free, as the P/almiſt ſpeaketh ; Dominus ſolvit compeditos, 
The Lord looſtneth the priſoners : P/al. 146. 7. cauſing Peter s 
chaynes when he was in priſon, to fall off from his hands ; et: 
I - s kJ 4 : 

. AM therefore it is bur a point of folly, if not madnefſe in them 
indeed, to comfort and ſolace themſelves overmuch, in this their 
new priſoners bondage, ſeeing although they have bound him, yer 
they hive not vanquiſhed nor overcome him : For, Qwod vince - 
nt, non (uts eff ſed volent; Hishonds proceed not ſo much from 
their conqueſt, as from his owne conſent. And befidzs, in this 
rhcir binding of him, they doe but tye:themſelves both bodies and 
{oules the faſter, and the ſurer to their owne damnation :; as in- 
deed doe all others, that in theſe dayes doe likewiſe tye the hands 
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of our bleſſed Saviour by their finnes : as firſt they doe, which ei- 
thcr diſtruſt his providence over them , for the provition and 
welfare of their bodies; or deſpairc of his mercy towards them 
tor the ſalvation of their ſoules : or laſtly, that doubt of his afſi- 
ſtance in any other their temptations and attiitions; whether cor- 
porall or ſpirituall, whether of minde, or body, or both. 

Secondly, they doe the like, which doe fo reſiſt his divine and 
holy motions and inſpirations, which many timrs hee breatketh 
and intuſech by his heavenly blaſts, into their hearts and ſoules; 
as that they doe not permit and ſuff:r him to have his tree opera- 
tion , and worke out his owne worke within them : but either 
careleſly negle& him, or wiltully rezet hum when he offers di- 
vine gracc unto them, 

Thirdly, they that are ungratefull and unthankfull for bencfits 
and bleſſings formerly received , doe alſo fo tye up Gods hands,as 
that hee can conferre and beſtow no more upon them ; bur doe 
plainly manifeſt and declare, that they are very unworthy of thoſe, 
which they have already had, and reccived. 

Fourthly , they which upon all occaſions are not ready and 
willing to cooperate with Gods divine grace, by fairhfull and 
carefull imployment of their ralents ro farther and greater be- 
nefit and increaſe ; but are ſo cold and (loathfull in good things, 
as that they bury and hide their talents: and rather extinguiſh 
and quench the ſpirit , thencauſc it ro flame and barge our, as 
they ought to doc, by being diligent and zealous in good works ; 
free and torward to all holy ations and endeavours. For, Ag«n- 
tur homines 4 Spiruts Dei, ut alli agant , non nut ipf nihil ayant, 
faith Saint eA#ſt5n; Men are ſo led and guided by the Spirit of 
God, as that by his aſſiſtance they muſt alſo worke and agitate 
them(ſclves; and not doe nothing rowards their owne ſalvation : 
which the very word Aſſiſtance doth plainly import. For he that 
doth helpe and affiſt his friend in any thing, doth it not alroge- 
ther for him ; but nay with him, doth helpe to perfet thar 
which he was not able to finiſh, and fulfill by himſelfe alone, So, 
chat as the ſame A®ftsx elſewhere, #5 fecit te ſone te, won ſalva- 
bit te fine te; He that made thee withont thee, yer will not ave 
thee without thee. 

And laſtly, the proud Fuſtiriries, which are ready preſently 
co thinke highly, and magnify themſelves for thoſe good things 
chatare in thei ; (although they be nor »ata, but d#t«; not their 
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owne, but ſuch as they have received from the Lord: and with 
che Phariſce in the Goſpell, ro boaſt and bragge of their owne 
righteouſneſſe and holineſſe, above, and beyond others ; and that 
with a kinde of 1cornefull reje&ion , and diſdainfull dereſtation 
and demonſtration of 1/te Publicenus, The poore Publican, andall 
other their neighbours and brethren in compariſon of themſelves: 
as too many in theſe dayes doe. Why theſe I fay;yea all theſe do 
fo binde and tye up the hands of our bleſſed Saviour and Redee- 
mer , as that he cannot goe forward with the wworke of their 1al- 
vation, no more then he could doe his great workesand wonders 
in his owne Countrey, and among his owne people, for their un- 
belicfes fake: as IManh. 13, 58. and IMarke 6, 5. And there-. 
fore let mecntreat and perſivade you, to beware of theſe and the 
like fearefull finnes, if ever you meane that God and his Chiiſt 
ſhall fave your ſoules. 

And thus in the flighe firſt of his Diſciples, and then in the ap- 
prehenſion and binding of our Saviour himſelt afterward, ye ſee 
che truth of thoſe things fulfilled in theſe dayes of the Goſpell, 
which were long ſince typified and fore-ſhowne in the time ot 
the Law. Firſt, in the flying of the 1/reclstes before their ene- 
mies, and the taking of the Arke of Gad; at the newes whereof 
old E/s fell backeward from his (eat, ſo that his necke was bro- 
ken, and he dyed: 1 Sam. 4. 18. where, fince the taking of the 
Arke, was a token anda type of the raking of Chriſt; (as many 
Writers obſerve) I ſce no reaſon but that I may ſafely inter, that 
the fall and breaking of the neck of F/:, the Pricft of T/-«el at that 
time , might fore-ſhew alſo the downefall and deſtrution of the 
Jewiſh Prieſthood, and Eccleſiaſticall Policy , at the raking, or 
ſhortly after the taking of our Lord himſelfe : but this onely by 
the way. Secondly, the binding and durance of Chriſt was typ1- 
ficd inthe caſting of innocent fo/eph into priſon, becauſe hee 
would not conſent to lie with his laſcivions and adulterous Mi- 
ſtris: Ger. 39. 20, And laſtly, inthe binding of Sempſos with 
ferters and chaynes,after that Dalilah had cut off the ſeaven locks, 
and other haires of his head; as Judges 16. 19, 21. verſes. 

But I muſt confeffe that this our Sampſon would eaſily have broken 
theſe chaynes,& caſt away theſe cords from him,now;when theſe 
Philiftiws, theſe his enemies much worſe then the Philifims, were 
upon him; if hee had not beene held with other, with ſtronger 


tyes then theſe ; they being the chaynes and bonds onely of his 
| H lore; 
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love; and the cordes, nay cart-ropes of our ſinnes, that are able 
thus ro hamper, thus to hold him. His love firſt, (as the Poet 
faith, Owma v.cit emor;) is that winch doth overcome him that 
5 invincible, and binde him here that is omnipotent : and our 
{innes 1<xc, anliwerable to ti ar of the Prophet, Frnes percatorum 
c5*c:.mplexi [ut mes as the vulgar Latine reades 1t, in P/al. Icg, 
3-erſe 61. that 1s, The cordes of finne, er if you pleaſe, of ſinners, 
have jngirt and incofnpaſſed me r. nnd about, As when the razor 
came once upon the head of $.»/0n, he Joſt his former unconque- 
rable ſtrength, ſo that he mighr be held with cordes, and bound 
with withes : ſo when the {inns of eAd:im, whereby he ſwarved 
from the will, and deviated from the wayes of God, came once 
upon the head of Chriſt, Teners potuit & lsgari; His enemies had 
power to hold and binde him : fo that he may complaine as in 
the Propher, He hath hedged me about, ſo that ] cannot get out ; and 
he hath mate my chayne heavy : Lament. 3.70; The falſe hands, 
and ch: foule fiagers of the firſt efder, were lift up afcer a thee- 
viih manner, wrongfully totake and cauſe the mouth to taſte of 
Gods forbidden fruit, without the good leave and liking ot him 
the lawfull owner; which gave occaſion to our ſecond edn; 
willingly and readily to permit and ſafer his holy and righteons 
hands to be bound as a Thcefc, that ſo he might make full ſatisfa- 
Rion for that ſo foule tranſgrcſſton of the firſt; and looſen the 
bands of him and his poſterity : in which, by reaſon of the former 
offence, they were faſt tyed and bound before; according to that 
of the Poet: 
eAde prims vancl: ſe quatiunt, 
Adams novum cum nexus ambiuret. That 15, 
The firſt e-L1dams bands begin to looſe, 
When to the ſecond they knit the no 1c. & c. 

Sed prob regem vintlum, pro jurum ſcelere, What a thing is this? 
nay, what aſtrangething ; to ſce the King bound for the The: ves 
offence? ſtrange indeed; but that we are taught and told,that rhe 
love of Chriſt does ſtranger things for the love of us then this ; 
and all that he might draw finfull mankinde to the love of him 
againe, as one faith ; Ligars voluit pro nobu, ut nos ſibs allugaret vin« 
c1is cbaritatzs : He would be bonnd for us,that ſo he might binde 
us untohimſelfe in the chaynes of charity 2 yea,as the holy Scrip- 
ture faith, [n fwniculis Adam traham cos, in vinculu chavitatss ; 1 
drew them with the cordes of a mzn, and in the bands of love:

come, nor any other creature, as Saint Pax! faith , beable to 
make @ ſeparation , or to diffolve the union. And let theſe 
thy cords and chaynes ſo farre looſen the bands of mine, and 
of all our finnes, as that they may never riſe up againſt us ro 
edndemne us, either in this world, or that which is to come. Y ea, 
ft ſtr&ngthen us'with'thy heavenly grace, and powerfull aſſiſtance 
of thy holy —_ that we doe not conſpire with theſe chine enc - 
mies to binde thee-againe our ſelves, by refiſting of thy grations 
motions, and moſt holy inftints, or difobeying ofthy will in any 
thing : but enable us in all things to doe as we fay, when we pray 
as thow haſt taughtus; Lord let thy will be done in Earth as ic isin 
Heaven : Da quod jubes, & jube quid vie; Enable us to per- 
forme, and then command whar thou wilt, Draw us with theſe 
the everlaſting chaynes and cords of thy love, and then wee will 
runne after thee in the ſavour of theſe thy fiveet oynrments and 
perfames, as thy Sponſe profeſſeth on our behalfe todoe : Canr,r. 
3,4. And onee more ler us _» in our mother tongue, I meanc 
our mothers the Churches language; Thon O grarious Father , 
whoſe nature and property is ever to have mercy, and to forgive, 
receive our humble petitions; and thovgh we be tryed and bound 
with the chayne of our linnes, yet let the pitifulneſſe of thy great 
mercy looſe us, by the meanes and merir of rheſe bonds and 
chaynes, and other tho ſufferings of our blefſed Saviour; and for 
the farther honour of him the ſaid Jeſus Chriſt our Mediator and 
Redeemer, Amen, Andthis ſufficerh to have beene ſpoken'ot the 
appreheniion and binding of Chriſt , as the firſt part and parcell 
of thoſe corporall indignities, which for our ſakes He ſiffered nn 
der Pontizs Pilate. 
In the next place he is carried to the ſcate of Judgement, and 
H 2 befors 
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before an whole Bench, and Court of Judges, which are foure in 
number; two (pirituall,and rwo temporall. All wicked and very 
unjualt, asby the ſequell of this diſcourſe, it will plainly and ma- 
nitc{tly appcare ; etpecially the two ſpiritual: ones , «Fans and 
("ai ipzhas ; which were ſo " Ons from upright Judges ta tl:15 cauſe, 
as that they were indeed muſt violent and partiall adverſaries; 
malitiouſly affeRed towards nim, that was here brought be- 
fore them to bee judged according to the Law, For who ever 
heard before that Judges did at che parts, either of pleaders or 
acculers ; or went about co enquire for falſe witneſſes, and ſub- 
one them to come 1n againſt a priſoner at the Barre, or one that 
ſtod before them to anſwer for his life, as theſe Judges did? For 
Saint Matthew and Saint Marke both ell us, that aſwell the 
chic fe Prieſts and Elders, as the reſt of che Counſell, fought for 
falſe witneſſes to put him to death : Aſarrh. 26, 59. and Afarke 
14, 55+ whereby 1t af peares that they were very enemies unto 
1m, upon whole life they meant to fit as Judgesz. whichayas a 
moſt wicked and unlawfull a& in them : and ſuchias mage Saint 
Eccl. Hiſt. Chryſoſtome upon a like occaſion to refuſe te ſtand to : ſaying, 
0.B.Co17- Se nole temcrarinn aliquid ſubire & manifeſtor inimicos ferre Jnai- 
cer , as Sozumen relates ; That he would not abide by any judge- 
ment or cenſure that ſhould be given by his enemics. And it is 
an ordinary and uſuall praiſe in the Courts of Juſtice amongſt 
our ſelves, for a priſoner,it he know,or bur ſuſpet any ofthe Jury 
to be his enemies, to challenge them; and they hall be puc by 
from paſſing upon his life or cauſe. And in ſome caſes, if a man 
doubr of the integrity or uprightnefle of any Court, whether Spi- 
rituall,orTemporall;he may remove his a&on,andcry with Saint 
Paul, Appelio Ceſarem, I appeale unto Ceſar; or ſome higher 
Bench: whereas our Saviour ye ſce here does none of theſeſchings, 
but is content to Jet them take their courle againſt him, though 
his own innocency be never ſo eminent and evident, and their 
injuſtice and iniquity never ſo great, | 
Bur indeed, the truth is, theſe were the ſupreameſt Courts of 
that place and time, in which his cauſe was to be tryed, aſwell Ec- 
cleſiaſticall as Imperiall; of (far, as the Synagogue : ſo that 
from theſe, except to the Throne of Heaven, there lay no appeale. 
Now if this be not a great degree of ſuffering in him, thus co fall 
into the hands, not onely of his enemies, bur tuch as were unrigh- 
rcous Judges alſo : yea, ſo many of them ; all foure ſnch, never 
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to appcale unto: judge yee, If any ſhould demauiid of mee, Fur + 
what is the reaſon that in our Courts of Juſtice there are uſually 4? #c#4z

ſo many depurcd by the ſupreame authority, to fit as Judges to- ? 


g=ther : I might reply with one, that amongſt divers, this ſure- 
ly iz none ot the lcaſt : nod nbi panci Fudices ſnnt, facile a pan-

friendſhip, p:ece vel precio, either by intreaty or reward, bee 
drawne aſide to the perverting of juſtice : or not be ready and 
willing uponall occaſions to rigt t the cauſe of the innocenc; yet 
they ſhould not all be ſuch : Bur that the one halte of them might 
ſtand up for truth and equity againſt the others; or if it (ould 
ſo fall out, (which God forbid) that m-zor pays ſhould vince- 
re meliorem ; The greater part ſhould ſomerime overlway the 
bctter : yet, that one at the leaſt ſhould ſpeake his conſcience 
freely , and plead the cauſe of the innocent boldly ; that fo the 
i« juſtice and anrighteoutneſſe of men might not altogether pre- 
vaile againlt the truth, which is of God; but that equam & be- 
»«m, that which is right and good might rake place : and true 
judgement and juſtice bee ſcene to flouriſh in our Land, For 
where all are ſuch, as in this caſe of Chriſt, that there is never an 
honeſt or righteous man upon the Bench; there righteontneſſe ic 
{lfe is ſure to be arraigned, and innocency condemned; Juſtice 
perverted; and all Lawes, be they never fo facred and religious, 
violated and broken. 

Now in our Saviours caſe, I ſay, beſides that ſome of them had 
declared and manifeſted themſelves to be his enemies : why the 
others alſo,aſwell as they,were wicked and unjult too;there being 
n2tone of them ready, p.trocinzre, or to defend the cauſe of this 
innocent : nonor to ſpeake a word to purpoſe on his behalfe, al- 
though he were the moſt righteous as harmleſſe perſon that ever 


the world brought forth, but he ſuffered ſome kinde of injury and. 


indignity or oth: r from them all, every one of them apart,as fhall 
appeare unto you more plainly by that which followes and ſuc- 
ceeds, For howſoever Pilat made a (kew indecd of pleading his 
cauſe againſt the Jewes for a time:yct the cataſtrophe and cloſe of 
all will make it manifeſt, that he was as wicked and unjukin his 
degree and kind as any of the reſt, 


Bat let us take them intheir order. For Saint Tobn tels vs, that 
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they led him away tv eAnnsz firſt ; who was father in law ro Cai- 
2pha, which was high Prieſt che ſame yeare, 1b 18. 3. So thac 
howtoever the cognifance of the cauſe atthis time belonged pro- 
perly to Catphe, as being the preſent high Pricſt, yet tlie carch- 
pol-s and ſouldicr- rhat tooke and haled him along, carryed him 
firſt co Anna; non tanquam ad judicen ſel a1 boſtem ,weluti predam 
oſtentantes,as Eraſmws ſpeaks:notasto a Judge that had power to 
cenſure him : bur as to anadverſary, that had a delireto ſee him, 
thus under arreſt,and in his enemies hands, And therefore as brag - 
ging and yaunting of their prey, and glorying in their conque!? 
over him, they carry him unro him,who they knew would rejoice 
rogether with them; and give them praiſe and thanks, rather chen 
the leaſt diſcountenance for what they had done unto him, And 
befides, Arms as it is probably to be thought, was of theconſpi- 
racy to take him, being one of thoſe that had hired J#4as to betray 
him ; and procured the band of fouldiers from the civill Magi- 
ftrarero aſliſt and helpe him in the aRtion and imployment, For 
three of che Evangeliſts,viz. Matthew, Marke, and Lute, doe all 
rell us, That he went to the high Prieſts, in the Plurall number : arid 
They, not He;appointed wnto him thirty pieces of ſilver, cas Mat.26. 
14.15. Now then, There being more then one of theſe high 
Priefts that had done thus, Anna muſt needs be the ſecond man; 
becauſe we reade nor of any other abour this time, bur onely of 
Aimarand C.iaphas : who by turnes,as it ſhould ſeceme, had ma- 
naged the high Pricfts office for ſome while rogether ; as appeares 
by the relation of Saint Lxke, who faith, That Armas and Cai: 
ph.zr were the high Prieſts when the word of God came unto Fobn 
the Sonne of Zachzrizr;and hebegattto preach in the wilderneſle, 
Lik: 3.2, Now then, if theſe were the men that had promiſed 
Frd x his pay, andir maybe the ſonld'ers ſome gratuity for their 
paynes; why then, they had reaſon to repayreunto them both, to 
givean account of their imployment and undertaking, and eſpe- 
cially to. Ann: firſt, as being the Elder man, and one whoſe habi- 
ration wasnerrer then the other, as Saint Aftare and fome others 
dot imagin2 and conceive, But whatſoever were the true cauſe, 
ieisevident and apparent by Saint Fob relation, that to him he 
was firſt carried and bronght, Neither did he take himſelfe to be 
ſo voyded and deprivedof all jurifdiftion, but thathe had power 
and durit preſume to examine him, and queſtion with him. For 
ſois it ſaid, Thar the high Prieſt asked him of his Diſciples and 
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of his Do&rine, Fobn 1811 9, Which the ancients gen*1ally allow 


ro be Anas, though Galvin, I muſt conteſle, and many other Ne- 1: 


vtcrickes thinke urherveile, varwi That he was rot queſtioned at 
all, til] he came intv the chmnman.Counceil : And then that Ciz- 
phas was be that did it ; e Amnas being preſent, and tirting by as 
his a!liſtant upon the bench; or at theleait, rhar thisqueſticn was 
not d:m nded him till chen; unco which hee gave that anſwer, 
vhich occaſioned 4 ftapder by to ſtrike him. For hereupon, He 
th- laid Cz iz, takes occaſion to obſerve the exccilive rage and 
vnrulinfle of theſe enemies of Chrilt ; together witch the tyran- 
vic;l! dilcipline that was excrcifed by theic high Pricfts : That 
whilethey ſecme to (it as Judpes, Interea ſevint, eu! truculente be!- 
lug ; yt they ire as lavageas the moſt furiuns and ticrceſt beaſte, 
For in the n:idit of their Councelland Aﬀembly, where ought of 
all placcs to beexerciſed and ſhewne the greatelt gravity and de- 
corum intheir proccedings, a common officer or ſervant amongſt 
them, aſſumes to mach licenſe and libercy ro himf: lie, as inthe 
very time of examination and handling ot the cauſe, inthe open 
face of the court, and in fight of both the Judges ; to Rtrike the 
priionereven without any off.nce, and that without any checke 
or reproofe from them againe for his ſo doing. And there 15 on 
concludes : Non mirum ſr intam barbarico conſe damnaiur Cl riſtt 
doi7rins; 2 quo uon modo ens £quitas exulat , ſed eis que que humanitas 
& fudor, It is no marvell that the Docrineot Chriſt ſhould be 
condemned inſuch a tarbarous afſembly, whence rot onely all 
right and equity,but even all ſhame alſo and humairſity is baniſhed 
and cxiled ; ſo far C:l-in, And Buifſinins in his Evangelicall har- 
mony,ſaith; Non dubim eſt quiz Tohaxnes nomine Fonti ficia non Atie 
nam,ſed Catapbamintells2it : It isnot ro be doubred, but thar Saint 
11m by the name of high-prieſt in this place, meanes not Anas but 
Cataphas, 

Bur when,or where,or by whomſoever this queſtion was aske 
it is evident by the t-xr, that when Chrifſts anſwerthercunto plea- 
{:d not the.ſtanders by, cn: of them, ded ei alzpam, (aith the vu!- 
ear Latine,.e.gave him aboxc on the eare,or as our laft cranflation 
reads it, (mote him with the palme of hishand, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou the high-prie ſt ſo? ver/.22, of the former eighteenth Chap- 
tcr of the Goſfei) written by Saint Toe, Whereuvon Saint 
Clryſoflome exclaimes : Exhorreſcat Calum & rontrems(cat terre oe 
Cosfti patients: &f ſervorum impudentia : Let the — 
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afraid,and the earth tremble and ſhake for dread at Chriſt his pa- 
tience,and the feryants impudence: Et quod alupi Dens percuti pe- 
txit,and ro rhinke that God could recelvea boxe on theeare, or be 
{tricken with the palme of the hand;O Angeli qus hec intuemint, quo- 
modo ſiletis, 5c. O ye Angels which bchuld theſe things, how is it 
pollible that ye ſhould be tileat ! how can you contain your hands 
from fighting,& your tongues from (peaking in the Lords defence? 
or is it becauſe you are aſtoniſhed to behold fo great infolence and 
madneſl: in them, and ſo much mildnefſe and meekneſle in him ? 
ſo great ſawcineſſe and perverſeneſle in them that offer it ; and lv 
mach patience and humility in him that ſutters ir? Tothinke that 
a Maſter ſhould be ſtricken by his ſervant; and the Creator by his 
creature ; yea the Lord of the wholeearth, before whom the very 
heavens tremble,and infernall powers ſhake and quake tor feare 1 
ſhould reccive ſuch an indignicy and affront from a fordid and 
baſe {lave,yea a vile worme, and very ſcum«ftheearth, 

O eternall Father and Creator of ail things, looke with the eye 
of pity and compaſſion npon that amiable countenance and love- 
ly A. of thy Chrift (ſole illuftriorem, as Cyrill ſpeaks, more bright 
and beatious chen the Sunne) that is, thus ſinitten with the foule 
fiſts and fingers of ſfinfull man. How canſt thou ſo patiently put 
up ſo great an indignity offered to thine onely Sonne, and the 
Worlds onely Saviour ? W hat puniſhment ſhould he be accoun- 
ted worthy of, that ſhould offer the like violence, or once make 
but a ſhew of lifting up his hand againſt the ſonne of an earthly 
Soveraigne ; or orher the perticſt King or Prince of the World? 
when asall the Kings of the Earth are but weake and feeble bul- 
ruſhes and muſhromes in compariſon of this King Chriſt Jeſus, 
who is both Rex Regem, & Dominus Domin.mtium; King of Kings 
and Lordof L »rds, as the holy Scriptures ſtyle him. The hard of 
Tcr-boam that was a Kipg himlelfe, being ſtretched our againſt bur 
a Prophet of the Lords, dried up and witheredpreſently, fo thar 
he cou'd notpull itin againe unto him, 1 Reg.13.4- whereas be- 
hold a greater then a Prophet is here(yea,onethar is King,Prieft, 
and Prophet too, all in his owne perſon) thar is ſtricken with the 
fiſt,and yer ſtrikerh not againe, nor makes any other the leaſt refi- 
ſtance. Conſider alſo how God ſmiteth Y224h with preſent dearh 
for but lifring up his hand to uphold and ſtay the Arke, being not 
chereunto lawfully called, 2 S:z#1,6,7, How many deaths then is 


, this man worthy of that preſumes thus to lift up his hand againſt 
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the lord of the Arke himfelte, and to {mite him on the face ; as 
Zed: kia talto prophet ſmore Aſtwaiar the true Prophet of the 
L:rd on the check ( our blelſed Saviours Type uo do!:be in 
this) becauſe he did not anſwer the King according to his detare, 
i Rep.2 2.24. 

But, O mann im/+/ix! faith one, This was an unhappy hand in- 
deed that was thus daring and audacious, as to [trik. that heaven- 
ly face ; whom not onely the Cherubims and Szraphims +nd all 
the cclettiall powers above, bur every createc nature alty blides, 
{trive ro worthipand adore that divine countenance, Tam dit in 
mundy 4eſi«cr 1:25 lo long Celired to be bcheid and (cence in rhe 
world betore it came, with ſo many withes and prayers,(O «'in.zm 
diſriemp lat c&/1s ; Ov that be would bretke the Heavens and come dAywre, 
Eſ:y 64.1.) and fo many lighes and teares begd ar the hands of 
God by the Patriarches aud Prophets : yea, the very joy of An- 
gels, which they tad long expected to louoke upon, and rcjuyced 
with joy unſpeakeable when they were once made to happy, as 
to. bchold and ſec it indeed. That face, of which C17fes ſpake 
when ke (aid unto God: If I have now found fivour in thy light, 
Oſftende mibs faciem, as the vulgar Latine reades it, O Lord ſhow me 
thy face, Exod. 33.13. and David likewiſe, when |.c faid, Gere 
faciem tuam EO ſalvi erimns, Canſe thy face to ſhine uponur, O Lord, 
and we fy1ll be faced, Pſal, $0, 3. This, this is the very ſame face, 
I ſay, which theſe prophanerabble doe to toulely abule, and fceke 
ro diſgrace by (triking it in this ſcornetull and conten:pruous 
manner ; yea, ſpitting upon itandblindefolding of ittco; as you 
ſhall heare hereafter. In which, thac of the Prophet is wholly 
fulfilled, which you heard but in part before, whea le ſaid in che 
perſon of this our bleſſed Saviour I g.rve my backe to the (mis 
ies, and ny cheeks t tie mf pers m4 I hid nt my f «cc f. oin ſh ime 
and ſpitting, Eſaz 50. 6, Antlwerable alfo ro that which [:imftelfe 
fererold unto his ewelve Apoſtles, ſaying, Beh !d we 7 e 3H th 
Terrlalem, and ul! things ſhall be fulfilled to the Sonne of Af in, tht 
are witty by the Prophets. For he ſhall be delivered unto 11. Gene 
tiles, and ſhall be macker!, and ſhill be ſpightfully entre wel, and ſpit 
fon, Litk: 18.31, 32, 

O ble fled Jctu! the mcekeſt and the mildeſt Lambe upon the 
Earth, Whoſe heart is ſo hard and ſtony, as not to be ready to 
burſt for grief: and m: lt into teares, at the conſideration of this 
thy wonderfull and unparalleld patience? whereby thou fo - 
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etl y ſuffereſt thar moſt beantitull and glorious face of t!.ine/ For 
TIS ſpeetr'ats fre feliss bomimum, tayrer thcn the children of men, 
(aith the P/z/miſt of thee, Pſl. 45. 2.)ro be thus ſhametully hand- 
led, and ignominiouſly {triken and fpitted rpon, by baf- and ig- 
pob'e perſons, ſ-rvile and interior tel.ov es, I rave homo [1- 
perbe Of 11ptticn. . 41 ſutiito C IRMEVU: ri, {ait:! one » (3o0c now thon 
proud and impatient man, that art ſo ſuddenly moved at th: leaſt 
indignity and atfro-t thar is offered thee, and canit nor brouke nor 
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bare a diitattctull word, nor put up the leaſt and ſm.]]ſt offence 
without thy wrath and fury trom thy friend or neighbour, I: 
ſpice hoc vic un patientie exemplem ; Looke upon this lively and 
lovely picture and parterne of patience, and learne of him to be 
meeke ard lowly in heart, that fo thou maycſt finde reſt unro thy 
{oule, as himſelfe cxhorreth thee, AZatth. 11, 29, Contider the 
whole courſe and paſſage of his Paſſion, fromthe firſt ro the laſt, 
from the beginning ro theending of ir, and you ſhall finde rhat 
he was not once Commotrs in adverſarior, moved or ſtirred to the 
leaſt choler againſt his advcrſaries, but ſhewcd all mildenefſc ayd 
gentlenefſe towards them that was poſſible, both in his ſpeech and 
looks, his words and workcs, If ever we mrane then to have a 
ſhare and intereſt in his ſufferings, let us indeavour ſoneere as ir 
is pcſſible ro conforme our ſlves unto them in mzckeneffe, and 
paticnce, and gentleneſſe, and lowlineſſe of minde and all other 
chriſtian vertnes which he hath prafifed and performed before 
as. For he is left unto us, propter exemÞlaritatem wirtutie, for an 
exampleof patience, that we ſhould follow his ſteps, ſaichSaint 
Peter,1 Pet.,2.21, And this ſufficeth for this rime, 
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ivew Annas had ſent Him bound unto Caiaphas the. 
High Prieſt.

Fter the injuries and indignitics that our bleſſed Saviour 
pot Jer ſuffered at the hands, and in the houſe of Anna, whok 
<tc very name ſignifies, Afitting z as a moderne Poſtiller 
Br kay C02, hath well obſcryed. The Hiſtory of the Goſpcell goes on, 
d: %/. and tels us ; how in the next place he was ſent by the ſaid Anas 

himfelfe, and carried bound to the carchpolcs or officers unto 
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Cainha , the preſent high Prieſt for the ſame yeare ; where 
the Scribes and Elders were affembled, and a Conncell held, 
which ſought for falſe witnefles againſt him, ro put hm to death: 
Matntb.25. 57.59.verſer. whereupon one in a compaſſionate and 
ſ{\mparhiz.ing manner, cryes out ; fd T ribrnal ducers O Feſrr, cnt 
fleclitur emue ger:# : Thou, O Jefus, ar whole gratious name all 
knees Joe bow, aſwell of things in Heaven and Earth, as under 
the Earth, as Saint Pawl (ſaith: Phil, 20, 10, art contented to be 
nade to bend and boy thy ſelfe at the Barre, and before tlic tri- 
bunall of morrtall and fintull man : 1mm? prdendam plare & 1n- 
dignum, fauh another; quod Fudex decrerits vivorum & m riuo- 
ram , jam judicandius trahatur ad ſicrilega nequiſſimo' um Frdicum 
/abſellia ; which a ſhamefull and unworthy thing, chat he which 
is decreed by the Parliament, and Court of Heaven, to be the #1- 
preame Judge of quick and dead, as the Scripture reſtifierh; fayiug, 
The Father ju@geth no wan, but hath commirted all judgement 
to the Sonne : John 5.20. ſhould yer behaled and dragg'd alony 
by the violence and inſolence of a raskall and fcurrill n ulticude; 
to the corrupt and facrilegious Benches and places ot torture, ra- 
ther judicature, of moft wicked and injurious Judges, And yet 
thus our poore Saviour was contented to be ſerved ; to be uſed 
and abuſed for our ſakes : yea, he was carryed to the high Prieſt, 
Cnjus erat de lepra judieare, To whom it belonged to judge and 
derermine of rhe leprofie: Deut.17.8, Qniz repntavimuenm quaſe 
leproſmm ; becauſe the wicked doe cſte:me no otherwiſe of him, 
then as of one leprous and ſmitten of God, as the Prophet foure- 
told, Efay 52. 4. Nay, falſe witneſſes are alſo ſorght, tor to 
come in againſt him ; whereby nnder the colour of Law, rhcy 
might the more ſecurely and without danger of urroarc and ti!- 
mnlrt among the p-ople, ſeeme to have ſome juſt cauſe to t4ke 
away his life, As Fezabe!! dealt with N.;borr, fo doe theſe | aii1- 
red wals with Chrift : Beciuſe he would not give his Vineyard 
tothe oppreſlor,Ser (fait! ſhe) two men, fonnes of Bel :l/, before 
him ; which way beare witnefſe againſt him, as ifhe had blaſphc- 
med God and the King : 3 Kimmvs 21. So becauſe Chrift would 
nat give his Pathers honour unto the Devill, when he bade him 
fall downe and worſh'p him ; falſe witneſſes by his; and his in- 
truments inſtigation 2:14 procuring, are ought for to (lander and 
accuſe him unjuſtly, 121ing to his charge things that hee did nor, 
that hee knew nor , fait!: the P/:lmiſt: Pſal,ze. 11. Sorhat tie 
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month of the wicked, and of the deceittull are opened agaialt 
him, ſpe«king agaivlt him with a lying tongue: P/al. 109. 2, 
compalling him about with words ot hat: ed, and fighting againlt 
him without a cauſe, 2s there fullowes, verſe 3. without a cauſe 
indeed. For, thoug'[ hive redeemed them, yet they Fave ſpo- 
kan lyes againſt me; 2s litmſclte complainetii by his Prophet, of 
them and their ingratitude : Hofer 7, 13. 

But there was a {ccwing ſhew and pretext, I muſt confelle, of 
much ſincerity and up: ightnelle in their proceedings againſt him, 
Fo: here isa Councell :vlcm ily called , and met as you fee, and 
chit ofthe greateſt and gravelt ; the learned(t and the wiſelt men 
amongſt them, as of high Pri-ſts, Scribes,Elders ; belides the ſpe- 
Rators and by ſtand;rs : before whom it could not be thought, or 
once imagined, but that all things ſhould be fairely and uprightly 
carried, by ſuch an Aſſembly : to that as one ſaith, 2» zou bona 
ſper.iſſet ab hoc can, + mulittudine , & reverenti. tam ullnſtri ? 
VWho could expect any thing but good trom this ſo famous and 
illuſtrious a convention and mecting, aſwell in multitude and po- 
pulouſnefle, a3 reverence and ſhew of honeſty? Specroſa enim 
hic miulta;, Seeing here wcre met together ſo many faire and 
{pccious pretexts of nothing elſe bur ſincere and upright dealings, 
as a congregation and gathering together of the molt renowned 
and famous men of the City; a certaine forine of judicature after 
an orderiy and folemne fort: a produdtion of feverall witneſſes, 
and the like, Sed larvata hec omata, All theſeare but masked and 
d:i\embiing appearances; a vizard only, and no true face of ju- 
tice : ſceing the text tells us, that for all cheir fajre ſhewes, their 
intent was foule; even to put him to death : ſo thar he had his 
doome before his day of hearing , and his judgement betore his 
rryall, For , Ante coitionem conſulta decreta, facts (> fata ſunt 
omnia, ſaith one; All things were determined and decreed con- 
cerning him, before cver they came rogetker; which is a peece 
of the greateſt injuſtice, and a knack of the lewdeſt and vilelt kna- 
very, that either the Devill can invent, or lis inſtruments aRuate: 
whena man ſhall have his cauſe ſentenced before itbe heard, and 
hiimſelfe condemned before he be legally convit : this is right 
aevilry inde.d, And yet this is cur Saviours calc in this aſlembly, 
witneſſes againſt him are pretended to be tought; but yet they 
mult be falſe ones, ſpeakivg as the Court and Councell would 
havethem ; orelſe they ſhall nor be heard. For, ſecing Truth i; 
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ro be condemncd, it muſt be done by falthood, or not at all : an 
therefore, all you that are lovers and friends to Truth, ttand by: 
her.'> to nced of your teſtimony at this time: Hic cr anngy yn 
b.+ pact; The doores and gates of tits Aſſembly are lo farre from 
b.ing oper : 5 you, as that onthe contrary, they are ſhur againſt 
(Ou: oth t, Event ras aula ques vie efſe pris; He that is lo godly 
ard (tr: in his Religion, as t!;at he cairnor be content ctther ro 
1; ezke, or eare !ealings; 10 equivocate a little, and ſtretch his 
cO:ilc;iEce; to pleacure his friends, and confound his focs : hee 
may, ray he mult depar: the Court. 

[tis very fitting, | muſt needs fay, that all publike Othicers and 
Meoiftrates, for their beiter advice, direction, and information 
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in all caſcs, ſhould have th.ir Aſſiſtants and Counlellours of 


State, and j ublike a> be done in publixe aſſemblics : as well for 
the praiſe,and honour, and incouragement of thoſe that doe well, 
as for the open and exemplary puniſhment and convittion of 
tho'c that Coe offend. In regard whereof it is true Which) one 
faith, Conſil.um ft bannum ; Counlell is good : (tor, V1 confils.

fall; but where there are many Counſcllers there is health , faith 
Solomon: P,ov.tl. 14.) but y<t take this withall,as mine Author 
addes : Si fit bonorimr, it itbe of good men, and to good pnrpoles, 
For otherwiſe the meetings and Aſſemblies, Councels and Con- 
venticles of the wicked, are dangerous anddeadly ; becauſe they 
travell of miſchiefc, and bring torth ungodlineſle, faith Dazzd ; 
Pſal. 7.15. Yea, The Kings of the carth ſtand up, and the Rulers 
take counſell together; but wherefore is it? even to deltroy the 
Lord, and his annoint<d : 7a. 2.2, As likewilc it is laid of the 
Pyrsces, That they went out, and tooke counte Il againſt Ze es 
how to deſtroy him ; 17a:t'.1 2,14, and what they plotted and 
adviſ'd upon then, that they put in praftice now. For in this their 
publike Aſſembly, im the higl: Prieſts houſe , they ſecke for falſe 
witneſſes to pur him to death : So that this furely was no juſt and 
{awtull Councell, but a ride and diſorderly Conventicle of 
bloud-fceking, and bloud-tucking Tyrants : like that of Fe/epis 
brethren, when muſt unnaturally they conſpired apainſt their 
owne innocent ad harmeletſc brutlter to flay han : Gen, 37. 18, 
20, verſes, And tlat of tie Fewes againlt Jeremy, when they 
cry. d, Come let us devife deviccs againlt hygn,and (:vite him with 
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the tongue : Jeremy 18. 18, by which mcanes they digge pits 

for his ſoule, as there followes, Jc:/e20, As Foſeph likewile 

was calt into a pit, Ver/e 22. of rc former Chapter : both which 

were types of Chriſt in this conſpiracy, rayſed againlt him by the 
ewes his kinſmen, according ro the ficth, ar this time. 

Bur they were beſt to take heed that they fall not into the pic 
themſelves at the laſt, which they thus digge for others. For, 
Confirliam malim conſultoribins ſemper peſſimum , Evill coun{cll 
proves alwayes inthe end worlt to:ihem that give it: And there- 
fore, Bleſſed and hap py are thoſe men that walkenot in fuch 
counſels of the wicked, faith David; P/1. 1.1, as at which (as 
one laid pleaſantly, and yet properly) the Holy Gholt told him, 
He was n2t at leiſure to bce | reſent : who abſenting himſclfe 
likewiſe from this Congregation,ard conventuall mecting of the 
l:igh Prieſts, Scribee, and Elders at thistime, it cannot properly 
be called a Councell or lawtull Affcmbly : but fframa tantum C't- 
vitatis , as one tcarines it; An ulcerous bunc!1 onely, or ſwelling 
rayl'd by the diſorder and diitemper of the City : which upon 
the apprehenſion and taking of Chriſt, was ſuddenly in a confuſed 
manner coneregated and gathered toget''er ; the moſt part nei- 
ther knowing why, nor wheretore. And thns wuch be ſpoken of 
this wicked Councell and Aﬀembly it ſelfe. Now let vs pro- 
cced to the Ats of Court, and firſt to the examination of the pri- 
{oner at the Barre. | 

You have heard already of his being brought from the houſe 
of Ann-z5 to the hanſe of Caizphas the preſent high Pricſt, and of 
the great concourſe of all ſorts and degrees of people, toſceand 
I are his examination ard arraignment. Now therforein the next 
place,you are to heareand (ce of what matters and particulars he 
w2: there queſtioned and examined; which Saine 7 im tels us4n the 
19.verſc of his former 18. chapter, to be two-fold, ſaying, Thar 
thehigh Prieſt then asked Jeſus of his Diſciples and of kis Do- 
A-ine, of his Dottrineprincipally, as may be ſ1ppoled; thar ſo 
they might charge him wich Heretie or toule crrors, againſt the 
Law of 79s, and Religion eſtabliſh2d in the Church, and { 
have whereof to accuſe and cenſure bim in the court ſpiritu-l1 : 
and ſecondarily, or his Diſciples, that {2 they might bring him 
within the compaſſe of fedition, as a Ciſturber of ths publike 
p-ace and quier of the Common-wealth, and have whereof co 
condemne him #: foro c393!7, or the court civill,

The ſpecialtics of 15 examination concerning his Dofrine, 
mig! happily be rele, or ro the like purpoſe, As firlt, who was 


is Maitcr or Initructcr in his new DoCrine which he had latcly 


broached and preached ry the people? Secundly, why he did (eel; 
to innovate and alter their long practiſed and accuſtomed rites ? 
andin ſtcad thereot, bring in his owne new deviſes, as in particu- 
lar 24%hy did he fecke to truſt out and extInquith their old and 
ancient Ceremony of circumcilion,with his owne 1:c w-fangled and 
new-tound waters of Baptiſme ? Thirdly, why he was lo cynical] 
in his lite and converſation,ard o tice in his declamations againſt 
th. Phariſees, Scribes, Pricits, Elders; yca, and even Her-4 him- 
ſelf. ? and why hee alone would {ceme to be wiſer then all the 
world befides? And being bur rlirce and thirty yearcs of age, why 
he was ſo 'bold and fawcy in fach a ſatyricall manner tc bire and 
whip his ſeniors ? Fourthly, why ke preached in the fivlds, and in 
other fecrer and private places? And laſtly, whether lL-c could 
reach any thing of which their owne learned Rabbies, the Pricfts 

and Scribes and Phariſces before named, were ignorann ? 
Concerning hisdiſciples,he might likewiſe te demanded the niume 
ber of th&m frtt, & why he being a man burof amean fortune,hould 
take upon him tobe berter guarded and attended, then others of 
rcater place&calling?yea, qu; ſuntvbi ſint,& qr mente 20 coMNeges 
rit,as T beophylatt faith, what they were, where they were, wiicnce 
they were,to what uſe and purpoſe they were? and whether it C31 
not (avour of ſedition and diſturbance of the Stare, to leade abun 
ſuch acrew of diſciples & followers afrer him, without the appro 
bation and warrant of authority? As alſointhe ſecondplace,con- 
cerning their ſtrowing himintheſtreers ; why with ſuch pompe, 
bit foure dayes before he «ntred into the City, the people fprea- 
ding th.ir garmentss and cutiing, downe branches in his way ; a1 d 
his owne Diſciples pittivg their owne cloathes upon the beaſt he 
rode on,and attending on toot ingreat ſtate behind: him?chirdly, 
what was become of them, fince the time of his raking and ap- 
prehenfton? and whether it were nor a token of their guiltineſie 
of tome diforderous and riotons praftifes, that they ſhould thus 
fly away from him, and Jeave him in bis diſtrefſe ? Lally, he 
might be urged to berwray where they were, ont of a pretenceot 
d.nzer to the common-wealth, fo long as thev lay skniking up 
and downe rhe Cit», hid ng themſelves in fecrer corners; and 
therctore it was very ftcting they ſhould be rovt'd from their 
itarting 
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ſtarting I'oles, and brought together with himfclfe their maſter, 
co publike puniſhment for their Citorders, that to at the 1ſt, 
the Stare might be treed from ſcare of turther danger by thele 
MmCanes. 

Sq ti at, L ite queſtion te quinn reor, laith mince author, we 
may ealily conceive him to be tiiroughly fitred and examined to 
the full, of all ſach circumitarice:, whecher concerning his Ditci- 
plus or his DoCtrine, as might 1navy the leaſt degree advance and 
cIpe forward his condemnaticn.- Siczt, 

Reges d;aumtur malls argere cucrllis, 
Et tor Treere mero, quem j'rſpexi ſſo labor ant 
An ſit amicitia digwts,C*c, 
As Kings are fajd by many cups to try a man, whether he be wor- 
thy of cheir friend{hip or not : fothe high Pricit, by many quirke's 
totry Chriſt, whether on the contrary he might not deſcrvedly 
be found to be the ſubject of their hatred, and objec of their dc- 
ſpight or not. Neicher was $y/-17 more ſtrictly queſtioned by 
'P,;imn1s concerning the Trojanehorte : EEE 
CAlibiqne bc ediſſere vera roganti, «., ER 
uo mlem banc immunts equtt ſtatuere f quis attthur Ai; 
Ouidue potrnt ? que Relligio ? aut que macbina belli ? 
then Chriſt by Caizp/ as, of þis Religion, Doctrine, Diſciples, 
their practiles and pretexts, and laſtly their courſe of life, thar 
{o by their queſtioning him in many things, they might rrip him 
in ſomething to his deſtrution and confuſion : as the Phariſees 
in the former rime of his life, are {aid to queſtion'with him, ouly 
ro tempt him, and trap him in his ſpecch, 

But, Fraſtr 2 jaciter rete ante oculos pennatorzm, faith Solomon: Tn 
vaine is the net ſpread before the eyes of all char hath wings : 
Provet. 17, Ocuios ad previdendumypennas ad precivendum ; Eyes 
to fore-ſce the danger , and wings, that is waycs to prevent the 
danger. For Chriſt was ſo wary in his anſwer , that they could 
rake no jult hold or advantage againlt him ro his prejudice, till 
himfelte was willing to affordir : and then ir was rather Sc.1:- 
d1ulum acceptim,then d:tam too; An offence ner given by him,but 
taken by them. As they were {till ready to ſnatch at all oportu- 
nities that might bur Ceme ro give a colour ro his condemnation 
before the people. 

But though many falſe witneſſes came in to teſtifie againit him, 
vt found rhuy none, (ait!: Saint Autthew : Chap,26, 60, _—_ 
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indeed cheir wicneſT:s did not agree together, ſaith Saint Afarke, 
Chap. 14. 56. So that, Yrnotirſcungite iiterrogando tentarnnt, wut 1n- 
venirent wnde acctſarent cum ; ſic Os reſpondit, ut omnes corum retun- 
dereniur doliyer calumme fruſtrarentar, ſaith Saint Auſtin : How 
ovien locyer they tempted him by queltioning, that lo they might 
tinde whercof to acculc him; his anſwers were (till {uch, as that 
th:reby their calumnies were fruſt:ated, and their crafty deviles 
retorted, and returned empty into thair owne bulumes. For, 
faich he; Quid me mterrogas ? interroga e0s qui audierunt, Ce, Sy 
that, for anſwer to the preſent queſtion concerning his DoCtrcine, 
he appealedto the teſtimony of his very enemics themſelves ; ſay- 
ing, I ſpake openly to the W orld,teaching in the Synagogue,and 
in the Temple ,whither the Jewes alwayes reſort ; ſo that in ſecrer 
I have Gd nothing : Why ask<(t thou me? Aske them which 
heard me what I have ſaid unto them; behold they know what L 
ſaid: Fobn 18, 20,21. And to that other queſtion concerning 
his Diſciples, he was lilent; anſwering nothing that we reade of 
in theScriprures at all; of which there might be many uſefull 
reaſons given, but that I finde no leiſure ar this time, for farther 
excurſions then needs mutt , having ſuch abundant matter more 
pertinent to our preſent purpole of Chriſts ſiff. ring under Pontius 
Pate, to inſiſt upon : onely let me adde this one note and obſer- 
vation more, out of S, Aſtin, by the way ; Ubi feſics non reſpon- 
debat,bi ficmt ovis filebzt : Where Chrift did not vouchſafe an an- 
liver, (as at this time and ſome others of his arraignment and try- 
all, he did not;) there he is to be raken tor the Lambe, ſpoken of 
by the Propher Eſay; which being brought co the flaughrer, yer 
he opened not his mouth ; and for the ſheepe, which betore rhe 
ſhearer is dumbe: as Eſay 53. 7. V9: vero reſpondebat , ſicut paſtor 
docebat : But whereſvever or whenſoever hee did make an{wer, 
there he is to be raken for the Paſtor of his people ; giving them 
inſtruftions how to carry, and anſwer for themſelves eapon the 
like occaſions, 

Concerning that therefore which hee gave in anſwer, this 
may be ſaidzthar perceiving by the dritt and ſcope of the queſtion, 
that they were defirous to poſſefſe the peoples mindes of his be- 
ing guilty in an high degree of innovation and ſedition : hee 
ſhapes his anſwer accordingly, in this manner: (2iz.) whereas 
thou ſuſpeCteſt me , Seditioſum quendam efſe, & in occulio cnmplia 
ſftru wtem, as Theopbyladt ; that is, To be a ſeditious perton , and 
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one that plots miſchicfe againſt the State in tecret; I tcll thee, 
Nibil in occults lacutiry ſim, I ſpake nothing in ſecret; tit js, 
nothing in the leaſt manner rendirg to {edition :; 1;-irher, as thou 
imagineſt , doe I] innovate, or ſp.ake any thing ot mir. > owne 
breaching; Teloja vil weontia ment, with a reſerve o deccit- 
full minde. This is Theopaylul7s expolition of His anſwer. And 
hegives his reaſon too, why he underſtands it ſo; Auian'fi ſic ine 
tellexerimmns , quod ad ſuspur mm Pontficts hec d:xerst , videbitur 
197i tiri: nam mulia divit m oocnlto, G5. hecante if it be other. 
wil: underſtood, he may ſe2me to have ſpoken falfly : in regard 
h::ſpake many things to his Diſciples, And for that other part of 
the anſwer , Why askeſt thou me? aske them which heard-me; 
Ncn pertinacis, ſed fidentts tn dittorum veritate,faith he ; The words 
are not tube taken as of one obftinate in his opinion,or ſtubborne 
in his owne will and way: but as of one that was confident in 
the truth of what he ſpake,and therefore he ſaid, Aske theſe mine 
<nemics; thele treacherons Miniſters of thine, which have ap- 
pretended and bound me,and brought me hither : They are pre- 
icnt inthe face of the Court, therefore let them ſpeake, if they 
know any thing that may tend to theſe abuſes or diforders by 
me, Then which there can be no more undoubted demonſtrat1- 
on of the innocency of any man, then when he is ready to appealc 
to his very encmies for teſtimony of the truth of chat whereof 


:., heſtinds accuſed. Thus farre T heophylaft. And Saint Cbr-v/oſfteme 


to the ſaine purpoſe : 1d weritatis maximum eſt argumentum,quunm 
quis inimicos un teſtimonium adaucit ; It is the greateſt argument 
of verity, to be contented to pur the tryall ofa mans cauſe tothe 
reſtimony of enmity. And therefore ſaith (rift, Why do you a: k 
me? Aske them, for behold they alſo know what faid : which 
is as much as if he fhonld fay thus, [tr is bus a folly for me to mgke 
anſwer to your demaunds : For you willnotbeleeve me, though 
| ſhould ſpeake never ſo much, or ſo often the truth unto you : 
{ am content rhercfore that you ſhould aske theſe thar are of more 
crediramongſt yon. For mine owne teftimony is of no validity, 
ſecing yeu have diſabled it fo farre,as to account no otherwile of 
me,then as ofa theefe or robber: and therefore have brought me 
bound unto your Bench and Barre of pretended juſtice, that ſo 1 
may be puniſhed accordingly. So that, Cu: aetraxi/tts ſamam, de- 
rraxiſiu etiam fidem ; Seeing you have taken away my tame, you 
have detratted ally from my faith, (A tricke not altogether a 
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ſtranger to theſe rimes, tO accule the innocert, thereby onely tO 
diſcredit and diſable their teſtimony.) Nap que fit fidures capro? 
faith the Poet: There is no truſt to be given ro a captive: Dn you 
will be ready to ſuppoſe, 


'Dum miſeram forttina Synenew 1": 
8: 2. 


Finxit, rannm et11m mendacemque imp nba fiiget, 
Since my fate hath made me wretched and miſerable, it will not 
leave me till ir have made me wicked alſo, and a lyer 1:ke your 
lelves: and therefore aske not me, bur aske thele mine enemies; 
for they all know what I ſaid. 

But how faire, and true, and juſt, and reafonable ſoever this an- 
ſer of Chriſt, (as alſo that other concerning his being the Sun 
of God, related by the reſt of the Evangcliſts: ) may ſeeme to un; 
and all others thar are his friends : yct they are not ſo unto theſe 
his malitious adverſaries, bur at theſe two anſwers offence is ta- 
ken even at all hands : Scandalum acceptury , (as I faid betore ) 
though not datum, which occaſioned a world of injuries and in- 
dignities preſently to bee put upon him in the high Pricſts Hall 
and Houſe : yea, and in his very preſence too: Fur ſome began 
to ſpit upon him, and to cover his face, and ro buffet him ; and tv 
ſay unto him, Prophefic unto us who it was that ſmote thee. And 
the ſervants did ftrike him with the palmes of their hands, and 
ſuch like ; Marke 14. 65. and Fohw 18, 22, And Saint Luke 
addes, That many other things they ſpake blaſphemouſly againſt 
him : Lake 22.65. So that here you ſee then ſeverall and fin- 
dry Ads, not onely of force and violence, bur alſo of contempr 
and diſgrace ; ſhamefully and undeſervedty put upon our bleſſed 
Saviour: As ſpitting upon him, blind-foldihng him, ſtriking 'him 
with their hands and fiſts, and laſtly, jearing and floating him, by 
faying, Prephefieunto us who it was that ſmore thee. Of the 
ſtroake with the palme of the hand, or boxe onthe eare, I have 
ſpoken at large already. I will adde a few words more concer- 
ning theſe other indignities, and then I will proceed to their car- 
Trying and leading of him away to Plate; and his turning over 
ro the ſword of juſtice, and temporall officers hands. 

And firſt of their ſpitting in his face; which to doe, was accou:1- 
ted a matter of great infamy and reproach among the Jewes ; as is 
plaine and evident by that place in the booke of Namvers, where 
God ſpeakes unto ſes, concerning his ſiſter Msriam, laying, It 


her father had bur ſpit in her face,ſhould ſhe not be aſkamed ſeaven 
K 2 dayes ? 
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dayes? Numb. 12.14. Andagaine, Ihe woman is allowed to 
ip 1n the face of that man as in his diſgrace and infamy, that will 
not raiſe up ſeed by her unto his brother : Dent, 25.9. Andeven 
among our {elves in theſe dayes, we account it among the worſt 
of injuries and affronts to be fo ſerv'd. And yet our Saviour yee 
{ce {uffers it for our iakes; anſwerablc ro thit in the Prophet, 
when he ſpcakes, as in his perſon, ſaying, | hid not my face 
from ſhame and ſpitting, E/ay 50. 6. and fob likewiſe; They 
abhorre me, they flee farre from me ; and ſpare not to ſpit in my 
face: Job 30,10, O letus behold then with horrour and dread 
that divine countenance, which is ſo much honoured and adored 
in Heaven ; andthe very aſpe& whereof cheeres the whole City 
of God; how for our ſinnes it is defiled and become deformed 
here on Earth, by the contempt and ſcorne of ſordid and ſhame- 
lefſe miſcreants : yca, ſofarre abaſed and abuled, as that no place 
ts thought 1o fitand convenient to voide their excrements in, and 
to receive their filthy drivel l, as the face of the Saviour and Re- 
deemer of mankinde. 

Aud when they have fulfilled their maliticuz mindes in thus 
{pitting their fill upon them , then ſecondly they blind-fold him; 
Ut audacina & inverecand.us erm percutiant, faith one ; that ſo 
they may the more beldly , and withour ſhaine, ſimite him with 
their fiſts : or as I ſhould rather thinke with another , They did 
it, leſt the admirable forme and beauty of his countenance, being 
too long vexedand beheld amongſt them; ſhould fo farre at the 
laſt, mollifie and lenifie thehard hearts of all beholders, as that 
they ſhould bee moved to mercy, and drawne to take pity, and 
have compaſſion upon him; even whett;er they would or no. To 
prevent which inconvenience, (as they accounted it ) Facien 
'lam illeftricem obuupſere ; They vayled and hood-wink's as it 
were,thatalluring and heart-winning countenance: 

As knowing the power of's beauty to be ſuch, 

To draw even iron like load-ſtones with the touchs: 
becauſe, Specioſuu pre filizs hominum;, He is fairer then the children 
of men: as you heard before out of P/l, 45, 2. 

Thicdly, ſome thinke they right do it vutot horror and ſhame 
:o behold in whar a picifull plight they had made him them 
{clves with their bealtly ſpawling and ſpitting in his face ; as 
:oathing and diſliking any longer to looke upun him; by reaſon, 
udi{/cam etiam ipſur ſpectatoribus feditas illa provicabat : ———— 
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neſſe and tilchinefle was ſuch, as that it made them ready ro {; 1: 
ro {ce it, But, ſize Tcl.rit borror, ſee ſolendor, c: ud lttatem ce: te 
zelantium, velum hoc non velat, ſed revelat, ſaith one, whether it 
were his horrour or his ſplendor that occalioned this yaile ove; 
his face; it is moſt evident, that it duthnor vaile nor cover their 
crurlty roward+ him, but rather reveale jt and make it manifc(t 16 
ihe eyes of all te world, 

Neicher did icy onely ſpit on his face and blindfyld ir, bur 
buffet and beare it too ; which is their third indignity ; wher. by 
they made ir (well ard becume full of bunches all over; as one 
faith, Col.ipbis illt ther totum capnt, facies [tvida, forte Ef excnſſi den- 
tes, by theſe blowes of their tilts, his whole head was ſiwolne, his 
face become blacke and blew, and his teeth ready to fall out of 
his jawes. For there may be ſuppoſed to be this difference bc- 
rweene Alapas and Co/.ipbosg rhar one is given, a palmz ant vol; 
mans, with the hand open? and the other, 2 pugno c/unſo, with 
the fiſt ſhut ; whereby the ſtroake is the greater, and the more of- 
fenfive yea, many times aſtoniſhing to him tharfecles it, Now the 
box on the eare ſpoken of before, was after the firſt ſort : and the 
buffering of him and beating here was of the latter. Whereby they 
made him as it may be imagined, to reele and ſtagger again with 
the violence of their ſtrokes; and his cies, as it were to ſtartle in 
kis head, andto bleedeven through mouth and noſe, 

And then in the fourth and laſt place, they ſcofte and (corne 
him ſiying , Propheſie or areade unto us, who it was that tmore 
thee : yea, and many other things they ſpake blaſphemouſly 
againſt him; as you heard before our of Saint Lake cap,2 2. which 
ot all other his injurics and indignicies may well be accounted 
none of the leaſt, Nay, ſome there are, thar fearenor ro afhirme, 
that, Chriſti sUeſia..c ſubſann tio, omnium acerborum prope acerbifſi- 
ma, ett fortitex ab illo lata : This kinde of —_— and piercing, 
of him, howſoever he bore it patiently and manfully, as all the 
relt of his afli&ions ; yet it may reckoned among the greate$ a1; 
bitcereſt paſſages of his paſlion, becauſe as the Poet faith, 

Ni b.bet infalix panpertas durins m ſe, 

Dnam quod ridiculos bomines fact; 
There is nothing more miſcrable, ever to the greareſt miſery. 
then to ſee it ſelte become the ſcorne and Jaughing-ſtocke of o-- 
thers : eſpecially of enemies. Boni namque v111 2tque prudentes, 


walls indignins comunelias, & aliorun conte nptuns, 718412 corpory do - 
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lore; ſzrunt , Faith another ; All good and wile mendoe rake wore 
grievouſly and haynouſly the conturelies and contempts of 
thcir adverſarics, then the ſufferings and affiictions of their by. 
dies: nod i/lis quidem vita, his autem bonor enexiſtimatio petatur , 
b-caule |1te onely can be taken away by the one; but honour a1 d 
citimation, yea,vood name alluby the other, 

And thns you have briefly heard and ſcene Chriſts ſufferings 
i1 the high Prieſts Hall, and Houle; where tirſt, innocency hat} 
beene arraigned at the Barre, truth accuſed, and righteoulnctſe 
condemned : when as all this while injury and injuſtice hath 
fate upon the Bench, And ſecondly, you have feene how like 
mad Dogges, felly and fiercely hi, enemies have affaulted and in- 
ſulted on him: ſome caſting on his face the skowring of their fil- 
thy mouthes; and others ſtriving who might ſtrike him firſt, and 
abulc him moſt : and how with a wanton and merry malice , ag- 
gravating injury with ſcorne ; they have covered his eyes; and 

id him aread who it was that ſmore him : yea, fo greae pleaſurg 
have they taken in this kinde, aſwell of cormenting his body, as 
of vexing his ſoule; that they would nor ſuffer him to take 
any reſt : bur, as one ſaich well; They uſed this deſpight for their 
diſport, to paſſe away the dulneſſe of that diſinall night ; dif- 


mall indeed, For as the Poer, 


Jus cladem illines nobtis, quis funera fands 
Explicet, aut poſſit lachrymzs equare dolorem? 

No teares are able to ſet torth, nor tongue to tell 
The miſchiefes of that night, wrought by the powre of hell. 
But Saint Chryſoſtome here demaundss why they did theſe things 
unto: him, ſeeing they were reſolved to kill him; what need was 
there thus ro ſhame him, when as ſo ſuddenly they meant ro flay 
him? and makes anſwer himſelte, Thar in all this they doe bat 
bewray their owne cruelty ; who like huneſmen that have found 
the Foxe, or Wolte, or other noxious beaſt they ſought for, are 
{o tranſporeed with violence and fury againſt it, as if they were 
even mad for joy ; making great triumph : and with unwonted 
inſolence, and contentment to their mindes , inſalting, and even 
trampling upon their prey; as rhe Philiſtims made Sampſon their 
may-game and recreation tor their pleaſure, after they had pur 
out his eyes: Fudg-16,But whatſocver (cornfull or malicious rea« 
{ons they propounded to themſelves in doing it, our moſt bleſſed 
Redcemer had moſt mercifull reaſons towards us in ſuffering ir. 
For, 
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For, In Chriſtum nibil valuifſet, niſt quod spſe Toluijſit, (aiil: Sait.! 


Auſtin ; They cou!d have done none of theſe things unto lim,iun- - 
leilc his owne will had beene conſenting rhereumo, Ard there- * 


tors that he might ſarisfe for the pride of nan, that was the ori- 
ginall of all cvill un'o us in our firſt Fachers fall , and theroot 
and foundation of all other wickednes in our ſelves, his puſte- 
rity till this diy; he would deſc. nd to the very loweſt Reppe of 
humility and dejection; yea,baſcnefſe and infamy,that fo he mig}-r 
ſearch rhe very bottome of our wound and by that means his me- 
dicine and application prove plentifully and ſufficiently effeftuall 
to cure the deſperarenelſe of aur malady and diſcaſc,Yea,he wenr 
{0 low in this kinde, that if we do2 but compare his corporo1l at- 
fitions with theſe of his contempt and (corne, we may worthily 
make quettion and doubt, what was the thing which was muſt 
wonderfull and terrible in his whole Paſſion: As dolorwns rcerbi- 
145 qua corps tous laviatum eſt ; an contumeliarum & irrifionuns is- 
diguit as, quibns etiam anima ſauciat.t eſt ; Whether the birrerneſſe 
ot his rorcures and torments, whereby his budy was rent and 
zorne; or the indignity of his contamelies and xzeproaches, 
wherewith his ſoule alſo was fore wounded and afflifted, For 
in this latter,.as well a3 in the former , (yea, much more in this 
then that ) Longifſimo interv.allo omnes HMartyres ſuper 1vit ; Hee 
went beyond all rhe Martyrs in many degreer.For they knew that 
the more and greater were their (ufferings for the name and faith 
of Chriſt, the more and greater alſo ſhould be their glory and ho- 
nour among thoſe of their owne, the Chriſtian profeſlion : which 
to very Heathens and naturall men js a kinde of encouragement 
ſometimes to beare their paines the more patiently and cheere- 
tully, and theretore much more ro Chriſtians: con(idering that 
Gods glory is increaſed by their aMittions, atwell as their owne. 
When as at the time of Chriſts ſuffering, rhere was nothing tc be 
i-nagined more 1gnominious and opprobrious, then what he cn- 


dure : Tam apud ſuor quan exteros , aſwell amongſt his owne - 


friends and followers, as ſtrangers and thoſe that were without ; 
wherher Fews or Gentiles : ſo that he might juſtly complaine, as in 
the Prophet; Torcel r cale:2 3 ſolns, T have trodden the wine- pref: 
alone ; and of all rhe people there was none with me: Eſay 63. 3. 
B it | was a reproach, not onely among mine enemi:'s, but eſpe- 
cially alſo among my neighbours ; ſo that fear? came among 


1 4ne acquaintance : ard they that did.ſee'm? withour, conveyed 
Bite Then 
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themſelves from me,&c., P/a/.31.11, 12. Olet us contemp.ate 
aiid admirethen (that ſo our tha1ketulnefſe may be increaicd, and 
our p: ide abated) the infiniteneſſe and immentity ct che love ot 
Chriſt unto us : that being the wiſedore of lus heavenly father, 
would yet thus become the fooliſhnefle, and ſcorng, and igno- 
miny,and contempt of the world for our takes and (innes. Taking 
upon him, I ſay, our fooliſhnelſc, tt at fo hemight make us wile 
unto ſalvation; our Corne and cCnempt,that ſo he might make us 
partakers of his glory: as alſo our curſe, that lo he might make us 
heyres of the crernall bleſſing and initeritance with the Saints 
of light. Yea, he would have his hands bound , and his eyes blin- 
ded, that he might nzither take nutice of, nor ſec our ſinnes: no, 
Nor yet infli vengeance upon ns for the ſame ; bur with great 
mercy, and patience, connive and winke at them : expeRing our 
repentance, and returne from them ; beholding and punifhing on- 
ly in himſelfe thoſe great offences which we have perperrated and 
committed : O inauditabonitas! O vere paterna viſcera! O unheard 
of kindneſſe, and truly paternall bowels of pity and compaſlion ! 
who ever heard before of any one that would be content to be 
made a ſcorne, to fave them from ſcorne that ſcorned him; or to 
be derided and flowred, to keepe them from contemptand ſhame 
that jeat'd him : or that would dye,to fave thoſe alive that kil- 
led him? Surely, asthere can be no more horrible and haynous 
off.nce imagined, then for reaſonable creatures to proceed ſo 
farre in irrationality and impiety, as to lay violent and brutiſh 
hands upon their Creator'and their God; as theſe Fewes upon 
Chriſt: 19 on the other fide, nothing can be concGived to be ſo 
excellent and eminent, as the goodneſſe and charity of that Crea- 
ror, which is contented ro beare the puniſhments,and ſcornes,and 
{coffes of thoſe his creatures,by whom he is ſo affayled and afſaul- 

ted, vilifycd and abuſed ; as our Saviour Chriſt of theſe Fewes. 
Let us then for uſe and application of this point, be aſha- 
med to be proud of any thing which we cith<cr have os doe ; \whe- 
ther ic be wealth, or wit; learning,or living; greatneſſe,or good- 
nefte : ſeeing the Sonne ot God, and glory of Heaven, did not diſ- 
daine ro become thus humbled for us, and for our ſakes, And lct 
as beſe:cl: his infinite goodnefſe and mercy , that although hee 
have perin'cred and ſuffered himſelfte tn be brought to ſuch a low 
degree of humiliation; as to have his divine and heavenly face to 
 chus ſullyed and {oyled, by the foule and filthy, impure ond un- 
CIcanc 
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cleane ſpawling and ſpicting of the Jew: 3: and his holy cvs: > 
be vaylcd, and hin fſelte tobe derided and fſcorned in fuch © © 
remptuous and diſyracefull marner,that yet he would be plea. 
ro pre{erve us from being acceſſaries to the(2 their fearetull evils, 
by giving unto us ſucha meaſure of his {iving and ſanfifying 
graces,as whereby our ſoules made after his own image and [i{:-. 
nefle, may be kept ſo pure and clcane from all filthineffe of the 
fl:th and fpirir, as that they may not be contamined or dehilcd 
with any the leaſt foule or (infull, either thoughts, words, 9- 
workes, And that he would alſy vouchſafe farther, to renuye 
and put away trom our hard hearts, that vaile of ignorance an 
ingratitude ; wherewith by reaſon of our finnes and trarſgreſl; - 
ons, they have deſervedly a long-time been vayled and cuvere! , 
that ſo from hencctorth we may caretully endeavour our ſ:lves to 
ſerve hum with all love and diligence in cighteoulte(ſe and crus 
holineſſe all the daies of our lives. 

For they firſt ſpic and ſpawle in the face of Chriſt, which de- 
file bis image and fimilicude in their owne foules, with impur=- 
and uncleanc luſts and defires, As alſo they doe the like ſecondly, 
That reje& and ſet light by his holy and heavenly motions and in- 
ſpirations, preſenting themſclves oftentimes co aſlilt and help: 
them in the purging and purifying of their ſaid ſoules from ſuck 
uncleanneſſes, And they likewile in the third place, which wit! 
unhallowed hearts and hands doe offer to receive the r.oft holy 
and Ganified body and blood of Chriſt in the Sacrament : Com- 
ming thereunto without reverenceorſenſ: of picty and true god- 
lineffe, before they have throughly cleapſcd their ſoules from the 
ſallage and filth of their finnes by hearty ſorrow and unfeined 
repentance fur the ſame. | 

Secondly, They veileand cover the eyes of Chriſt, that doe not 
readily and willingly lay opzntheir ſinnes before him by confeſſi- 
on; bur extenuateand leſſen their weakenelſes and imperfections 
wich counterfeit pretexts, and vaine and idle excuſcs: as if they 
could difſemble and cloake them before the face of Almighty 
God our heavenly Father. As alſ>rhey that are fo audacious 
and daring in their fiones, as rocommir them withan high hard, 
withoureither tear of God,or ſhame of men, ac ſi non viderer D ens, 
as if Godeicher could nor, or would nct, or did not {-e them, 

Thirdly, They ſpeake {landerouſly and ſcindalouſly of Chrift, 


which ſpeak irr2vecrently of holy things,or when profeſſing to b- 
L xeligious, 
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(eligions, yet they (peake like worldlings, without either edift- 
cation or profit te ſuch as heare them. | 

And laltly , they mockeand ſcotfe at Chriſt with ſeorne, and 
concmne his meſlengers and Miniſters, or indeed any other his 
poore Saints and Servants whatfoeyer, For he that detpiſerh you, 
dclpiſeth me, faith he himſelte; L«ke 10, 16, And theretore for 
concluſion , let us pray, From theſe and ſuch like tearefall linnes, 
15 were thus committed by thele wicked Fewer, againſt our ble(- 
'&d Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chrilt : Good Lord deliver us. Amer, 


John 18, 28, 29, 30. 


Then led they Jeſus from Caiaphas unto the Hall of judge- 
ment, 67 Pilates Houſe; and it was early, And boy 
themſelves went ot into the judgement Hall, leſt-they 
ſ;:ould Lee deſiled ; but that they might eate the ij e:

' 'F Hat paſſed upon 9ur blefled Saviour in the houſe of 
KY / ( a5aphar, and Eccleſiaſticall Conventicle rather then 
| Counceli of the Fewes, you heard rhe: laſt day. Sv 
that now in the next place weare to ſce how:he was 
handled before Pilate, and. the Temporall :Jadgest utto whoſe 
Court and cuſtody he was delivered and turned over after they 
had wrought their will, and fill of miſchicfe upon him among 
themſelves: where firſt, we ſhall not doe amiſle to obſerve, the 
ta{fiilirng of Chriſts owne propheſic, and fore-telling of this ve- 
ry paſſage himſelfe, Forin the 18. of Saint Lzkes Goſpell, 31, 
33, verſes , we finde him thus ſaying unto his Diſciples, Behold 
we goeup to Jers/:lem, and all things (hail be fulfilled to the 
Sonne of man, that are writcenby the Prophets ; For he ſhall be

Deputy, Or Prefident Th © | lo \yas 
not one!y a Gentile himſclfe, but his juriſdition alſo was trum the 
Gentiles, as the R:»mans and all Nations (cxcep: the Fen es) were 
accounted in thole dayes, And this was pre-ordained by the fore- 
determined Counſell of God to be done accordingly, tor thel: 
ewoends or reaſons. The firſt, that hee might bee put to death - 
which by the Jewes Law, (as they will ſeeme to attirm-) he could 
not, For themſelves tell Pate, in the very next words atter ou: 
Text; That it is not lawfull for them to put any man to death : 
Jerſe 31- The ſecond, for the manner of his death; thar lie mighs 
be crucified. For ſo is it farther ſpecified in the 32. ver/e - (21s | 
That it was done,that the ſaying of Jeſts might be fulfilled, witiclr 
he ſpake, lignifying what Jearh he ſhould dye : which 15 expre'- 
{ed to be crucifying, Matth, 20, g. To which place this piſage 
in Saint Fobn doth allude. 

Now the fulfilling of this propheſie of Chriſts owne felte con- 
ccraing himſelfe , ſhall afford us onely this Vie at this time ; 
becauſe as I told you at the beginning, I muſt poirr and paſſe; 
my diſconrſe upon this fubject increaſing to « bigger bulke then i 
aymed at, or intended at the firſt: To ler us ſec and know, Thi: 
there was not the leaſt circumſtance of his paſllion, which he- 
did not fore-ſce, and fore-tell himſ{clte ; ſo that nune of tize!- 
things came unwittingly or unwillingly upon him, or by chance, 
as upon a meere man : but all by the fore-determined Coui.- 
ſell of God, as I ſay, and his owne conſent. And therefore ha- 
ving ſo much fore-knowledge of his owne afflitions , hee might 
have avayded and ſhunned them many wayes, if he would : bur 
to let us underſtand the greatneſſe of his love untous ; he woul.l 
not refuſe any torture cr any trouble to doe us good : but wil- 
lingly and readily performe all things requiite for our falyati- 
on; giving his ſoule as an offering for our ſinnes, as t':e Propher 
fore-rold: Efay 53- 10. Sothat without any tergiverſation , or 
regret, he ſattered himſelfe freely ro be preſented before Por- 
1145 Tilate, and the judgement ſeat of the Gentiles, althoygh he 
knew that he went but to his own2 death and condemnation ; 
as Pilite told him ; That hee had power to crucifie him or to 
looſe him : Fobn 19. 10. unto whom notwithſtanding Chrilt 
gave this anſwer : (vz, ) That hee could have had no pow- 
cr againſt him , except it had beene given bim from above :

Counccll of Heaven ; of which himſelte was a principall mem- 
ver. | 
Cecondly, we may conſider alloa lictle of the ſeaſon, which 
tlicy tooke to carry Cliriſt unto Pzate in; which is exprefled 
ro be the morning : or as our rext faith, while it was early, $0 
that, as it ſhould fecme, when the farall night was once over, 
they negleed no time;but made haſte tuſhed his innocent bloud, 
and to deliver him cver unto the ſword, not of juſtice, but in- 
juſtice, as it is evident and apparent enough to all the world ; 
cycn to the very Judges themſelves, as will be ſhewne hereaf- 
ter. David in one place ſaith , That howſoever heavineſle or 
{orrow may endure for a night; yet joy commeth 1n the mor- 
ning : (viz.) P/al.30. 5. when as our blefſed Saviour here can 
ande none of this joy , neither morning nor — bar after 
a diſmall nighr, as you heard before, meets with as darkea day : 
where we may obterve, that Chriſt our Lord ſuffered ſome 1n- 
jJurics and indignitics or others for our fakes, at all times and 
houres, both of night and day. Firſt, from the evening (which 
was the time of his appprehenſion ) till the morning , as you 
have heard already ; andnow againe trom the very morning till 
ihe evening, as here tollowes: T ota nolte vexatus, & tota die 
ine intermiſſione eruciains , faith one; Vexcd all the night, and 
tortnred all the day without ceaſing or intermiſſion. For at the 
iirſt houre hee is carrycd to the Judge, and before him accu- 
12d ; at the ſecond, examined; at the third, condemned; at the 
tourth , hee was ſcourged and crowned with Thornes ; at the 
titt, hee had the heavy burthen of his owne Crofle laid vpon 
his ſhoulders, at the fixt, he was crucified; at the ſeaventh, the 
Souldiers caſt lots upon his garment; at the eighth, hee had 
Vinegar given him to drinke ; at the ninth,he dyed ; at the tenth, 
he had a | £06: thruſt through his {1de, whereour came water and 
bloud : and at the evening, or toward the latter end of the day, 
he was buried. 

O {ſweet Jeſus, there was ſome great cauſe ſurely why thon 
wouldeſt at every new houre, thus ſuffer new puniſhments and 
aflitions for our ſinnes : and it can be no other but this, becauſe 
we doe every day of the yeare, and every houre of the day; yea 
every minute and moment of eyery houre of each ſeverall night 
and day, provoke thy heavenly father to wrath in one —_— or 
othcr; 
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orher ; by new tranſgreſhons and delinquencies. An! ther: - 
fore that thou mighteſt ſatishe and appeale the faid wrath of 
his, as well for the circumſtances as the ſubſtance «of our fins, 
thou would(t be puniſhed for them at a!l time, a{well at mor- 
ning and evening, as at noone day. Ir js bur meet and right 
then, that as thou ſufferedſt continually from on»: ond of the 
day unto the other: fo on the other ſide , that wee ſhould 
pray continually , as the Apoſtle exhorteth ; and ling prayles 
unto thee, buth night and day without ccating , fur 1© great a 
benefit, : 

Thirdly, letus obſerve, that though theſe Jewes ſent Chriſt un- 
to the judgement Hall of Pi/:e, yet they went not inthemſelv.s : 
Their reaſon being this, leſt they ſhould be defiled , but that they 
might cate the Pafſcover, as our text ſaith: Pecaule, as it ſhould 
ſceme, it was accounted an unlawfull and an unholy thing for a 
Jos at the time of that high and ſolemne Feaſt, to enter into the 
1ouſes or ſocieties of any of the Gentiles : which were cſteemed 
no otherwiſe thenas uncleane among them. But hercupon Saint 


eAuſtincryes out , O Impia &ſtulta cecitas | habitaculo videlicet Tra! 114, 
contaminarentur aliemo, 5 non contaminarentur ſ[celere groprio ; O 166.2. 


impious and fooliſh blindneſle, ro thinke that they could be more 
defiled by the habitation and externall ſocicty of frangers , then 
by their owne proper and internall ſinnes. Alierigene Frdicss pre- 
rorio cont amin.rs thmebant & fratris innocents ſanguinem frendere nou 
timebant : They were afraid tobe centaminated by the judgement 
Hall of the Rowan Preſident; yet feared not to ſhed the bloud of 
their owne innocent and undefiled brother : which is the right 
property of all hypocrites, to ſtraine ar a Gnat, aud ſwallow a 
Camell; to thinke it a more haynous thing , Palcem quam hom - 
nem occidere, as Calvin ſpeaketh ; Tc kill a flea at one time, then 
a man at another; To be over-curious and ceremonious, yea, and 
in very deed ſuperſtitious too about ſmall matters; and yet to ler 
the weightier matters of the Law alone:as mercy and judgement, 
and fidelity.,and the love o: God, and the like : for which neygle&, 
our Saviour himlclte condemncth the Phariſees, latth.2 2g s 


and Like 11, 43+ 


But howſoever it be, theſe Jewes that they may ſceme riglit- 
ly to eate the Paſſcover, do pretend to keepe themſelves pure and 
cl:an fromall forraine defilements;C eternm immnunditiem includunt 
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tgtorts parietibirs 3 when as yer they conhne this detilement one] x 
to the walls of Pals ball or huultc of judgement : not doub. jr x 
otherwile inthe publike tace as well of Earth as Heaven, to (lc- 
liver the 10ceEt over umto death and damnation. Bur our $1- 
viour himitlte tclls them, that knew beſt how to cetine de. 
ilement, That ſuch murthecrs andevill choughts and talle rettimo- 
nics and {}anders ard the like, which they prattiſc here agair ti 
him : Thc{careth- things which defile che man, Aat.r5,rg.20, 
t,aftly, they doe honour the figurative palle»ver with a deceivea- 
blc and faincd reverence, When as they offcr violence with thcir 
bloody ard facrilegious hands unto the rue paſſeover, indc1- 
 ouring as much as in them lics, i crerly co overthrew him, ev<; 
with an eternall deſtru&ion. But [ muit nor dwell here, 

Pile therefore in the next place, went our unto them, and 
uid; 1h at acenſution bring you ag4inft th4s man £'Wherelet us ob- 
icrve, Tat alrhoughthis Gentile bore no great atfe&ion ro that 
Religion which the Jewes at this rime profeſſed, bur rather diſre- 
;zarded it; yea,flighred and a atit in his minde: Yet in hig 
hrſthearing of the cauſe, he diſcharges rhe part of an upright and 
juſt Judge amongſt them, in bidding them to ſhew whar accufati- 
onthey brought againſt the priſoner, whom with ſuch eumule and 
clamour rhey had brought boundunto him. As if he ſhould fay 
thus : Whereas you Jewes have brought here one of your owne 
Nation to be ſentenced to death by me ; I re!l you, I cannor,I muſt 
not, I will nor, I dare not doe it, except yon can ſhew me ſome 
juſt and lawfull cauſe why I ſhould, For, ſe accauſaſſa ſufficit, quis 
i1#ocens 2 if to accule alone were ſufficient, who ſhould be inno- 
cent ? Neither isit the manner of the Romans to put any man to 
death, unlefſe he be firft convicted and found guilty of ſome grie- 
vous and haynous, yea, capitall offence againſt their owne 
Lawes. For, as for your ſuperſtitious ceremonies, of violating 
your Sabbaths,cating of Swines fleſh, / ro. againſt Ioſes, 
the Prophets, the Temple, or your God, I have nothing to doe 
with them : A1 mum Tribunal non fertinent, They come not 
within the compaſſe of my Inquiry, And thercfore bring him 
20t to me, but take him and judge him according to your owne 
Law, fc 3 1. of this Chapter.

any more adoe : as it hee were bound to [tand to their prejudt- 
cate and u::juſt (entence, and fo become an in{trument oncly © 
their malice; to execute whomloever, and wh.rſocver, they, 
with the coulcent of their arrogant and malitious high Priclts , 
(ho1:1d determine and decrec. Where we may behold (a5 Caly::; 
obiurveth) the infolency of thoſe men, that withont the feare 
of God, are littcd up to great dignities, and high places of ho- 
nour in the world; be they Ecclctiaſtical or Civill , whether jn 
Ciurch or Common-wealth: who being blinded with the ſplen- 
dor ot their power and eminency , thinke it law fall for them to 
perpgctrate and commit any injuſtice or iniquity whatſoever , 
ar oe controule, As theſe take it as a check ro their pride 
and greatneſſe, that Chrilt is not by Pr/ate accounted a malcta- 
or, onely becaule they accuſe him : If he were not a m lefatyy, 
we warnld not have delinered him unto thee,” 'Put O ingratefull .nd 
unhappy ewes! Ict us heare ſome relation from you, of the evils 
which this your Meſſia hath done; and the injuries and violen- 
ces which he hath off-red unto you : for which you thus call and 
count hima malefaor, and thinke him worthy of death. Arc 
they any orher, if you rightly ex4mine them, and your owne con- 
ſciences, then preaching the wordes of life unto you ? then 
healing all mahner of yuur diſeaſes , by reſtoring light to the 
blinde, hearing to the deafe, ſpeaking to the dymbe, going to 
the lame, andlife to rhe dead ? Aske thern*that have receive! 
theſe grear'bleſſings and benefits/from him ; x alſo thoſe other, 
that were poffefſed with Devills, and infeAed with leprofics , 
The one clemfſed, and the other fer ar libcrey by him ; Inqui-e 
of theſe I fay , whether eſis be a maletaFor or not? and you 
{hall heare them all make anſwer with one voyce, and vnanimous 
conſent, in the words of him that was borne blinde : Jf 1/74 mas 
were not of God, be conld dre mrbing, Font 9.33. Sothat as a 
moderne Poer hath well obſerved, 

IF cither:of thete conld but any grace have vonag, 

What would they nor to fave his life have done? (runne, 

The dumbe man would have fpoke.and lame man would ha: e 
And yet you fay, /f he were not a mal-\after, we mwonild not have 
atlrvered him unto thre 
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But we that are Chriſtians, and profciſe to beleeve in him,thar 
is here accuſed for a maletaCour by theſe Fewer,may make better 
1(eof this their (landcr and falle acculation brought againſt him; 
if wee doe but terioufly meditate and co:1(ider with our ſelves, 
how truly in this he took the torme of a malctatour upon him ; 
whereby, hee that kev no ſinne, became (1nne tor us, that wee 
might be made the rightecuſnefſe of God 1n him, as Saint Paul 
(peaketh; 2 Cor, g. lr. like ſmooth and innoceat Facob, pre- 
lenting humlelfe before his hcaventy father, in the rough and rug- 
ged habitc of his ſinfull brethren ; and the hairy skins and coates 
of reprobated and rejeted E/as, that fo for a time hee might 
ſteale away the bleſſing from our elder brethren ,theſe wicked 
and accurſed Fewer, and conferre it upcn us Gentiles, that are 
but younglings in Gods favours, in reſpe& of them : As alto 
for ever entayle it upon his owa heires by faith, whether of Fewes 
or Gentiles, trom the elder brethren to us both; the lapſed and 
tal!en Angels : which becauſe he knew, could never be thrygugh- 
ly accompliſhed andeffeted by any other meanes, then by taking 
unto him, and putting upon himſclte this finfull garment of 
ours : Therefore hee would never make any defence or excuſe 
tor himſclte, how often and before how many ſeverall Judges 
{1ever he were accuſed; as profcfſing to be defirous and moſt 
willing, if not found, yer at leaſt to be accounted puilry - that fo, 
though not ſuch in his owne perſon, yet in ours he might ſuffer 
death and torinents as a delinquent , to free-us from them that 
have deſerv'd them; and to whom they are truly and indeed due, 
and doe properly belong. 

Which it it be ſo, why then ſurely we can never ſufficiently 
magnify and extoll this his great goodneſle, and inutterable love 
and charity rowards us; thus to doathe himſelfe with the rags 
of our wickedneſſe, that fo he mighr inveſt and adorne us with 
the robes of his owne righreouſneſſe : ro expoſe themſelves to 
the danger of the Lawes curſc , to make us heires of the eternali 
and everlaſting blefling : infomuch as he cryes out unto his hea- 
venly father in the Prophet, Thine indignation lyeth hard upon 
mee,and thou haſt vexed mee with all thy ſtormes : Pſal. $8. 7. 
becauſe indeed the juſt wrath of his ercrnall father , and other 
puniſhments due onely to ns for our finnes ; hee would they 
ſhould bee laid upen his owne ſhoulders : and therefore is hee 

flenr and ſtands mute before the Judge, when they cry out againſt 
| him 
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him; If hee were not a malefaftor, we would not have delive- 
red, &c. And they to make their accuſation good, and that fo 
withall they might be ſure (as they thinke) to leave ſome aſper. 
fion upon him, ( having learn'd one of the Devils leſſons ; Ca- 
lummniare fortiter herebit; To calumniate ſtrongly, chat 
fo, if not all that is ſaid, yer ſomething at the leaſt may ſtiek 
faſt , and remaine behinde ) therefore they lay to his charge , 
and pretend to accuſe him of a three-fold crime or tranſgre(- 
lion, ſaying ; Firſt, that hee went about to pervert the people; 
yea, ſubvert and overthrow their Nation. Secondly, that he dc- 
nyed to give tribure unto Ceſar. And laſtly, that hee made him. 
ſelfe a King : as it is to be ſeene, Luke 23. 2, Sic 1r'a excoge. 
rantes quemadmedum facerent crimmns , ub: nulium myeneran ; as 
it is ſaid of G», Ps/o in Seneca; (ceking how to make three faulty 
there, where indeed they found not one. But all this doth bur the 
more proclaime them to be the true children of thcir father che 
Devill, as Chriſt himſelfe called them; F-bn 8. 44. For he was 
a lyer from the beginning; and fo will continue to be the fathe1 
of lyes unto the cnd. 

For, for the firit, Chriſt was ſo far from ſtircing up (editions , 
or rayſing tumnlts and diflentions among the people ; as thac 
on the other fide, he ſtrived and indeavoured what hee might, 
r5 congregate and gather them together in one ; even as che 
Hen gathereth her Chickens under her wings , as he profeſſeth 
himſclfe : Marth 23.37. Secondly, inſtead of denying Tribute 
unto Ceſar, he paid it in his owne [ins when he bade Pe- 
rer eo take twenty pence out of the Fiſhes mouth, and give it for 
them two: Math. 17. 27s as alſo hg preach't it to the people 
ſaying, Give unto Ceſar thoſe things that are Ceſars; Loke 20. 
25. And laſtly, hee was ſo farre from ſceking toun-king Herod, 
or diſ-throne Ceſar ; as that hee protefſes his Kingdome not to 
bee of this world: John 18, 36, And therefore as Sedubms 
well (ings,

poſe, even through their ornaments and beſt deſerts, 

Fourthly, let us take heed and beware of falling backe from 
Chriſt, and the wayes of Chriſtianity and Religion : as repen= 


ting of thoſe houres wee have ſpent in his ſervice ; and of 


thoſe holy and heavenly inſpirations we have taſted of in his 
Temples: for by our fo doing , wee doe nothing elſe bur ac- 
cuſe him for a Seducer; as it hee had beguiled us with thee 
{wect baytes, thereby to intangle and enfnare our ſoules, 

And laſtly, let us beware of flandering and falſely accuſing 
of our bleſſed Saviour himſelfe : wich every one dos, that 
doth it to his neigl\|bour, or Chriſtian brother : Arr (1'7 al;e 
guid impoxendo , aut malum wverum exagyer.mdo , ant fie ranſcy 
defettigs illixs ali aperiendo; as mine Author fpeakes: Fither 
when he flanders him wrongfully and unjuſtly, or increalCs 2114 
exaggerates [1s faults and imperteRions beyond the truth ;, or 
laſtly, when hee layes open and declares his defeRts and inſt- 
mities to others without lawfull cauſe or calling thereiinto, 
For detration may bee committed three manner of wayes ,

taine, whether ſo or not ; to interpret and conſtrne them ale 
wayes in the worſer ſenſe : and ſuch things as are evidently,and 
plainly goud in themſelves; becauſe they cannot be wholly de- 
nyed,to darken and blemiſh , by caſting fome afperſion or other 
upon them. Primum eft, ob loquutionu ; Secundum, derogation; 
T ertinm, deirattions : The firit, which is to ſcatter and rayſe an 
evill fame upon another, is called obloquy : The ſecond, which 
is utterly to take away his good name, 1s called derogation: And 
the third, which is onely to leffen or diminiſh that good opini= | 
on , which his neighbours and the world hath of him; it is cal> | 
led detraAion. | 
And thus you ſee the truth of that w hich Solomon delivered | 
long lince : How that a man that beareth falſe witneſſe againft | 
his neighbour, is t'ke an hammer, and a (word, and a ſharpe ar- | 
row : Prov. 25. 18, which are three inſtruments many times of 
zuch hurt ; as of breaking in peeces, cutting aſunder, penetra- 
ting and piercing d-epe, yea cvento the very bowels and inward 
parts : ſo that nothing is more pernittous hes a falfe witneſſe, 
which wounds a man , not onely in his fortunes and his honour, 
bur often in his life roo; as theſe ewes did Chriſt, Yea, lying 
lips, and a deceicfull tongue, as David likewiſe faith ; are as the 
ſharpe arrowes of the mighty man, and as the coales of Juni- 
per: Pſal. 120 4. Whereby he ſheweth (asour marginall notes 
expreſſe) that there is nothing ſo ſharpe to pierce, nor ſo hor to 
fer on fire, as the ſlinderous rongue; with which notwithſtan- 
ding our bleſſed Saviour, as you have heard , was much affliited 
both in his life and death, But as his owne glory and our good 
is much increaſed by his patient bearing it ; fo their ſinnes and 
puniſhments are, and ſhall be much the greater that did ir : as 
alſo ſhall bee all cheirs that fall into the like foule cranſereſſi- 
ons towards their neighbours, And therefore for conclufton of 
ebis circumſtance , let me uſc onely the Wiſe mans exhortation 
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at this rime : Refraine thy tongue from ſlander, for there is no 
word ſo fecret that ſhall goe for ,nought ; and the mouth thar 
ſpeaketh lyes, flayeth the ſoule : #/4/4, 1. 11, And thus much 
of their landering of Chriſt ; by laying unto Pare, If hee 
were not a inalefaftour, we would not have delivered lim un- 
to thee, 

But in the next place, Pil:te perceiving by ſome paſſages 
and carriages of the buſinefſe, that it was tor envy onely thar 
the Fewer did thus perſecure and proſecute Fe/*s, and bring 
him unto him : He therefore endcavours by three ſeverall wayes 
and meanes, if it be poſſible ; ro deliver him out of their hands, and 
ro ave his life : As firſt, by turning him over to Herod: lecond- 
ly, by ballancing him with Barabbs : and laſtly, by ſcourging 
and crowning him with Thornes. 

And for the firſt, hee rooke hold of the occaſion of hfs be- 
ing borne in Galilee , a part of the juriſdiction belonging to 
Herod the Tetrarch ; to diſmiſſe him from himſ-lte, and to ſend 
himunto him, who was alſo at that time abiding in Jeruſalem: 
as it is ſaid, Luke 23. 79. Now Herod indeed was very de- 
firous to ſee him, and had beene ſo of a long ſeaſon : becauſe 
of the great and admirable report and fame which went abroad 
of him. 

Whereupon at the firſt hee was very jocund and joyfull of 
his comming ; Non pietace mots, Not moved thereunto through 
any piety ; but hoping to have ſeene him wrought ſome of 
his Miracles in his owne preſence : of which hee had heard 
ſo much by others. And co that purpoſe hee queſtion:d with 
him concerning many things; 3s ic 15 ſaid, Verſe 8+ of the 
former 23, Chapter of Saint Luke, But becauſe hee inquired 
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but upon vaine curioſity (as one _ and with no true 1, Hey- 
1 


intent or end; Chriſt anſwered him not 


becauſe hee was reſolved to bee obedient to his fathers or- 
dinance ; and to ſubmit himſelfe to drinke of that bitter 
Cup, the doome of death, with patience and filence; which 
his ſaid heavenly Father had tempercd and provided tor him: 
and for which purpoſe eſpecially hee came into the world 
in the fimilitade of our finfull fle(þ , that hee might (uſer it ,

their demands) therefore they interpreced his filence for ſi.n- 
plicity, and did openly contemne and deſpiſe him. And for the 
plaine declaration, not ſo much of his innoccncy, as of his ſim- 
plicity ; they array him with a whiceg1rmenr, and ſend him back 
againe to P//zte, that he, who in his life time, had beene taken for 
a man of evill bchaviour ; as namely, for a glutton, a drinker of 
win?, and a companion of ſinners, CMat.1 2. 1 9. for a blaſphe- 
mer , C2l:rke2, 7. for a ſorcerer and one that caſt our Devils 
through Beelſebub, 2at.12. 24. for one poſſeſſed with a Dcvill, 
Fobn $.48, and now allo towards his death, bound /as you have 
heard before} by the Jewes as 4 theefe, reproved and ftriken in 
the houſe of An»7, as one arrogant and ſancy,; accuſed by Cia- 
p. of blaſphemy,and before Pilere, as a malefator,z mover and 
ttirrer of {edition ; a ſeducer, a rebell, and as one thar aſpired ro 
che kingdome, Luke 23.2.ſhould now likewiſe for the clole of all, 
45 being the laſt of infamies chat could be imagined to remaine, 
to be put upon him, be accounted by Herod(the laſt alſo of his un- 
juſt Judges) for no other then a very foole, an ideot, or paſſing

There might be many more Vſes made of Chrift his being 
poſted and hurrycd too and agen, from one Judges houſe and 
authoriry to another ; as firſt, carryed ro «Annas ; from him (e= 
condly, to (asaphas ; frm (araphas thirdly, to Pil:te; and 
from him to Herod; and laſtly , from Herod backe againe to 
Pilate, As alſo of the fcorne and contempt that was pur upon 
him by the rude and raskall multicude, in all theſe his ſeverall 
paſſages roo and fro, from one place unto another: men, women, 
and children, of all rankes and conditions following him; with 
howring, and ſtowrting at him, as is uſuall in ſuch caſe: ; eſpeci- 
ally when hee was arrayed in that ſcornefull and diſgraceful 
habite, ſpoken of laſt before: and fo carnied through the more 
publike and eminent ſtreets of Jeruſalem for the nonce and of 
purpoſe onely, ro have him gaz'd upon as an Owle, and bayred 
as a Beare : when, if ever any man, then he muth more, mighr 
juſtly complaine, as in the Prophet : Fatlus ſum in deriſume 
omnt populo, & canticum eorum tora die ;, Iam become a fcorne 
to all people, and rheir ſongall the day long: Lamenr.3: 14. Pur 
time and other occaſions will not permit me to ſpeake ofall: aud 
therefore this ſhall ſathice. 
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Tohn 18, 39, 45. 
Yee have 4 cuſtome that I ſirould releaſe unto you one at the 
Pj/cover , will you #here! oe chat I releaſe unto 10a the 
Ki of the Jewes? 
Then c; yed they all againe, not this man; Fut Parabbas : 


07 Barabbas was a roller, fc. 
| very urgent with him to have Im crucihed : who be- 
cauie he knew that tor cnvy they had delivered him unto 
him, as 1tis faid, CIlarth, 27,18. Therefore hecndeavours, as I 
told you tic laſt day, by three {everall wayzs and mcanes, if it be 
poſſible , to fave his lite, and to deliver him cut of their hands. 
Firlt, by turiing him over to Herod : Secondly, by ballancing 
kim wich Barabb2 : And laſtly, by ſcourgirng and crowning hin 
with Thornes : Whereas therefore he had prevayled nothing by 
the firſt meanes, (»:z,) by ſending him to Herod ; as you heard 
then alſo at large related and dilated unto you : Therefore in theſe 
words, as you tee, He makes tryall of the ſecond,by propounding 
unto th:m whether they would have Barabbas or Feſws let loole at 
this their great & folemne Feaſt of the Pafſcover. For ſo faith the 
cext, Will you thar I releaſe unto you the King of the Jewes? or 
as it is in S, atthewes Gofpell : Whom will ye that I releaſe un- 
to you ; Barabbas,or Feſws that is called Chriſt * Matth,27.17. 
O ſweet 7/74! now or never there is hope and comfort neare; 
that af.er thy many tortures and troubles formerly recounted , 
which thou halt ſo quietly and patiently putupand borne art the 
hands of thy malitious and unkinde Country-men ; yea, Kinſmen 
according to the fleſh : Thy life notwithſtanding ſhall be ſpared, 
and thy perſon ſet free and at liberty again at the laſt, For ſeeing 
rhou art ballanced in the ſcales with Barabbas, the greateſt male- 
fatour of thy time; and a neceſſity laid upon the people of relea- 
fing cither tt.ee or him : ir cannot poſſibly be imagined, bur that 
thou muſt be taken, and he caſt ; thou faved, and he condemned. 


For 


Heie words (beloved) are ſpoken by Pile the Roman 
Prelident, unto the F-wes that were Chriſt: accutcrs,and 
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For, whereas he hath beene a Thecfe,and taken away by violence 
the bread of the poore and needy; Why,thou haſt beene a feeder 
of them, and a ſu plyer ot their wants and neceſſities upon all 
occafions? whercas he hath beene a Cutter and Robber on the 
high-wayes,and by that meancs wounded and mangled the peac :- 
able paſſengers,travelling as it were, betiweene fers/alem and Pe- 
richo; Why, thuu as the good Samaritane,halt heal2d them again, 
by binding up their wounds,and powring in W inc and Oyle unto 
them : whercax he hath beene a Murtherer, (as Mare 15. 7.) and 
lain the living Why,thou haſt beene a reviver and reftorer of life 
unto them that have beene dead. All theſe therefore, and thou- 
ſands more, umo wiich thou haſt bcene helpfull and beneficial ir: 
one kinde or other , will cal: and cry our aloud, Ser free andar li- 
berty unto us, not Barabbas our crucll CNemy's but Chriſt OUTr CUc- 
tcous fricnd : yea, our Kinde and common benefactour. 

For it is impoſſible, even. inthe judgement of /«/ate himfelfe, 
that any ſhould be fo ungratetull as to doe the contrary ; whic!, 
occaſioned him to-make: tender of the moſt notorious delinquent 
that was then in durance among(t them, ro be in competition 
with Chriſt ; that ſo he might be ſure (as he upon good grovnd 
and reaſon, conceived and unagined) unt to faile of the freedonme 
and releaſe of Je/a. And yer torall this, They cry our amaine, 
with one v»yce and unanimous conſet; Not tins man but Þ.y- 
rabbas ; as yee ice inthe text, 

() unheard of impudency and iniquity ! thus todeny the liofy 
cne and the juſt ; and ro deſire a :nurtherer to be deliverce un 
them, as Saint eter afterwards caſt in their reeth : Atts 3,14. 
Commutatio wwfzlix, faith one; An unhappy exchange for you 
Jewer,thkus to delire the \\Volte betore the Lambe;the noxious and 
violent, before the rig]:teons and innucent ; the unpious and un- 
godly lite-taker, befure the peaceat-le and mercitull life. giver : 
wretched men that ye are, io top reterre death before life; ſinne 
betore Gud; and Barats, nay the Devill before Chriſt : with 


whom yec ſhall be ſure fur your parnes, to ſuffer eternal] Paincs- 


i hell fireg except 4 oil cat, and doc repent and be heartily ſorry 


{yr the famcs. New qzod per Paſtha Lcratys nocemem, ſed quod 7. 
escid:ſtu Innocenten:,as Saint Auftin tpeaks : not ſo mnch, becaute ##. 


ti.run,h the opportunity of yeur Paiſcover, you have freed and 

ſpared thelife © Lim tizat was a wicked thicefe and robber; but be- 

cauſe you hay {lain the iinocent and harmeletly Lambe, who was 
N 3 x undef! 
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undcfiled and without ſpot. Puod tamen miſt fieret, vernm paſcs 
non fi ret; as the Father goes on; which y2t,it ic had not been done, 
he could never have been che truc Paflover, poinecd at by all the 
legall tacrifices and ſhadowes of the old Law. 
And cliercforc it{ha!l not beamiſſe for vs Chriſtians, ro logke 
9 another ; to an higher hand and cauſe of this choyce; then only 
to the miſcheivous mallice of theſe Jewes, which it we doe, we 
ſhall tind that it was not Chriſt the ſecond Adam onely that was 
laydin the ſcale againſt Buyabbas ; bur the firſt Adam alſo, which 
was a greater murtherer and cheife rhenhe. Yea, and the finnes 
alſo ot all his poſtericy throughout all ages. Which lying like Z a- 
charies talent of lead upon Chriſt his ſhouJders,his perſon alone; 
mult needs prefſe downethar ſcale lower then rhe other, that bore 
the linnes orely of one man, though never io great a murthercr 
and maleta&our, In regard whereof I doe not wonder to find 
ſome writers comparing B-r.ibbas to the live ſparrow ſpoken 
of, Levit, 14.7. Qui dimittitur ut in agrum avolet, as the'vulgar 
Latine there reades it : Which is let looſe to fly in the open 
field, becauſe his ſingle burchen of finne alone was nor ſo great 
a ler and hinderance unto him, as the burthen of the ſinnes of 
the whole World layd upon the back of Chriſt, the other ſpar- 
row, teealloſpoken of, whoſe wings were thereby clipped, 
and himſelte indeed killed for the cleanſing of the leaper, For 
thorgh Chriits burrhen Jaid upon our ſhoulders be Onws 2/lewianc 
bur a light burthen, lifring vp and making freſh, according to his 
owne ſaying. My yoke is eafie and myburthen light, Mr, rr. 
30. yet our burthen layd upon him, is owns onerans ; a burther, 
preſſing downe and making taint, xrefling downe indeed, his bo- 
dy tono lefſethen the bottom of the grave,and his ſoule co hell. 
In regard whereof in the ſecond place, he is ſtiled by others : 
The Lords Jor, choſen by eAarows Grcellone ( thongh much de- 
generaced) the high Pricſt, to be offered for aſinne-offering ; as 
was appointed by Moſer Law ; where if we take the paines to 
ſrarch, we ſhall figd : as two fparrowcs ſpoken of before in 
Levit, 14. So two Goates, Levit. 16, preſentable before the 
Lord at the doore of the Tabernacle of the Congregation wherc- 
of one ſhould be for a ſcape-goare; and the orher for an offer- 
ing to the Lord, as itis there ſaid, By which ſome of the Ancients 
(as B. Bi/jon tels me ) underſtood Jeſus and Brabby ; [clus robe 
!lajnc as an offering x0 rt18 Lord, and Barabbss to be ſent to the 
Jewes 
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Jewesdeſart or wilderneſſe, bearing the linnes of the pecple that 
cryed, Let him becrucifed, let him be crucified, 

Whichifitbe fo, then once more, nay evcrmore, letus medi- 
tate of the mercy and love of Chriſt rowardsus : and muſe upon 
his lowlineſſe and humility, that was content not onely to rake 
our nature upon him agd therein to ſuffer death upon the Croſle 
for our finnes; and fo, as T have fayd, to become our fin-offering : 
bur alfo tv be compared with the greatelt malcfatour of thole 
times, And by publike ſentence, yea votes and voyces of the pe«.- 
ple, co bepronounced a greater delinquent and more worthy of 
death then he. And let us beſeech his infinice goodneſle, by 
that great deje&ion and ſubmiſſion of his , whereby he was con- 
rented thus to be rejefted by theſe Jewes; acither did difdaine 
to be adjudged worthy of dcath, and to have Brabba a wick- 
edrobber to be preferred to life before him:that he weuld give us 
fuch grace ; that by how much we arc inferiour unto hin felfe, by 
Go much he would inflame our defires the more ardently tobe wil. 
ling tobeac the contempr and rcjeRion of this World, and as caſt 
dowae through the ſ-nic of our Gns and inficmitices, and unworthi- 
nes every way; account nootherwiſe of our ſelvcs then as of the 
ſcorn & ſcum thereof, the bak {t & meaneft among the ſons of men. 
For,  Quare [uperbit homo cnj'«7 generatio cnlpa, 

V ita labor, naſci pena, neceſſe mori ? 

W hy ſhould man have any high thoughts, or be proud in an 
thing;whoſe very conception is finneful, his birth paineful,his lite 
laborious, and his death unavoydable? As alſo in the ſecond place, 
let us continually pray unto him, that he would not Fermit and 
ſuffer us for any reſpe& whatſoever, whether of feare orfayor to 
forſake our obedience and reſpe& towards him;but Rillprefer his 
honor and worſhip, and love, and friendſhip b- fore all earthly ad- 
vantages whatſoever ; yea, and before our lives too. 

And for furtheruſe & applieation,let us be content with patience 
and filence to bear itzif at any time we ſee the wicked & lewd, and 
thoſe that we know to be worſe then our ſelves, to bepreter'd be- 
forc us, <ither tothe honours, or inthe favors of the world, ſeeing 
Chriſt was contented toler finfull and wick. d 3arabbas to be pre 
ferred before him in thi fe Jewes eſteeme. 

Secondly, let us take heed of preferring vice befcre vertue; ths 
fleſh before the ſpirit; the honours, and profits, and pleaſures of 
the world, before the honour, and worſhip, and ſervice of ok 
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for in doing all or any of theſe, we doe bur preferre Barabbus be 
tore Clri/t, Neither let us upon any occaſion connive and give 
way to any unbeleeming or unfitting practiſes and impertections 
co1trary to our owne confciences ; either to pleaſe our ſelves, or 
tor fcarc todiſpleaſe others, leſt we be like Pi/are,who becauſe 
hc would not offend and diſpleale the Fewer, he appointed Chryt 
rv be ſcourged, and Baralbas to be looted. Nor yer farther let 
us upon any termes whatſoever, be we Magiſtrates or interiours, 
i1ſtifie the wicked , and condemne the innocent : for in ſo do- 
inz,we do juſtifie Barabbas,and condemne Chriſt, And for rhe laſt 
uſe, let us all know, that how otten ſoever it pleaſeth God to 
put go:d motions into our mindes, of ſetting ("brift at liberty; 
cither in his poore members that are in durance, or in any other 
preſſares and oppreſtions whatſoever ; or in our owne foules, 
where hee is impriſoned by our finnes: and wee neglet the 
opportunity, either through ſome pretended dithculty ; or remi(s 
acfle and weakeneflc of our owne reſolutions and reſiſtance: in 
both theſe cafes, and diverſe others like thufe : we cry with theſe 
feres, Iroat Barabbas , & crucifizatur Chriſti ; Let Barabbas 
tive, and Chr3 be cructfied : which how fearetu!l 2 linne it 1s, you 
hive heard bctore. But I muſt procecd. 

Pilate prevailing, nothing more towards Chri#; dilcharge by 
cis ſecond imcanes, then he had done by the former ; He rctolves 
yet further totry the third, as hoping though cheir malice bee ne- 
rer {ſo great, and mind-s never fo violent and outragious againſt 
kim for the preſent; yer partly by reſpice of trme ,- and part- 
iy by the {cverity of {ume corporall puniſhment, the heat of their 
hate might at laſt be appeaſed, and (o Is life ſpared: for hegwas 
Jefirous and willing to releaſe him; as it is ſaid, Luke 23. 20, 
And therefore for this purpoſe, he determined to lay fo ſharpe 
a puniſhment upon him, as mig't futhce (as hee had reaſon to 
thinke)to afſwage their fury ; and latisfic their blo::dy and cruell 
denres, So that hereupon inthe third place, (as I tay) he gave 
commandement that he thould be ſcourged ; 904 non 0b alimnd 
feciſſe, credend oft Pilar, (as Saint wHeſtin (peakes) niſs ut egus 
br gurces Fudet (ata, (wflicire ht exrſhtn rent ; &f nſaue ad ejits mure 
tem ſawire afferent ; which we cannot imigine ro be done for 
zany other incent or end, thenonely that the Fewer being fatiated, 
and zlutred as it weee with theſe injuries and tortures inflited 
2pon him : mi-htUake themſelves ſatisfied, and fathciently a- 
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yenged to their content, and fo deſiſt from ſhedding his blood arc 
taking away his lite, For ſcourging was a | unithmuns which for 
the ſeverity of ir, was appointed by ſer 1 aw, onely for pric- 
vousoffendors and maleta&ors of anhith nature. And yet wit! 
this limica' ion gs roo, that itſk''uld not exced forty 


ſtripes, left a brother thould f-eme vile uno tle my; as you may 
ſee Denr.,25.3, Andihe infamy of it wa: { .ch,that the Romans Cid 
exempr ihcir Citizens from ir,a5 is platticly robe collected our of 
Acts 22.25. And therctyrea Schor le-mai cals it Faunnm nppiict 
wn ;a toule inda filcky punithmenr, 

Which makes Gr...1tenſts a learned an(l devout Pctiller tory 
out, Q11m indignttm rerberum ſapplicinum, non in Dom:n0 a4ico ; (A 77 
qum1s ettim homine thjeflifſimo * how unbeſceming and unhrring, 
yea, indigne and unworthy a puniſhment and chaſtiferenr is 
ſcourging and whipping ? not only in the]. ord, bat in ar:y other 
inferiour and conremprible ran whatſoever ? E it enim 1c mum 
ſupplictorum tilt ſimum ; quo fwert, quo manc'pie, 4x {itrones plect- 
wntty, (as he goucs on) as being the vileſt and muſtinfamous of all 
other puniſhments, wherewith onely children, bond-flaves ard 
piltering laroones or rogues uſe to be correted and chiltized. And 
yet our great Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chritt ye ſee, doth not dit- 
daine to undergoe it for onr fakes, that (ſo hemight bearc in |'is bc- 
dy thi tz wounds and ttripes that we have deſerved by our finncs : 
as alſo that thereby he might animate and encourage his Martyrs 
and Confefſours unto patience and conſtancy in their like indig- 
nitics and diſgraces, which he knew the Wo11d in ſucceeding ages 
would pur upon them for his names ſake, 

Neither was this kind of puniſhment and affliftion of kis, only 
infamous and opprobrious ; but terrible and rormenting ro, For 
the ſouldiers and other executioners of it having once their war- 
rant confirmed by authority from Pilate for doing it, did pref-nt- 
ly (trippe him of his garments, and faſten him to a polite or pillar 
( asit ſhould ſeeme by many writers the manner was ) and then 
charge and diſcharge upon him ſuch bloody blowes : as it he had 
been both rhe greateſt offendor and the baſeſt fave in the World, 
And that not with a ſingle ſcourge or rod alone , bur with icverall 
and ſundry kinds of them ; if we may takethe word and war- 
rant of ſome Antiquity. For it is fathered upon Saint Hierome by 
{ſundry Authors which I have read , That there ſhould be fixe of 
theſe ſconrges, whereof tio ſhould come with their thorny rods; 
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two with knotty whips, and two with iron chaynes, or linkes, or 
wyers; ſharpened for the nonce, and their points bowed inward 
like an hooke, onely to rent and teare his skin as they went;and to 
make wounds and gaſhes in his fleſh. And whenthe firſt rwo had 
wearyed and tyred themſelves, as ic were, with the earneſtneſſe 
and violencc of their blowes and ſtroakes; the others torake their 
places : till by alcernatc & fucc. ſſive turnes,they had added (tripe 
upon ſtripe, and wound upon wound, latrer upon former, and new 
upon old, folong ; that he was all over ina goare bloud, For his 
ſtripes were 11or [tinted according tothe Fewifs manner, to 40+ or 
39. ſtrokes alone : But the ſentence being executed by the Roman 
Souldiers, and after a Roman fort ; Sine numero, ſervorum inſtar, 
flagelatw eft: He was correRed as a Rowan ſlave, with as many 
ſtripes as the ExecutBners plcaſed ro give him; whereby he had 
trom the ſole of his foot to the crowne of his head, no whole or 
free part in him, as the Prophet ſpeaketh; Efay 1.6, which not- 
withſtanding he was not unwilling it ſhould be ſo; nay, he was 
moſt delirous to have it ſo;becauſc jn his myſticallbody theChurch 
for which he ſuffered, Nullz pars ſan, atque integra efſet (a5 ſaith 
mine Author) There was no part whole and found; nothingthere- 
:n but wounds,and (wel lings,& ſores,full of corruption: E/a 1.6, 
Yea, ſome aftirme that there iſſued trom his body, #l/nenta ſan- 
g#nz, ſtreams ot bloud ; others,Rivi ſanguins, whole rivers. But 
theſe hyperbulicall particulars are no matt-rs of faith ; and there- 
fore in themT leave c very manto beleeve as he liſt; onely we may 
and muſt belecye his rorments & tortures to be mach the greater, 
becauſe as the former Propher Eſay faith elfewhere, He was wown- 
ded for our tranſgreſſions, aud bruiſed for our intquites ; T he chaſtiſc- 
ment of our peace was laid upon him, ſo that with hu ſtripes we are 
healed: Eſay 53.5. As allo becauſe theſe Phariſees and other his 
enemies might be affraid (asa Poſtiller well obſerves) that Ps/late, 
becauſe he ſcourged him, would not have beene drawne to cruci- 
fe and kill hun atter: Curaverynr ergo taliter enm flagellari, ut inter 
flagch animans daret ; They provided therefore that he fhould be 
{0 icourged; that,as they hoped and deſired he would have even 
breathed our his laſt, and yeelded up rhe ghoſt under theſe tor- 
mentors hands z nod & faltum friſſet, nifs drvminus vitaws crucs 
reſerv.aiſet,as my Poltiller goes on : which accordingly had come 
co paſſe, unleſſe his divinity had preſerv'd and reſery'd his hama= 

nity to dye upon the Crofle, 
Þur 
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But this yet is nut ſufficient tv fatishe the malicious mindes of 
thelc, not men, but monſters of cruelty and impiety. And there- 
fore atter the {oldic1s had thus icuurged him: They brought h:m 
into the Pretoric or common- hall once more, and there againe 
chey (trip him, and put uj on him a purple robe : and prefſed npon 
his head (which you know isa very {enfible and tender part,and 
which betore had ſcap'c the whip) a crowne of ſharp thornes, that 
fo, mill- prntlarrs, as one laith, with a thouſand ſtings,they might 
torture and torment him ; yea, and pur a reed in his hand in tteed 
of a Scepter ; and {cornetully bowing themſelves, ſalute him king 
of the Jewcs ; and ipit upon him the ſecond time ; and taking ano- 
ther reed, {mote h1m therewith upon the head. 

By all which a&ions it appeareth; that they were as much, if 
not more defirous to take away his reputation as his lite. For they 
ſought but onely the ordinary torment of the crofſe, by which to 
take away his lite : but co take away his reputation, they ran in- 
to all theſe; and many more (trange inventions equally compoſed 
of torment and thame z wherein crueltie ſcem'd pleaſant,and mirth 
full of maljce (.s it is well obſerved by Dofor Heyward : ) out of 
whoſe Threacite, called The Santtwary of a troubled ſoule, give me 
leave, with your patience, (onely tor hafte to finiſh this point,) to 
inſert here a few lines,well fitted there by his devour heart and skil- 
full hand, to my preſent purpoſe. They ſhall not be many, neither 
wholly his : bi: interlaced tonietimes with other notes and obſer- 
vations, as well of mine owne as other mens. 

The very hca:he. (faith he) tor the moſt part, in their executi- 
on of j"1[tice, did obſerve this rule ; to doe it with all outward gra- 
vity and pricte, an4 not with any light, either geſtures or jets ; 
whereby they 1:iyht be ſuſpeRed of taking pleaſure in taking 
puniihment.nor w:* 11 any extraordinary ſeverity (excepting ſome 
tew Tyrants)which might make a thew of private revenge. Put(as 
he goes on) it was no? itufficient tor thele ſavagestocrucitie Chrilt ; 
except they did it buth with deriſton and defpight. Their mali- 
cious mindes muſt of nece{licy be ſatisfied, us well with his ſhame as 
with his blood : and that aiter an unuſuall manner. For when 
was purple b-:'07e that time uted for diſhonour ? And who ever be- 
fore that day ;1av beene crowned with thornes? The purple rea- 
ched but to a icorne ; bot the thornes went further : For looke 
how many thoines did pierce his fl:th, ſo many ttreames of blood 
could not choole but iffue trom him ; to that, as another faich: 
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Purpnratus jam C hriſtus totus, intus ac forss ; corpore ſanguinolents 
> v/te purpurea, Chrilt is become purple all over, as well within 
as without ; having a deepe died ſanguine body,as well as a purple 
garment. But it was not by chance and at adventure,that hee was 
cluthed in purple, and therein mocked ; but as the holy Ghoit 
made (714p/145 to (ay, It is expedient that one ſhould aye for the people, 
John. 11.50. and likewiſe Pilate; What I have written, [ have 
written, Joh.19.22, Soit made the ſouldiers, to ſcorne him in a 
purple garment, in token that whatſover they did to his reproach, 
ſhould tollow afterward to his greater honour and renowne. For 
Livy tells us, that Rome, veſts longa C* purpurea, Imperatorum (+ 
Triumphantium. i.e. AtRome, a long purple garngent was the ha- 
bite of the |*mperors, and ſuch as had triumphed atter ſome great 
victories and conqueſts : And not onely at Rome, but #-;4e ca 1% 
pretio fit, ſaith another author, ic was in high elteeme alſo in 
other places ; which doth evidently appeare to be ſo by ſundry 
paſſages in ſacred hiſtory : For the curtaines and hangings of the 
Tabernacle, were appointed by God himſelite ro be ot purple, as 
yee may ſec, Exod.26. 1. 36. verſes. And Daniz! the Prophet of 
God, was promiſed by Belſhazzar as a great reward of honour un- 
to him; that if he would reade the wricing,and ſhew the interpre- 
tation thereof, he ſhould be cloathed in purple, and have a chaine 
of gold about hisnecke, and be the third ruler in the Kingdome, 
Dax. 5. 16, asalſo Holophernes caropie of his bed on which hee 
reſted when 74h came unto rim was woven with purple,?:4. 10, 
21. And therefore howſoever thele' Jewes array C'rilt in purple, 
onely in ſcorne of his King(h;', becauſe he was ulually tiled King 
of the Jerves, yet his heavenly Father, and the whole Coure and 
Councell ot Heaven had an hunovurable purpole towards him in 

permitting It. T0 
Neither was it without a myſterie that they ſet upon his heada 
crowne of thornes. Fr God having curſed the earth, becauic of 
Adtms ane, to bring forth thornes and bryars unto us, This 
curſe hath our Saviour now taken upon himſelte;fo that the points 
of theſe thornes are broken in his fleth ; and all things are now 
bleſſed), all things reconciied, all curſcs and croffes both healcd 
and hallowed with his blood ; infomuch as all true Chriſtians may 
now gather grapes of thornes : which before this time could not 
be done, as the holy Scripture doth intimate unto us. Gee forth 
therefore, O yee daughters of Sion, and behold King Salomon w:th 
the 
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the crowne wherewith his mother crowned him, (aith the Spouſe inthe 
Canticles, chap.3. 11. Forgvere ſpefttaculum dignum viſu,Dens [þint; 
cororatus : It is a ſpeRacle worthy your viewing,to ſee God crow- 
ned with thornes. 1 will now turre afide,and ſee this great ſight, (aith 
Moſes, Exod.3.3. which was God himſelte in a flame of hire in the 
midit of a buſh ; the buſh burning, yet not conſumed ; unto which 
Tghe notwithitanding, he could not draw necre, untill he had pul- 
led off the ſhooes of his feet ; 1s there is to be ſeenc, wer/. 5, Let 
us therefore pull off the ſhoves of profanenefſe from the feet of our 
afteftions, that ſo we may goe with him, and behold this great fire 
of love wherewith the Lord burneth; and this buſh in the midſt 
whereof he ſtandeth and is incloſed : which it we doe, we ſhall 
ſee before us the unextinguiſhable and inconſumptible love of a 
kind and tender-hearted Father, offering to ſacrifice his Sonne ; 
yea, his onely Sonne for ourſfinnes, and behind us wee thall find, 
Arictem herentem cornibus inter vepres ; the Ramme, or rather the 
Sonne himſelte, as willing to be caught by the hornes in the midſt 
of the buſbes, that ſo he may be offered: And therefore, as every 
bird ſitteth upon the thornes in theorchartl,as it is ſaid, Baruch.s. 
70.10 let us draw neere and make our neſt in theſe buſhes ; rhat we 
may find ſhelter againſt the ſtormy winds of affliction ; and parch- 
ing, yea, ſcorching heat of temptation, and all adverſaries as well 
ſpirituall as corporall, hunting our {cules to deſtraftion. And 
abandoning the colours of all other Captaines and Commanders, 
as the world, the flcſh, divell and the like; let us keeepe our ſelves 
faſt and cloſe in firme fidelity and fincere loyalty under the royall 
ſtandard only of this our King ; although by theſe his enemnes in 
deriftion and ſcornc he be crowned with thornes.F or the points of 
theſe thornes pierce not at this time fo deepe into our Saviours 
head ; as inattcr timethey ſhall pierce into the {1des and foules of 
all adverſe and oppoling powers whatlocver; eſpecially ſuch as 
thus deride and ſcorne him in his miſeries and affliftion. For 
eti;oiſt Tal- diadeoma non honorem, ſid horrcrem adducit : Hoyrer 
tamen ( lriſtus mag's dſperitatem morum C lingue ſtimulos quam 


ſpinarum aculeos, laith our country-man Giffeberr. Alrhough 1” C:141cs, 


{uch a Diademe as this, bring not honour, but horror rather to 
him that weares it; yet Chriit doth more abhorrce and diſdaine 
the bitternefſe of their malice and af criry of their manners; yea, 
the ſtings ot their tongues,than points or prickles of their thornes 
by which they thus thinke to tortore and torment him, 
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But to proceed and grow towards an end of his ſufferings un- 
der Poatires Pilate, when hee ſaw that Jelus wasin fo picrifull a 
plight. that he ſuppoſed the fight of his goared body and gaſhed 
head ...thcient to breake the bloody purpoſes of his enemies : He 
touke him, and 1cd him forth to the people and ſayd unto them 
Eehuld the man. 7oba 19.5, what would you hwe more? 1f it be 
for malice that you are lo violent againſt him ; behold hoiww mi- 
{erable he 1s. It for feare ; bchold how contemptible. But as tor 
fault, whereby he ſhould deſervedeath ; I can fande none, but hee 
ſcemes to bee a man without a mate ; a Prince without a Peere, 
having, none co match him, that I can tinde,among the ſonnes of 
men, as being a /ambe wir hout a ſpot, a Dove without a Gall, 
I ca nude no faultin him. 

Which itit be wv; then Diogenes may ſet up his ſtaffe ; piic out 
bis light ; and hang up his lanterne by the walls; ſecing P:/a:e 
heere, preſents before his eyes, the man whom hee ſought tor ; 
vfing bis humane reaton to good purpoſe : as being more inno- 
cent and harmeleſte in his converſation, then ed: in his in- 
tregrity. For whereas eAdam bore indeed in himſelte , the whole 
humane nature; yer hee did it but to deſtruftion : whereas this 
man doth ic to reltauration and redemption.Behovld therefore this 
man, fayth Plates I can finde no taultin him. 

But qo minus proficit , eo magis ardeſcit invidia ; ſayth Ferns, 
It is the nature of envy,that theleſle it prevayleth,and the oftner 
icis prevented and withſtood, the more eager 1t is in its pur{tir. 
And thereture the more backward and cold in the caule they tinde 
Pilate ; the more forward , ardent and earnelt are they. So that 
being inſatiable in their cruelty toward him; they im1portune 
him, ſome with perſwafions ; and others with confuled clamonrs 
and cryes that hec might bee crucified, They were of thcir ta- 
thers, the Divells mine 3 quem nhil (atiat nſt HA1.418 ſanriat s 
as one faith of him. Wnom nothing will pleaſe and content but 
death and finall deitruction : ſonotorture , no punithitient will 
ſerve thele mens turn2 but Chrilts death. And no death neither, 
but that of the Crofle will ſatisfy their delires : and that makes 
them cry ſooiten and fuloud, Let him bee crucified , let him be 
crucified. O the incon{tancy and impiery of an infolent and m- 
ny headed multitude ? What a miſerable caſe are they inzthat mult 
bee tricd and judged by thee ? which art content with theſe 
7ewesto honour Chrilt and his Minifters one day with all reve- 
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rence and reſpeft ; cutting downe branches from the Trees ; and 
{rowing then in his way zand crying Hoſanna the fonne of DP a- 
vid : bleſſed bee hce that commerh in the name ot the Loi. 
Hoſanna thou which art 1n the highett Heavens, Afar.21. 9. Anil 
yet within a few dayes after ; the wind of thy breath being tur- 
ned, tocry out againe as fait vn the other tide ( as yee fee 
Crucifige , (rucifige: Let him bee crucified, let him bee crucified, 
Sic tultts ut lunamnutaturSaith the wile man. So doth the toov- 
liſh multitude changelikethe Moon. Ecc/:4s 27.11. 

But neither are they culpable of inconſtancy alone ; but of 
impiety too ; and that 1a the highelt degree. For what inlulences 
and outrages will they not perpetrate and com:nit, it they bee 
fruſtrated and croſſed never 1o little in their wayes and wills ? 
The very Sonnc of God himſelte an.l Saviour of the World and 
theretore much letle his Miniiters ) being not able to ſcape (cots 
free ; it hee come once within their clutches, or within the com- 
paſſe of thei: cultody and command, wich gave gccalion to the 
Holy G.oſt to preſcribe that caveat to theſe people of the Jewes 
long lince, t/.that they ſhould not follow a multitude to doe 
evill ; n-gue 1» 144ict) plarimorum acquirſces ſententis ; ut A vero 
devics, as the vulgar Latine reades it, neither in judgeinear ſhale 
thou relt or re} u +01 the ſentence of many ty decline trom truth. 
Ex-4. 23. 2. And yet forall this warning fo long betore hand 
they and their Judges too, ſplic themſelves upon the ſame Rock 
ar this time. For Pate, although before he had openly decla- 
red both that Chrilt was 1nnocent , and that hee had authority 
to quit him 2 yet giving place either to the favour or fury of this 
multicude ot the /cw 5, rather then to juſtice, hee pronourced 
ſentence ot death ag 1inlt him; and delivered him tothe pleature of 
his enemies,to dye with hin even what they would, as you may 
ſte. Lrthe 23. 25, By which it appeares plainly, that ] cx prpreli is 
not alvayes I ox De ; the voyce of the people is not alwayes the 
voyce of God. 

And thus you have heard how and what Chriſt ſuffered und:r 
Porting Piles Whole judgement was very wijuit by his owne 
confelſion ; becauſe hee gave ſentence of death againit him, whom 
thrice before he had pronounced innoccut , which certainly was 
in him, the gieatelt piece 01 injultice that could poflibly bee com- 
mitted. And theretore S. { 1jrian fayes, Fraſtra funcſtas mans 
jadex in pretorio abluis, a [anoiine Demi te profiters tenocentem. 
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Thcu waſheſt thy defiled and polluted hands, O thou judge, bur 
in vaine : ſeeing( proteſſe what thou wilt, yet)thou canlt not ( as 
David ) waſh them in innocency 3 but thou art guilty ot the 
death ot that juſt man in as high a degree. cvenas the ewes them» 
ſelves- For in that thou dott nvt abſolve and acquit him ; but 
givelt out thy ſentence of condemnation againit him, notwith- 
ſtanding by thine owne conteſſ1un, ter diligent and exaCtrryaſ!l, 
thou canſt finde no juſt cauſe of death in him 3 ( auſſam tibi facis 
C712 FJrdexis communem : as the tame Father ZOCcs On, Thon mas 
keſt thine owne cauſeno better ( for all thy waſhing ) theneven 
common with theſe his enemies. 1//: /e proditione , tu parricidto 
te condemnas : for as they are guilty of treaſon and treachery 
againſt him ; ſo thou of Parricide : 1; lingua,tn ferro occid's ; they 
{laying him onely with their rongues, in {landering and talfe ac« 
cuſing ; but thou with the ſword, ſeeing thou had(t power to looſe 
him, as thou ſaydſt thy felfe ( eſpecially being innocent ) and 
yet thou didſt not. And therefore ram te quam illos inandite cry= 
d:litatis ſcelxes involvit ;the fin of this,unheard of the Iike,cruelty, 
involves thee aſwell as them. FYenier ctiam anima tus 11 mam jus 
dicis quem condemnas ; frattiſque tribunalibus tuts, judicaberts & 
dem reerts in profundum infernt : (o that thy foule (hall come into 
the hands of that ſame Judge, whom thou haſt thus condemned: 
and after thine own judgment ſeat and throne of injuſtice is dif> 
ſolved and broken downe in this World ; thou ſhalt be judged 
thy ſelte and condemned to the very pit of Hell in another 
World : erantque tibi && Inde [celerato in tenebris + Gebennalibus 
flammis pene irremediales, inconſumptibiles ignes, dulores perpetur, 
= tormenta aterna ; and thou aſwell as wicked [4.5 , with all 0- 
ther unjuſt ages that doe not repent ;ſhalbe caſt intoutter dark- 
nefſe and helliſh flames together, where yec ſhall ſuffer and indure 
paines that caninot bee withſtood nor avoyded ; burnings that can- 
not bee extingu ſhed nor put ont ; perpetuall ſforrowes without 
{uiceafing ; and eternall torments without hope of ending, Thus 
farre ( ypri-- of Portices Pil te his injuſtice 3 and thus farre T of 
our blefſed Saviours ſufferings under him. From whoſe fearefull 
[ne and puniſhment due for the fame, Libera 95 Domize , good 
Lord dcliver us. 

Now from the injuſtice of theſeJudges under whom our blefſed 
Saviour thus ſuffered, let mee take occaiion to leave a ſew inftrufi» 
vns tothe Judges of our times. AndI will begin with that @vere 

ot 
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of the Holy Ghoſt. Are your mindes fet upon righteoutfneſle,O yee 
Congregation ; and do. yee judge the things that ate right, O yee 
fonnes of men ? P/; 55.'.that is, according to the order,rightneſſc 
& ſtraightnes of that Law of God, which he fetand appointed you 
ro judge by, when he fayd unto A7o/er;thatJudges andOfficers he 
thould make in all the Gates throughouu: the tribes of [/rae/; 3nd 
they thould judge the people with juſt judgement, Dem. 16,18. 
quaſs dicat ( as an expolitor upon the place ) »on tantum in ore 
habeatis juſtitiam ; (cd in opere:as if he (hould ſay ; it is not enough 
to talke uf righteouſneſſe with your mouthes ; and in your 
words ; but yuu mult practile it alſo with your hands,and in your 
works, 

Now then letus take notice that there are many things requi- 
lite to this right and jult judgernent ; which ought therefore to 
concurreand be tound in all Judges whatſoever, whether Eccleſta- 
Ricall or civill. 

The firit whereof i3 this, that what they require of others,they 
praite and pertorme themſelves ; becauſe as S. Peter faith, It 
is but jult, that judgement (ſhould begin at the houſe of God, 1. 
Pct.4.17. and theretore they ought not to doe as the Scribes and 
Phariſes which our Saviour ſpeakes of, which binde heavy bur- 
thens and ſuch as are gi ievous to bee borne, and lay on other mens 
ſhoulders ; when as they themſelves will not moove them with 
one of their fingers, Matth.23.4. but they that are Judges of the 
Earth, ought themſelves to love righteouſnefſe, as the wiſeman 
exhorteth them, Sap. 1.1. 

The ſecond is ; that they keepe themſelves cloſeto the preſcript 
and order of the Law ; and not preſume to pafle the bounds of 
that which is to be their dire&our and their guide : according as 
it is commanded them by Gods Law ſaying, when the King fit- 
teth upon the throne of his Kingdome, he ſhall write him a copy 
ofthis Law in a booke which ſhall bee with him ; and hee ſhall 
reade therein all the dayes of his life : that ſo hee may not turne 
alide from the Commandement, to the right hand or the lefc. 
Deut,17, 18, 19.20.verſes. 

That they doe throughly fift the truth and depth of themat- 
ter whichthey have in hand as, /ob profeſſeth that hee did, ſaying, 
( anſſam quam ne/ciebam diligenter inveſtigabam ; | was diligent to 
ſcarch out the cauſe which I knew nor, [eb.29. 16. 


T hat they beno accepters of perſons.. For qui cog9/cit 1n 11s 
ci9 
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dicio faciem, non bene facit, faith the Wile man, as the vulyar Latine 
reads it, Pro. 28.21 Hethatin the time of judgement knowes a 
difference of taces, does not well, tor ſuch a one will tran{greſſc 
for a piece of bread, as there ft \lowes inthe latter patt of the verte; 
and therefore ellewhere hee fauth : It is not good to accept the 
perton of the wicked, to overthrow the righteous in judgement : 
Chap 18. 5. 

That they give not place to the clamors or tavour of the mul- 
titude ; to doe contrary to law and their owne ccnlclence z as our 
Pilate here did, for the crucitying of Ch iſt, for this likewiſe is flat- 
ly forbidden in Gods Law, as you heard before, where it ſayes: 
Thou ſhalt not tollow the multi: ude co doe evill, neither ſhalt 
thou ſpeake in a cauſe, to decline after many to wrelt judge- 
ment : Exod. 23. 2. 

That they be not driven from the ſtreightneſſe and reitude of 
their courle of juſtice for feare of the nughty, as another Wiſe 
man adviſeth, ſaying : Secke not tobe made a Judge, being not 
able totake away iniquity, leſt at any tire thou fteare the perſon 
of themighty, and lay a (tumbling blocke in the way of thy up- 
rightnefſe : Ecclr's 7. 6, 

That they be not too pitifull, beyond that which is meet and 
fit; according to that other precept of the Law : Thou ſhalt not 
countenance a poore man in his cauſe, Exod. 23. 3. 1.c. ina bad 
cauſe; For otherwiſe, it is ſaid but three verſes aiter, T hon ſhalt 
not wrelt the judgement of the pocre in his cauſe, verſe 6. 

Thatthey be no bribe-takers, as the ſame Law till goes on ; 
Thou ſhalt cake no gitc, for the gift blindeth the wiſe, and perver- 
teth the words of the righteous, ver/c 8. 

And laſtly, That they admit of no intreaties and perſwaſions to 
the prejudice or dammage of any other for jultice is to be execu- 
ted and judgement given, con/i/10, noy prece, by counſell and deepe 
conſideration in a mans ſelfe, not by requeſt of other men: For as 
Bernard faith well, Ubi nos licer facere quod vol, quis locits rogane 
ai? Where it is not Jawfull for a Judge to doe what he may have a 
defire, it may be to doe himſelfe, there ſurely can be no place left 
for the ſutes and requeſts of others. And theſe are the nine things 

<quiſite tothe performance and execution of right and jult judge» 
ment z which poorer folgs ſhall faithfully fulfill and keepe, 
hee need not fearethe cenſure of any Cout here; or the face of 
an angry Judge hereafter, 


There 
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There might much more have beene added concerning theſe 
,articulars. but that I am not ignorant,that /erbrum ſapientibrr 1; 
eſt, A word to {ich wiſe men isenuugh ; in regard whereof I ha1e 
choſen rather to leave this ſhort caution and remembrance onely 
to vur Hunourable Judges and other ſubordinate Magiſtrates,than 
to preſume to give then: either Jarger inſtructions, or the leaſt 1e- 
prootes. And chis ſufticech for Chriits ſufferigs under Ponr ze 
P ilatc.

Then delivered he him unto them to be crucified. And they

Hen the ſcntence of death againſt our Saviour Chriſt was 

once given, then preſently in all haſte the crofſe was pre- 

pared, and the condemned perſon brought out; and the heavie 
free (as it appeareth by Saint /ohns Goſpel in our Text, verſe 17.) 
was at the firſt laid upon his owne ſhoulders, which had beene 
unmerciſu!ly battered with whips betore,whereby they tormented 
him not onely wich the {1ght, but with the weight alſo of that 
which was appointed to bee the inſtrument of his death , which 
painfull burthen notwithitanding , together with the weight of 
all our ſinnes, he 1etuſcd not for our ſakes to take upon him , but 
proceeded on his way with incredible alacrity , both in loveto-+ 
wards us, and 1n ubcdicnce to fatisfie his tathers juſtice ; as a true 
Iſaachk bearing the wood tor the ſacrificing of himſelte. For mur- 
tem non codtl is, [ed ultro [nbut Chriſt , ut voluntarium eſſct [as 
erificirm : nan ſine obedientia , nebts expiatio parta non eſſct » faith 
Cal:in, Chriſt ſuffered death willingly and not by conſtraint, 
that ſv his ſacritice might be voluntary. For without willing 0- 
bedience to his Fathers Ordinance, our atonement and the expi- 
ation of our {innes could not bee wrought : whereupon S. Auſten 
diſcourſing upon thoſe words of S, Toh, Er miſit filinm ſunm [a= 
Crificator on pr 0 percatis noſ{ is (as he reads them) 1 1:.4.10.God 
P loved 
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loved usand ſent bis Sonne to bee a ſacrifice tor our innes ; de- 
1nands this queition : Ubi inventt hoſtim ? wbi mvenit © 1514.08 
11.1 pram vol:bat offerre ? where did hee tin.le a pure and cleane 
ic. ilice fitting tor himſelfe to ofter? An] wh: hee hath thus pro. 
pounded gives the an{wer timſelfe in thcle words. AV rm pro fre 

+, ſeirſmaeltulit, Heconld hnde no other, and therefore hee 
vifrs himlelte as if he ſhould ſay : hee made his hutnanity the (a+ 
ciice.and his divinity the pricit. 

Bt howloever hee were never fo willing an obctient his 
{elſe ; yer his countreymen and cracll triens mult nv jovte their 
turne, For they will have an hand in this butines ( though never 
{0 much to their Cuſt ) aſwell as hee, whereture atter they have 
conducted him to mount {{a/#.y, the place ot his execution : 
there they ſpcedily erect his crofle anil dilplay his bloody banner, 
and {uone after crucitie him thereon, as ye may lee, Lr1:4e 23. 33. 
which partoftheirs, as it was ated with much violence to thew 
their malice; {o it was ſuffered by him with more willingneſle, 
and patience to manite(t his love. Anſwerable to that of the A- 
moitle,he humbled himſelte and became obedicnt unto the death, 
yea even the death of the Croſſe. Phil,2 8, fx # 

Now this kinde of death was accounted in thoſe dayes, not 
onely the mott ſnametull and ignominious death ; bur the muſt 
cruell and tormenting too ; as yee {hall fee anon * vrherctore theſe 
lewes, howſocver they had tourc kinds of death for maietafrors 
ainong themſelves (as our reverend and learncd Bithop of Fc: 
in his paſſion Sermon hath well obſerved) one ot ® ich was ordi- 
narily uſed to thoſe that did offend of their ow:e Nation, as the 
Towcll, the Sword, Fire and Sromcs, and echt thee above 04 
ther 1n extremity, yet they reze&cd and retule;l il] thete whereby 
to take away Chrilts life , and choſe this R-24.14 death of crocty, - 
ing, aSaccounting ic the wortt of all : which we may ſppote they 
did the rather , beczuie their owne Lyw faith * car! 1: 
one that hanget't on a trze, Ment 214 23, 10 that

yet hee (that was able 19 worke good «ut of evill , and turne 
cheir milchicte and malice owards him . to his oxwne glory and 
the beneht of his C' urch an] choſen ) ht other reafons inthe 
fecrer of his gone connfet] which they Intle dicam't of, why hee 
vould undergor it, ord taken non him. 

As firti that the cute tight be imputed unto him , which waz 
ductous:and fo ws by his curſe might be redeemed trom the 
curſe of the Lv, as the former Apottle ſaith wee ate 1n the for - 
iner place. And therefore fayth Arctins : I leg ernce P1ſſ 4s ef? 
Chriſtzs, ut ononis maloditlio, ctiom a form.: pnlicut in 091 ou, + 
ect, Theretore did Chriſt ſuffer on the Crofle,that by the forms 
and manner of his ſuffering, every curſe might concutre an be 
itound in him, which was due to us , yea hee himfelte bare our 
linne$in his body on the Tree, that wee might bee delivered from 
lin and be healed by his ſtripes,as S.Perey ſayth 1 Perr.2.24. 

Secondly, as S. Chry/iſtome and Theophila'? afligne it, wt ip/*res 
aeris naturam mundaret, * terram (as: ftificaret ſangnn::s [nx diſtil- 
{atione,that he might cleanſe and perfume the ayre with his holy 
and Heavenly breath , and fan&tiite and hallow the Earth with 
the ſtreames of his ſacred blood, diſtilling and deſcending down 
from his bleſſed body. Medicina c:in: que remover m.ledifFionom 
terre, «ft 'imgnrs Chriſti, For the onely Medicine that is able to 
remoove the curſe of the carth is the blood ot Chriſt. 

Thirdly, as Anſelmus faith, That hanging in the ayre on the 
Croſle, the foote whereof was taſtned in the Earth, and thetop 
looking towards Heaven , hee might ſhew himſelfe to be the true 
Mediator betwixt God and man ; by reconciling Heaven and 
Earth together, and reducing our humane natureto the fuciety of 
Angells, and ſo making a perfe& peace and union betwixtthe 
things above and the things beluw. 

Fy tuch ſtrange and contrary meanes doth God theiv his 
power and providence in working our falvation and redemption, 
giving us lite cven by his (wie dearh ,, and that the molt accurted 
death too , even the death of the Crofſe.. Optimum faciens inſtr ice , 
meatrm wvite quod erat mertis peſſime:m gci:2, as one ſaith; making - 
that the beſt inſtiument of liie, which was the worlt kinde of, 


death ; worſt indecd, as we ihall cafily perceive, it wee willyouch- 
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{afe to looke another while into the manner of it, together with 
the coun(ell and cruelty of the ewes in inflicting it, as wee have 
already done into the mercy and goodneſle of Chrilt in ſuffering 
it. For beſides the infamy and ignominy of 1c, as you have heard 
a'rcady z1t was a terrible and bitrec dearh too : where hee telt the 
1:ttermolt ofthoſe paincs, which incenie\d and inraged malice was 
ableto inflit, and mans nature able to indurc. 
For the better and more cleare expreſſion whereot , it is obſer- 
ved by fome.that Chriits Paſſion on the Crotle , had in it all the 
foure dimenſions, as length,breadth, height, azpth. Lenght hit, 
in regard that the Crofle was a lingring {low death; V#1 dirjuir- 
batrr,C* mors ip/a protendebaturgne dolor cuties fiairetur; which gave 
no quick diſpatchunto the patient, but protrafted and prolong- 
cd his lie, Ls him a great while together upon the Racke 
under the (harpe ſenſe alwell ot our tinnes as his owne paincs, 
Now it is truly ſayd, that Acerbiſſima eft mors qr. trahit prenam 
it is the bittereſt kinde of death, whercin the paines thereof are 
lungcontinued and delayed, and not preſently or ſuddenly fini- 
{hed and diſpatched. For to have death prolonged when a man 
is under the itroke ot death; is to die many deaths at once. Now 
itwas tull three houres betwixt Chrilts athxion to the Crofſe,and 
his expiration on the Crofſe. For hee continued there from the 
{xth houre untill the ninth ,as the Evangeliits declare. Let a Poet 
then make the application.

Tet this is better,to aſſclfe the blame,

O depth without a depth, far better ſeene then ſayne, 


Secondly breadth : For here we may juſtly take occalion to be- 
hold how many were the croſſes which he indured upon this one 
crofſe tor us. Firſt, his legs and hands by rude and boyſterous 
hands are violently pulled out at length to the places fitted for his 
faſtening, then pierced thorow with (harpe yron najles, which 
were fo bigge,thar as Socrates in his Eccleliaſticall Hiſtory reports, 
Corſtantinus eos acceptos in frena & gal ,m mutavit , > ad bella 
wſurpavit, ( onſtantine having ceceived them from his ——_— 
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of the a bridle and an helmet for his awne uſe in the time of war. 
which it te were iv, it is no marvell if the Prophet in his perſon 
complaine * Foarrun nin met, & pede- M705, AS the vul Bal Lt 
tincreads it, Pſal. 21. 19, They digged,as it we. e,or pierce! deep 
into my hands an4 tect, as it is in our Engliſh trantlation, P/4/.22, 
16. Thenin the next place; hee is raiſed from the ground, upon 
his crofſe,where,by the weight ot his budy,his wounds are opened 
and 1nlarged, his nerves and veines rent and torne alundcr, and his 
blood guthed out abundantly. T hicdly, his body exhault of f{pi- 
rit and blood, is expoſcd naked to the cold ayre; the Sunne, duy- 
ring all the cime obicured wich a (trange and unutuall ecclipſe, as 
it were, with horror impatient at the fight ot thole indignities, 
which were then offered 'o the Sonne of Gail, Fourthly, he is af- 
flicted with a wondertull & exceeding drought, which Cyril fayes, 
was Vaumex graviſſims torment:s; one of his greateit,ſharpeſt,and 
molt grievous torments; occalioned by his tormer wearilome 
travel,his {weating agony,and the etfu ion of 10 much blood. His 
fifth paine was the want of the ule of both his hands ant teet,where- 
by he was into: ccd to hang iinmoveableupon the crofle; as being 
unable to turne any way for his calc; or to 'change the polition 
and lite of his body upon any termes. T he fixth and lait, the 
blaſphemous and contumelious words ; which the Pharitces, 
Scribes and Prielts breathed out againit him, which is more pier= 
Cing to an ingenuvus and noble nature than any corporall punith- 
ment whatioever (as I have in part ſhewed you betore: ) And in re- 
yard whereot it is ſaid of Alexander the great ; that he torgave ma- 
ny tharpe {words, but never any ſharpe words, 

But the length an:il bredch of our Saviours crofle is not greater 
than che heighth and depth of ic. T hat paſſion may be ſaid to be 
deepett which ſurpaſſeth othec pailions in the tharpnefſe and in- 
tenilivencfc therevt. Now,that our Saviours paſhon did lo, it will 
calily appeace by this firlt : That ic did not ſurprize him ſuddenly. 
bur was long betore fore-ſeene and expeRted of him. For it you 
ſearch the Evangeliſts,y ou ſhal find his arraignment and death ot- 
ten repeated trum his owne mouth, as Matth.17. 22. and againe, 
Matth.,20.17. as allo Luke 9. 44. And in the 18. of the ſame Gol- 
pel; He reckons up all the particulars,as his delivering to the Gen- 
tiles, mocking, reviling,ſpicting upon, ſcourging, putting to death. 
and the ]:«e, as you have heard betore. Now, as long as he fore- 


ſaw he ſuffered : For the expeation of evill is not lefſe than the 
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ienic:; but as to lookelong ior a good thing is a punithment ; f., 
tor evill is atoru;'nt. And as tor thyie proverds, or flaving3; ©'r- 
iis minnit dolorem z expectation doth dimint!o ani letfen 
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v:cund the lefſe. They re tru, of ſach evills as may be avoyded 
and averted, either in whole. or in part. But not of thoie wh; lh 
cannot be eichewed by the utmoſt of our A:t and indultr Furtor 
a:14nto beblaited with a tl:th of lightuing,or (mitten with a thine 
derc}ap ; troubles him leile to take hiin on the iudden when hee 
thinkes not ot it; then, it it were told him betore, that at tuch an 
hune he ſhould perith by fuch a meais 3 tor this ingring expecta- 
ton oi it, doth poſſefſe the foule continually with hotror and 
tad aftti'ghts, 

Addeto this, as adding more meaſure untothis ; T hat the bo- 
dy ot Chritt was of a molt perte& temper and ſound conttitution ; 
48 being the immediate workmanſhip of the Holy Gholt,by whom 
!t was compoſed and framed in his mothers wombe without any 
chelcait help or aſliitance of man at all ; now, the itronger and pu- 
rer the complexion is, the more lively and vigorous are the ſenſes ; 
and fo the mote ſenſible either ot paine or pleature, according as 
the objeRs are diverſified, Thirdly, to make it yet more tull ; 
iuch was the cxcefle of Chriſts love ro man, intending a plenteous 
Redemption, that hee would not ſuffer his ſtrength as in a dying 
man to languith and decay by degrecs, that {© 1n the cloſe nothing 
at all ſhould remaine ; but even to his laſt breath,he would retaine 
that vigor in himythat he might tully teel the ſmartnes of his pains, 
« princivo paſſions ug ad fincm. trom the firit of his paſſion, ts the 
lait, which that ſtrong cry of his, when hee gave up the ghoſt 
doth witnefſe. For the Text layes, that, clamavit voce magna, 
cxpiravit ; He cryed with a loud voyce, or great cry, and gaveup 
the gholt, arke 15.37. which ttrong cry ſhewes that nature was 
itrong in him: For, on /olcat moribundi exclamare ; dying-men 


arenot accuſtomed to cry out {0 loud. So that there isno queſtino 


to be tnade, he might have lived longer, but that (all things being 
onceaccompliſhed tomake our Redemption perte& and intire)he 
would now dic? Thereby to {hew himlelte to be Lord both of 
lite and death, The rarenefle and ſftrangcnefle of which a&t 
wrought as rare and ſtrange an effe& in the Centurion which 
neard it; For the hearing of him cry thus, made him to cry out 
t20, vere hic homo filine Deierat, Traely this man was the me 
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of God,verſethe 39.ot the former tifteenth chapter of Saint Marker 
Golpel. And fo Airs invent 9ued nou 74/1 (laithS, — 
ornlium pores fot (lit, wevitn ant (t infudit. His hearing twnd our 5,,.25.; 
that which his ſeeing could not, by reaton his aeane vuthide anc Cant. 
exernall torme decen: ed his eye : when as the ruth infuſe! it felte 
into þis cares, anfwerable to that of the Apoltle, Faith commeth by 
Meari-igy Rom.10 . L7. 
The tonrth and Lutt is the depth thereof, which contilts in this; 
That Clu itts paſſion was a tull and folid pathion, that is, an ab'0- 
lute and pure pation, not mixt with any comtort to mitipare and 
eaſe 1t, Our ct of forrowes is 1:ever in that extremity of bitrer- 
neſſe, but that there is ill ſome {igar mingled with onr g41l ; 
lome tivect cat upon our ſower ; owe confolation tempe: ed 
with onr affli tion. As for inſtan- ce, it Is c.eemed one preat 
comfort in adverlity to have {ome ot or triends about us, to 
condole and 1:ment with us in our forrowes. Brt alas, in the 
very entrance of Fs troubles, Chrilt is abandoned of all, His 
Diſciples, as you have heard, when this heavie ſtorme begins to 
fall uponhi:n, torfake and leave him ; one of them torlwearshim, 
another runs away naked, rather than he will ſtay and confeffe 
him ; who then ſhall comfort him ? Himfelte ? Sometimes indeed 
our ownethought* ſind a wa y to ſucconr us, nnknowne to others 
(as my Lord Biſhop of Exeter well obſerves) but alas, with him at 
this time it is mt lo: For his ſoule is filled with evill; as the 
Plalmitt fpcakerh in his perſon, P/:/. 88. 3. who then hall doe 
ic? His Father? Here, here was his hope, /e4 prob delv> ! but our 
aas, no comfort as vot appeares from him; For hee delivers him 
into the hands of b1s cnc mies; and when he hath done, turnes ts 
bicke upon ſin1 55 a (tranger, thev'i ing no compaſiion on his patli- 
on, bur rather rwwonds vm as an enemy. Bec. "7 *, indeed, the 
Eord worll:! b-e2%c or brutfe him ; as it 5+ fate of hun, Fay $3.10, B-Ardony 
[t is {trange. yea very firange, (faith one) that of none of the 307/77 
Martyrs, »rhe tif: ecanbe read ro this of vur Saviour, when he ſayes

molt exquiſite paines in their martyrdomes ; y ct we ſee with what

me 2n bekeof rofce,yhen he was fo; ced ti walke upon hot burning 


cons bae-foot : will you know the reaſon ? Saint 7»ftin fers ir 
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downe s Mart res non eriprtt, fed nunguarn deſcruit ; He delivereg 
not his martyrs indeed ; neither did he forſake them:but as he de- 
livered not their bodies, ſo he tori--oke not their ſoulcs,but con- 
veyed into them the dew of his Heavenly comtort wh.ch was 
an abundant ſupply for all they could indure othe. wite, Nut to 
heere, but [indemrievit me, faith he in the Prophet, as the +. ulgar 
Latinereads it, Lament 1,12+ that is, he hath Jett me bye at nate 
ked, as the vintager leaves his Vines when he hath «£,-there.1 and 
piuckel off the Grapes. Ir is tathered upon L- «to be the tirtt that 
laydit,and all antiquity allowes ot it z Non jolvit rin. m, [ed ub- 
raxitviinmg. The Union was vt diffolved , but the beames 


and influence ofcomtort were tor this time reſtrained, fo that 


his toule was as a dry. thirſty, parched heath ground; without 
any thcleaſt moylture or retreſhing ot Divine conſolation , yea 
he was dſtirariuomni [ol.tio, as is is in Duftor Ficld,deltitute and 
voyd of all that ſlace . hee was wont to hnde in God, in this 
fearctull houre of darkneffe and time of Llus his dolefull Paſſion. 
The Wrath of Go | and his indignation furicuſly marching a- 
gainit him, to require of him, as who had undertaken it, The tull 
recompente and tatisfaRion tor vur fins, as ſaith Doctor Robert 
Abbot that learned and painetull preaching Biſhop of Salisbyry, 
And now by this time, I doubt not , but that you plainly per- 
ceive; how that Chriſts paine and crofſe was the deeper and wider 
by all theſe crofles anil toriments thus conſidered. And therefore, 
behold and fce, all yee chat paſſe by ( ſayth he himſelte )it there 
be any ſorrow like unto my forrow which is done unto me. Lam, 
1.12. the very Chapter and Verle cited laſt before. For T am like 
unto water powred out ; all my bones are out of joynt : my heart 
like Wax is molten in the midit of my bowells. My ſtrength is 
dried up like a potſheard ; and my tongue cleaveth unto my jawes, 
ſo that thou hait brought me even to the duſt of death. For Dogs 
have compaſſed mie ; and the afſembly of the wicked have incloſed 
me, yea they have pcirced my very Hands and my Feete, faith 
the kingly Prophet in his perſon, P/4/.22.14.15-rerſes,,Fr. And 
yet turall this, Amor ionchat ir; Cruce quem mors non potuit tenere 
i Seprelchro; His love (till held him on the Creffe ( as you have 
heard alreadly )whom the violence and ftrengrh of death could not 
hold in his grave; as you thall heare hereatter- 
And thus you ſee, not onely how, but why alſo Chriſt was 
c1UCitied, aſwcll in his advcrfarics, as his owne counſell and de- 
crce, 
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cree. They out of inalice and hatred towards hin z Hee out of 
love and piry ro us ; fuffered under Portis Pilate and was cit) 
cified tpou the Croiſe. Aword ortwo for uſe and applicition,and 
{© we will conclule theſe two circum{tances of this Article. 

Did Chrittthen watfec ſuch thi1gs, yea, an1 tarre greater then 
thoie that you have h2ar.{ related unco you ? (The affliions and 
anguilhz- of the ſoule, being mv1ci worle then th teat the body, 
( Thelebeing but love tricks fayth one, to what his fouleindu- 
re.) which notwictltanding wee have but (lightly roucht upon ; 
as nt altoyecher, it: my j-ulgein2at, fo properly appertaining 
and belonging to the C114 ) why then we (hall doe well, a little 
to exainine and con!ider the end air] cautes why he did fo : which 
if wee doe, we thall finde, that it was not his o yue, but our tine 
that brought a!l chis evill upon him, according to th.t of S, 
Peter, Chrilt lutf:rel forus, leaving us an exunple to doe the 
like, who did nv line himfelte, nzicher was there guile tand in 
his mouth, but they were our linnes which he bore 1n his body 
on the tree, 1 Percr 2.21,22, ver'es, as the Prophet lixewiſe had 
foretold, ſaying, he hath taken upon him our infhirmities, and he 
hath caried our (orrowes, E/ay 53.4.

no nor yet the very executioners that nayled him, on the Crofle : 
are ſo much to bc accuſed and condemned for his {utferings as we, 
wel ſay, even our ſelves and ſinnes : which notwithitanding,, is 
not ſpoken in tavour or excule ot thele, or any ot theles ( For tor 
{uch clients, I believe never any man was fo leud as co become an 
advocatc ) but onely to let men tee and know, yea, and acknow- 
ledge too, the greatneſle and grievouſneſle of their ſinnes : the 
cure whereof occafioned all theie tearetu!] evills upon our bleſſed 
S1viour, before it cou'd bethroughly accomplithed and ctteed, 
For hoe fonte 4-»1var,2 clades; all the fore ſpoken of and Laſt ex- 
prefſed lions and troubles of his rroceed onely trom this 
fountaine and o011ginal!, So that we, {intuli we, bound him with 
cords,beate htm with rods, buffeted him with fiſts, crown'd hin 
with Thornes , vea wee reviled him and railed on him with our 
tongucs;ive nodded at him with our heads,we thruſt him through 
with ſpeares, we betrayed him with a kifſe ; We peirced his Hands 


and Feete with nailes, we condemned kin: with falſe witneſſes, we 


powred ſhameand contempt upon his perſon ; we judged him as 
plagued and ſmitten of God For in afmuch as our fau'ts and of- 
tences procured theſe things to be done unto him,we are the doers 
of them and the dealers inthem, as himlſelte is fayd to complaine 
in the Poet, 

Hu mc ſidereo deſcendere fectt Olympo, 

Hi- me crudelt peccotum wilacre fixit, 

Hirhcr have your {ins brought me downe to live a poore and 
conteimptiblelitc.and heere have your faults taſtened me upon the 
Croffc.to dic an ignominious and ſhamefull vea bloody death. 

What an hatred then ſhould this beget and kindle in us againſt 
our fins . that were thus the ſpoylers of our Saviours life and the 
ſpillers of his blood ? How Ghould wee in an holy revenge purſue 
them to death , that were the authors of his death ; kill them that 
tilled him ? But woe,woe unto ns.1o far arc we from this. that in-

tead of mortify ing ind crucifying them, we crucity him; as it to 
have done it cncc had not bcene luffcient, but that as the Apoltle 
ſreakes, wee imut cracity againe the Soine of Gud,gand make a 
mocke of him,11c4.6.6.10 that we may ule S. P./s words to the 
(.4/11.4 4, though in another ſenſe, Jelus Chritt is evidently let 
forth bet rc our eyes an crucified amongſt us, Gal.3- 1. 

Thus hypocrite bends the knee with ludibrious devotion,and 
bids, Hayle King of the Jewes ;Preiumption puts a reed,a rod, and 
ſcepter into his hands: T he children of darkneſle butfet and beat 
him ; yea, and bid '.um prophetic who ſmotc him. The pro- 
phane {pit in hs tace : The ſacrilegions caſtlots for his garment : 
the Schilmaticall divide his ſeamelefſe Coat, which the rude ſol- 
diers did not. Pop:tarity walhes her hands as innovcent, yea to 
pleaſe men condemaecs Chriſt, The drunkards in their carowles 
and unhallowed healths , give him a potion of Gall. Bribery, 
extortion, covetoulucT-,uncleanneflc,and all other kinds of com- 
mon.and ordinary linnes, preferre Þ.wav5.s befure him. Simory 
crucifies lum bet veene two T heeves. Here!y rackes his bones and 
disjoynts him. Sper /t:rio betrayes him with a kifſe and defpights 
him with ſceming honours. eApojt.uy denies him with his A- 
poltle Porey, yea and torfweares him tvo. I he roarers with laughs 
and ſoffes crucity him atreth : and with their bliſphemy and 
outragi2us oathes, teare ( O caule of teares ) his Nayles, his 
Sides, his Fleſh, his Hands, his Armes, his Bones. and all his 
ſoynts,and Meinbers afunder. T hele are our otierings tor Chritt 
his ſufferings. 

Bat Oh beloved , vas it not enough that hee dies once tor us, 
->ut that wee through theſe ow f:nnes nwlt pt lm to death till ? 
Were tho{t paines ot his fo lictie and fo light, that wee ſhould 
every day redaouble them * Is this the entertainement that fo 
gracious a Savivur hati dulerved by dying tor vs ? Is thisthe 
recompenſe of that infinite love o7 his.that we ihould thus craclly 
vex and wound him with our {tnnes * It compaihiun of his (mart 
camo monve as z yet let compaſſion ot our ovine lyules prevaile 
with us. For how can we hope or expe Þ tt tnde 16demption 
by his Blood, while wee continue by our horiid and heynowus 
{1nnes to make new g.thes tn his Sides ; torus hs Vſounds at. ct; 
and cauſe then (treame any, that were een wloted up bet us ? 
Anat wore [cwi;/ then that of tir: 7 ro 4h emis, Letys 
the: itthe lajttor ſhite, by ouwrt,ue adit rod Repont ir 
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forfakethat tyrant finne, which detaineth us in ſervitude,ſÞake 
off his Chaincs, cut aſtnder his Bands, and by a lively faith cun 
{trongly , violently and ſpecdily unto Chriit, who hangeth on 
the Croſſe, as you have heard and ſcene, H.ibcns ibi coput tncti- 
ratum ad o[cul.minum , cor apertim ad ciligerdnys * CY MANS Exe 
1:15 ad amplexandam. Having, , not onely his Head bowed 
downe there to kifſe us, and his Heart open to love us : but 
his Hands allo ſtretched out wide to imbrace us, and receive us 
upon our firſt returne.

15 too bad a diſpoſition, that will neither offer love,nor requite it 
being offtered,as S. B crnard (peakes. : 

It then there be any ſparke of ingenuity,or dramme of good na- 
ture 1211s, let us not deny him the atfe&ion of our love, that ſpa- 
red not the eftuſion ot his owne blood for us, but trom ſo many 
{prings as he had tcembers, dranke ſalvation unto us in a full cup 
thereot. And as apart of our love, being as the tuell to keepe 
that bre of his love {till burning on the Altar of our hearts; let us 
againe and againe conlider what Chritlt hath ſuffered for us. For 
the fruits and benehs of the frequent commemoration of Chrilt 
his paſſion , »-c paxct /vnt, nc parti, ſaith one, are neither few nor 
{nall, but thele fours at the lealt, crſfodia a peceatis , [pes firmior, 
preſumptiomfirmtor, charitas flagraaticr, it will keepe and preſerve 
us from talling into notorious fins and delirquencies,ſtrengthen 
and contirme ur hope, weaken and abate our preſumption ; and 
Latly, kindle arid inflame our love and charity,as well among our 
{elves as towards him and his heavenly Father, which laſt I have 
e{pecially choſen to inlarge upon at this time. I o which purpoſe 
therefore, marke once more, I beſeech you, how the Church ſpea- 
keth toeach fiithtull foulegfaying 3 Come frth yee dunghter s of S1- 
2», andoehl4 K ing Salomon, with the cr01117s wherewith his mother 
rowmaed him inthe 4 'y of his marriage, and in the dy af the ol.udin fe 
of h.; 5-irr, Cant. 3+ 11. Sofay I, O yer faithful Cules, daughters 
-t your mother the Church,Goe forth ; 75 cdimini de [c11/n ome, 
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adintcl! Aymmen'is, Goe out of the lente of the fleſh, and come

is (uffer ings. And this he expetteth and louketh tor at all our 
hands ; crying out unto his Spoule in the Cxricles to this purpoſe, 
that he would {et him as a ſcale on her heart, and a {ivnert on her 
loute, Caut.8.6 which isas ir he thuuld ſtay; Th ugh | am now 
going trom thee tor a time, yet torget ine not : :but as a loving Wite 
trames the Image of her deare husband in her heart; and asa lo g- 
ing woman imprintsthe forme of the thi.1g which thee lungs to/rs 
on the childe in her wombe; to tet me 35 a feale on thy foul- thi it:Ke 
on me,delightin me, Fizay 005 1e1m7 in corde qr totws pro tr fin 
fixus in cruce. let me be wh zolly fixed, yea, faitned in thy heaty':, Iuch 
have beene wholly faſtned tor thee on the crofſe.

And this futhceth tor 
Chriits ſifterings under Pontires Pilate, and his crucitying,

And Jeſws cryed with aloud vozce,and gave up the ghoſt. 


T He next circumſtance to be handled after the crucitying of 
Chrikt,is his death, For ſo (aith the Creed ; He ſuffered under 
Pontias Pilate,was crucified, dead, & c.which 1s the very fame with 
theText read unto you; le/us cryed with & loud veyce,und pate wp the 
2boſt. For to give up theghoſt, we all know in our daily and ordi- 
nary cxperience,is as much as todye,or to have our foules ſeparated 
trom our bodies,which betore did live, a, and appcare together. 
So that to lay Chriſt is dead.is as miich as to fay, that atter he had 
indured manitold torments, as well in foule as in body, here upon 
the earth, that at the laſt, per do/orrim & vilneriiom wvinlentiam (as 
one {aich) through the violence of the ſaid wounds and affl; tions, 
rhe natural] frame and complexion of his body (the conſerver of 
his lite before) being difſulved, his faid toule and body were ſepa- 
rated alunder, vere & realiter, as truly and really as when any one 


' of us dies; lo that, /icut in verirate natas ita in Veritate mortars 


jepult 25 eſt, ſaich S. Auſtin: As he was borne a man in the truth of 
our humane nature z foas truly as any man el{e does,or cver did,he 
1gaine dicd and was buicd, 

Andthus we are comeat the lalt to the lun1me of Chriſts obedi- 
2nceunto his heavenly Fathers ordinance, when commending his 
{pirit unto him. i» cr:ce expirarit, hee gave up the ghoit upon the 
crofle ; or, as 1t is in the Creed, He died, For io faith S. Par!, Hee 
Urizbled himſelf. and bec.ime obedient wnto the death.eventie death of 
*-e cr-9ſſe, Phil,2.8,yea,he was made a lictle inferiour to the Angels 

throwgh 
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through the ſuffering of death, tat oy Guils grace he migl:t taſte 
of death tor 4] men, F-: 2.2. 9. 

La which wee may beholu (2s one faith) Irmmzm (vriſti 2a 
ona. ac oi tionum tor mem. 1c the end and termination 0 
all Chritts tuft: ings and affict ons; His con/rmmarum if, oj 
fioall tiniſhing of ai! chat belonged to his paines and our peace, 
ro his ſufferings and cur fativaſtion. And t1] this was nnitthed, 
there could no peace be pert: Qed, nor latisfaftion of our debts 
acknowledged. For as the Apoltle faith, /f:pcndinm peccati mor- ; 
The WAGES of farine ts death, Rom. 6, 23. according to the great 
Lavz-makers decree at the ficlt ; In what day toever thou (halt eat 
of the forbidden truit, chou ſhalt die che death, Ge. 2. 17. And 
his Lawes are like the lawes of che Medes and i'echtans ; they nun! 
not, nay,they cannot be altered. 

And therefore thee wasa neceſlity laid iypon AM ſſi, that he 
maſt be{l:inegas the Prophet ſpeaxcth,Dar.9.26. Forhethac will 
take upon him to become a Mediator unto God tor (ins; yea,and a 
redemption tor fin too, he muſtbe content to pay the wages ot (in, 
which as you hearc,1s death : For God is not fo wholly compoled 
of Mercy, as altogether to negleCt Jultice, but his Law mult be 
throughly latisfied, betore his Goſpel can be cttectually preached, 
It fic ja{ritia VINCET CTY diabolr:s non potertia, That {o the divell may 
be vanquiſhed by (tice, not by power : So that thus it behooved 
then, Chriſt to tutfker and to rile againe trom death; that repen- 
tance and remiſſion of ſfinnes might be preached in his name to all 
nations, as he ſaith himſelfe, Luke 24. 46. 47: verſes, yea, for this 
cauſe is he the Mediator of the new Teſtament,that through death, 
which was tor the redemption of the tranigrefſions which were in 
the former Teſtament; they which were called might receive the 
promile of eternall inheritance. For where a Teſtament 1s, there 
mult needs be the death of him that made the Teltament ; for the 
Teſtament is confirmed when men are dead, for it is yet ot no force 
aslong as he that made it is alive ; wherefore neither was the firſt 
ordained without blood Heb. 9.15.16, 17,18. verites, O come and 
hearken then what God hath done for our ſoules, wt arvimas noſtrar 
eriperet, auimam [ram poſuit ; he hath laid downe his owne life 
that hee may ſave Ours, EX wut me A mort? eriperet, mrt em ACces 
fit, faith »A-nobri ;, and that I might live, he hath beene con- 
tentcd to ſuffer himſclte to dic, Hee v.cve vp ihe oloft, Which 
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phraſe of expi:ing, or giving up the ghoſt ; as it ih21yes his 
death and tacrifice upon the crofle to: our {nn2s to be vn- 
luntary ; fo his humans nature to be p<:teRt and intire, as well 
ot a reatonable foule, as of humane fl: ſublilting, as it is in 
eha11%s Crenl, notwithitanding n:ver to many lewd ain! 
lyi1g fincies Of lome heretiques to the contrary ; ſo that 
Totrs humo ia Chriſte, as Saint eAuſtin ſpeakes , T he whole 
man'iood was afſamed to and by the Godhead, and nor one 
part uf it alone. And in the tame whoſe nature, hee accor- 
dingly ſuffered under P7atins Pilate, all thoſe tortures and 
torments formerly recounted, ani at laſt died ; which if ir 
were not fo, then were we, which have believed in Chriſt, of 
all men molt milerable, as b:ing (ill in our finnes ; our prea- 
ching, and your believing all but in vaine, as Saint Pa in- 
ferres, 1 Corinth, I5. For, / aliquid el defuit, noa totuwm rodes 
mir; faith Saint «Ambroſe : It hee wanted any part of man, 
then hee ſaved not the whole man : For it is out of all que- 
tion; that whatſoever hee afſumed not, hee redeemed not, as 
Nax.mn;. Bu taking all in reality of affociation and al- 
ſumption, ani dying according to all, in verity of diffoluti- 
on and diiunftion ; he redeemed all, even our whole perſons con- 
iiting both of ſoules and bodies. 

Which brings this comfort and conſolation unto us ; that 
naturall death which at the firit was inflifted as a curſe upon 
eAdm , and all his poſterity, for tranſgreſſing of GOD $S 
Commandement , as you have often heard already, is now 
changed by this Death of Chriit from a curſe into a bleſſing, 
inſomuch as bleſſed are the dead , which hereafter or hence- 
forth dy in the Lord, Revelations 14. 13. Yea our owne death 
is made heereby a very bridge , or path-way as it were, to 
teade ns unto life. For he: that hearecth my Word and belie- 
veth in him that ſent mee ( ſayth Chriſt himſelf: ) hath e- 
verlaſting life , and thall not come into condemnation , but 
hath paſſed from death nnto life. 1952 5. 24. Yea hee there- 
fore tooke our humane nature and Fle{huponhim, that hee might 
deſtroy throvgh his owne death , him that had the power of 
death, thatis, the divell, and that he might deJiver them which 
tortcare of death were all their lite long ſubjz& unto bondage, 
&c, Heb,2,14.15. verſes, 

Againe 
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Againe, hereby the ſecond deathis allo quite taker: away, tron 
all that axe by a true and lively taith ingratred into Chriſt, There 
being no cond< mnatiou to them that are in Chrift Jeſus; as Sajr 
P.concludeth, Rom. $, 1. anſwerable to that ot Auſtin, Afor, 
Chri ſt: ſumpla, mortem noſtram dupl.im deffrnxat : The ſingle death 
of Chriſt, hath dettroyed that double death of ours, unto which 
we wereall lyable by reaſon ot our finnes. Andthcretorc as the 
ſame Father 1aitheiſewhere, O quam bene te tuo impetre dixbole per- 
caſſiſti: How well hath the Devill wounded himſelf: through tis 
owne violence, {:cing his cruelty jn ſparing none, nu not Gods 
owne Sonne ; hath broughe life and 1.tcty ro others; but dc- 
ſtruftion and contuſion onely ro himſelte, For 1! (22975 ( as he 
gocs on ) quem ff-.d:ſit, te vicit, me red:mit. Thar very blood of 
his which thou haſt wrongfully and unjuſtly ſhed, hath vanquiſh- 
ed theeand redeemed me. Pre vaiuiſti in paradiſo, ſel vitlus er de 
pitibuls : And although thou prevayledit and hadft the day in 
Paradiſe, yer thou haſt Iſt ir againe; by being conquered and 
overcome upon the Crofle. O 4am grande mſterinm, which is a 
great myltery indeed, wt mors que per li;;1mm venit, per lignum ſu- 
perareter : that that death which came trom the fruit of the tree, 
ſhould upon che Tree bee vanquiſh-d and overcome, and thar 
gate of life which was ſhut againit Adam, ſhouldnow be opened 
co a thiefe, " 

By which it appeares that Aors Chreiſtser 22 muſeipnl1tantit diaho. 
{;: The death of Chriſt was onely a trap wherein co catch the D<c- 
vill ; Which hee was willing therctore to ſet up : Vt inguſt.s 
mors , juſt am vinceret mortem : That his undeſcrved death mighc 
free them from death thar had deſerved it. Ft liberarer ro J'ſte, 
dum pro es occidebatur i 75.4fle, as the ſure Ar-ſin itil) ; and that 
te might acquir an} diſcharge thoſe: that wer: guilty, becauſe he 
that was gultleſſe or not guilry was pnt co dearth for them : 
whereby becauſe Nor vabevat pece 2t 7 6h dione doleuit alien ; 
He that had no finres of his owne did worthily blor cut the ſins 
of other men. He gavevp the ghofi. 


And here I mighe dilirifſe this point, had Intpromited you | 


at my tir |tenerance into this difcourſe, toſhew you a Ore aſwe!l 
as a Quid: Who ſuftered as wellas what. For berc, if any where, 
zs the moſt proper place to bring icin. For ſeeing we have pro- 
ved atlarge, atwell in our tormer as in this preſent trat;, that 
( He) was the ſzcond Perſon of the {cred Trinity that cooke our 
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natuceupon him, and in it ſuffered all theſe things under Pontivs 
Pi te tor our lakes; why,hece may ariſe the greare{t difhculty and 
duubr of all che reſt, whether He could alſo dye. W hether He that 
is God of God; yea, very God of very God ; of the ſame ſub. 
ftance with the Facher, and therefore equallro him as touching 
is god-head; by whom alſo were all chings made that were 
ade, ando is Lord likewiſe both of lite and death ; whether this 
{o great , ſo good a pzrſon, could be ſabje& unto death himfelfe, 
b«cauſe vur Crecd tels us,not onely that He ſuffered under Pontins 
Pil-te 8 was crucified, but that he dyed too; which to our naturall 
reaſon and humane capacities , ſeemes ( I muſt confeſſe ) to have 


.two abſurdiries, ifnot impoſlibilicies inir, ar rhe leaſt, The one 
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that Chriſt ſhould dye, being wichonr ſinne, ſeirg death is the 
wages onely of ſinne, as you have heard already our of the Apo- 
ſtle, Rom, 6. 23. The other that he could , being the Sonne of 
God. 

For the falving and (olving of which latter donbt( the former 
being {uthciently cleared before) we mult know, that God, in the 
perſon of Chriilt, might dye, though the God-head could not. 
For being a mixt perſon conlitting of ewo natures, as of God-head 
and Manhood in one and the ſameſubj<&; the one paſlible and 
mortall, and the other impaſſible and immorrtall : that which was 
humane and paſſible might ſuffer and dye, Cur. ullam divinitatis 
injuriam ac detrimentum ; withontany detriment or injury to the 
other. So thar, as Saint Auſiin faith, Afortnns eſt filins dei, ſed ſe- 
cundum earnem mortuns , non ſecundum verbum quod caro futlum eſt, 
The Sonne of Gad is indeed dead, bur it is onely in his fleſh which 
ke rooke from us ; not ashe is the word of God which tooke our 
fleſh, and thereby dwellerh in us: but in that he dyed, De noſtro 
mortuws eſt, it ts onely in what he had trom us; as in that we live, 
de ipſins vivimas, it is alone by thar life which we receive from 
him . Vcc pot wit mort de ſu, nee vivere de noſtro : Sotharas hecculd 
not dye in his ownenature,fo he couid not ur dye in ours,unlefſe 
he would ſtill have been obnoxious and lyable to the accuſation 
ot the Devill and all othcr adverſaries, of not taking really and 
truly our humane dying nature upon him. 

And therefore as in the birth of Chriſt, humility was aſſumed 
by Majclty, weaknefle and infirmity by power, and morcalityby 
eternity ; that ſoa perfe&t mediarour might ke found to reconcile 
Gedand his finneful creatures together; fo for the tinall finiſhing 

| of 
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of tlie ſayd reconciliation and atonement; and tor the Paying of 


our nature his due by death : the inviolable and impaſſible nature 
of God, is likewiſe unired to our naturethatis paſlible, that 10 
the ſaid Mediatour n:ay become able to performe all things requi- 
lite for our redemption, by ſuffering and dying in our nature, al- 
though otherwiſe he could neither ſuffer nor dye in his owne. 

And nor oncly able co doe it,burt truely attive alſo inthe doing 
of it : For paſſibilitas ad ſatisfaciendum vel mrenaum 1:11 ſit fic 
ſine paſſione in Attn, as Aquinas (peakes. Paſſibility ur a power 
ro (utfer is not ſufficient ro meric at Gods hands, or make i= 
risfa&tion tor our finnes, without aQuall ſuffering indeed. No 
man being reckoned or accounted either good or evill by his ab1- 
lity alone to doe {uchand ſuch things; bat onely becauſe ke hah 
or doth aQtuare and performe them, Nec [zu aut vituforium o'e- 
bentuy potentie ſed att, as he goes on: fothat praiſe or Cifprailc 
is not properly due to powers,but only to As, In regard where= 
of Chriſt rooke unto hiniſcite : Nor ſolrim p 1fſil4!1t tem noſtr am 117 
9s ſalvaret, not onely our paſſibility and power to ſutfer or dye, 
bur:that he might perfe& and accompliſh our redemption to th: 
full; and top the month of all accuſers wharſcever whether ivi. - 
ked men or evill Angels, he did cruly and indeed both fi:ft-r ad 
dye; undergoing all things for us, which by reaſcn of our forc- 
fathers fall, we ſhould have undergone vur ſelves: the chie!: 
whereof is death, ad quam omnes alie paſſiones humane ordinants 
ficut ad ultimum : unto which all other humane paſlions due tend 
and aredireQed as to their laſt end. Thus far Aqnins. 

And thus yon ſee ( beloved) how Chriſt the Sonne of God con- 
liſting of two diftin& naturcs aſwell divine as human-, ſhould and 
could, might and did ſuffer and dye, $12 t.umen proprietate utri- 
#ſquenature: The property and propricty of cacti nature norwith= 
itanding being ſti! preſerved ard rofurved toir ole intire, As for 
ivitance, by rhe verrue and power of hi: divine rature, he caufed 
the ſouldiers and band of min which care to apprehendand take 
him, to goe backwards and til! ro the groan : whercas inthe 
weakenes of his humane nature, he wa- Þf:crwards apprehended, 
ound, impriſoned, carryed before fevira'l Judges, ſcourged, fpir 
upon, derided, buffered, and at laſt condewncd as guilty. Agaire 
by the vcrcne and power of kis divine nature, he converted day 
into night art the rime of nis paſſion ; 21d cauſe d ll the elements 
cotremble and ſhake fur dread; and yer in the weaknefſe of his 
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mane nature ; his hands were faſtened with nayles unto the 
wood of the Croſſe, and biz whole body ſtrecched our upan it. 
By the vertuc and power of his divine nature he opencd againe the 
ates of Paradile tothe goud tiieefe : And in the weaknefle and 
umiallity of his humane nature, in the grcatelt depth and hurle 
vt all his troubles, he crycs oat unto his Father, Ay God, my God, 
iy hiſt thor forſaken mes By the verme, and in the power of 
Mis Givinznature, he offcred up prayers and jupplications, with 
itrong Crvings d'1d tearcs, unto nun that was able to fave him 
rom death ; and was alto heard 1n that which he feared, as the 
Avoſtle ſprakesg Heb, 5. 7. whereas intic infirmity and weak- 
n*ffe of his humane nature , hee ye<ided up his ſpirit with com- 
mendation* of it into hit; Fatners hands; and gave up the gholt, 

[n a!l which paffages of his Paſſion, then yee ce, his divinity 
was never totally ecliplt, but {till ſends forth ſome beames of 
bis might an maicity , even in the mid(t of his greatelt weaknefle 
and inftzmity; and alli lotus feeand knowgthat though his man= 
hood ſtiffer and aye, yet is his God-liead ſtill perteRt and intire. 
And therefore th ul! wc heare much and ofcen of the death of 
Chrift the Soune of Gol; yer lt us nor be offended, nor troubled 
at it; co: dcring tie admiravie cfhcacic of ic. In being,as full of 
horruur and terruar to the wicked : ſo of comfort and conſota- 
rion to the godly. So that in notiiing is that ſaying of the Apo- 
itle moretru-, thcn 1n the death of Chriſt. J 7riws tn 6: formitate 
perficsrur , Power and ſtrength is made periet in weaknefle :

WNectter let it fexime ſtrange to any man, that that ſhould be 
predicaccd and tpoken of the whole perſon of Chriſt, which can 
be vcriticd vut of one of his natures; ſceing without any note 
or thous of ttrangeneſſe at all, we do the like dayly in our owne 
and ordinary diicouries; even concerning our ſelves, and pro- 
per ations, For whereas the whole perſon and compound of 
nan coniitts of two puts ; and thole very different in their quali- 
ties and opcrations, as of a foulcand a body : whereof the one is 
carnall, tize other ſpirituall : and each hath his proper a&ions 
and i;nployments accordingly by themſelves; 2s the body to care, 
drinke, fleepe, walke, runne, ride, ſuffer hunger, thirit, heat, cold, 
xd the like ; and the ule to underſtand, conceive, remember, 
forget; to be cicarefull, or forrowfull; angry, or we.l plealcd; 
and {uch like : cither of whici cannot truly be verified ot the dit- 
ferent part, as notthe bodies aCtions of the ſoule; nor the toules 
opzrations of the body ; And yer we nlually referre both, and all 
co the whole perſon : and that without any incongruity or un+- 
properneſle ot ſpeech; conlidering the firme umon that is be- 
twixt them. So, by reaſon of the hypoſltaticall union and coins 
munion of properries, that is betwixt the two natures inf hri/?, 
Divine, and Humane : That which is proper but to one, may ſafc- 
iy be predicated, and ſpoken, and applyed tothe whole. 

As a'fo it man, whole man , may in himſclfe have two ſuch 
contrary qualities ; as to be able to dye, and not rodye : Todve 
in his body, and not to dye in his ſonle; as our Saviour himſelte 
bath caughrus: ſaying, Feare not thoſe thar can kill your budyes, 
but not your ſoules : Then much more may Chriſt, whole © brift, 
dye in one nature, and yet live in another. And in him, God 
be faid to dye too; and Man to live for ever. In im, i fay; the 
ſecond Perſon onely of the Trinity, For to ſpeak it of any of the 
other rwo perſons, wicther Father or Holy Ghcſt ; it is no lefte 
then blaſphemy : and that which never cam- ſo much as in th- 
:hoaght of any orthodoxe Chriſtian; wuch !eil- divine : although 
{ome Herericks there have beene called P21>o-paſſionm,which have 


-, fcem'd to airibure ſuffering to the Father. But a learned Clarke 


of 087 one Calls itannnlearned hereſte, ſprung of Scriptures mit- 
co'!tiued; 
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cunſtiued,Chrilts ſpcech eſpecially ; I at d my Fat'er are cGne,&c. 
ard therefore I will not fo farectrguble wy 1:1:c or Readers , as 
to yoeabuut to coniute it.

ling in them an holy zealeandheaven!ly devorien towards thoſe 
vbjeRs their ſayd taith apprehends and 'aycs ho!d upon ; eſpeci- 
aily in this mylitcry of the ſuffering and death of Chriit ; Vs maxe 
ime, amore Of ch ritatenobiſcum certiſſe Dens videtur, as my Author 
goes on, Wherein above all, Gul ſcemes toprovuke man, by t':c 
exccſlivenctſe and fupcrabundance of his Love tirlt ſhewne, tro 
make a returne of his love and thankfulnetſe b.icke avaine unto

W-ll then, for our berrer proceeding in this kind, let us take nu- 
tice with Aquinas, that In Chr: ſti paſſione C maorte 4qut.14#' conſude- 
rind ſunt,inchec death and ſuffering of Chriſt thereare theft: tour 
things to be conlidered. viz, Diled41 (345, reamandy : am iritud. 
cots, compat iv nd- : Fortituds 145,4dvnrſa batienter ſuſtinendo: &f uti 
litas egus, gratias gg:ndo ; thatis, His lovetirſt, which as I have al- 
reidy ſaid and ſhewne, ſhould provoke us to love him againe. 
His bitter griefe and ſorrow next, which ſhould move our piry 
and (tir up comp ithon in us towards him, Thirdly, his fo-ticude, 
in undergoing all things fo potenely and powerfully for us ; 
which ought co be as a motive and incentive te che like valour

For 1ox poteſt: ſe i corpore 
qui non vslt pati cum capite; Chrilt ſuffered for nove bur ſuch as 
ſaffer with him. Forhowfoever to himſclte, hebe now in Heaven, 
and ſufferno longer ; yer to.us he ought to be till on earch, hang- 
ing in our fight upon the Croſſe, as being crucified amongſt vs : 
as Saint Paw faith, Gal. 3.1. And therefore it becommerh us'by 
compaſſion ro carry about in our bodycs the f\,fferingsand dying 
of our Lord ].\us Chriſt, that his lite alſo may be made manifeſt 
inour body, as he againe, 2 Cor, 4-10, When D.vid willed V- 
riab torcſt himand take his eaſe, 2 Sm. 11,11. Vriabaniwered, 
Shall che Arke of God and o my G«<nerall with it, be skir- 
miſhing in the field, and ſhall I cake my caſe ? So fay I (beloved) 
ſhall we ſeeour Capraine and noble Generll Jeſus Chriſt, fe:-

Shall he ſpend his dayes in dangers and diſtreſſe, and we paſſe 
our tim? in dalliance and delights * Ohno (beloved) no ; bur 
let us by true repentance and forrow for cur ſfinncs, have ſome 
fceling and compaſſion of thoſe things which Chrik ſithered for 
us, by the ſenſe of that ſorrow which we fecle tor finne in our 
ſelves: and if we will be partakers of his paſſion, ler us pray I fiy 
for compaſſion, that we may not onely looke upen the Crofle, 
and ſee him dead as they that looked upon him whom they had 
pierced, Fon 19.37. butalſo that wemay be crucified with him, 
and feele him dye ; as ſhethat was pierced when ſhe looked upon 
him, as it was focerold of CIfiry, Lyke 2,35. AndI:tus beſeech 
him to give us hearts of fleſh which may ſuddenly be broken into 
powder and diflolve intoteares, it net for his paines ( who did 
tweat drops of bluod trickling downe to the ground, and after- 
ward dyed ) yerfor our ou n2finnzs, which then bred his for- 
rows, and now worke our woes, 11 7 igilate anino fratres (ſaith 
Saint Bernard) ne infrndu'ſe vo) (4jtcs remporis acranmtcnt portant 
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ſcant : Watch, O my brethren, in your hearts and ſoules, and let 
not the miiteries of this ſo'enme time of Chrilts Paſlion, paſſe over 
your heads uoproftably. Buitfecing he beftowes on yon fo plenci- 
tull a bleſſing and r:demption : D te receptacnla munda, give it 
kinde andeleanc entertainenent : Devoris extibentes anemas mens 
res vigites, exc. yeelding unto him devout (onles, watchfull minds, 
tober affetious, ai\d pure and undchiled contoienves, for his lo ma- 
ny and fo great graces extended cowards you. Nether let your 
particnar and private proteſRion of Piety and godlin fic alon?, 
put vou in minde of this your more then ordinary follicicude an( 
carctuſneie atthis tune, but the general! obteryation and practiſe 
ot the whole Church alio : Cn: [i/ss eftsr, whoſe childrerand 
{onhes you are ; Vnverjs, quem C hriſtiars, ſacra hs ſeptimans, 
aut preſefito, ant preterſrlitim pretatem colunt, faith le. For all 
Chriſttans whatlocyer in this Great and Hoiy Weeke, doc ©b- 
tcry2 holin:fe, and prattile Pizty more then n{uall, in aſſuming 
and taking upon them extraordinary modeſty, humility, gravity, 
Ut fic Cr r5ts pattenti quodammode conpati videartar, that fo they 
may ſceme to havea compaſſion and fellow teeling in themſelves 
of thoſe things which Chriſt ſuftercd for taem, O19 exim tum ty 
rol. gioſnsquinim conpur gatur quis tam inſolens ut n2m bumlietar,c*c, 
For who is {06 void of all gudlinefle and religion, as not to feele 
compun yon ? who ſo haughty and infolentas not to put on huini-

Fur therein, 1aith he, is our dayly wartarc 
finiſhed ; death extinguiſhed; the curſe removed ; the tyratiny of 
the Devill Jil:1-:d ; and his vetlels broken afunder and taken 
from him. Gud is become reconciled nnto men ; the Heavens 
made paſſable and penerr.ble, all diſtances conjoyned the hedge 
removed; the windowes opened, and men and Angels brought ro 
converſe together : to rhat the God of peace hath pacitied and ap- 


peaſed all differences whatſoever both in Heaven and in Eacth, * 


And for this caute doe 1 «all this, The Great 1'eeve Claith he) be- 
cauſe herein the Lord hath conferred ſuch a many and multicade 
of his Great ygitts anzonglt us. In regard whereof alt it is, That 
all the Faithtull doe che more diligently ar this time, apply cthem- 
ſelves to the works of mortification, — wartchings, nightly 
deyotions, and deeds of charity, Tam daxdo quam condonanao, atl- 
well in giving to thoſe thar want, as forgiving thoſe that have of- 
fended 1s ; that fu they may ſeeme to give honvtir morethien ordi- 
14ry to this Time and Werke; inwhic!) the Lord above others 
hath fo farre benefitted, bleiſed, yea and h»notired us. Nay ( as he 
proceeds to ſay) Kings and4Rulers themfelves are not aſham<dro 
tet it appeare, how venerable and facred they hold theſe dayes : 
by commanding a ccffation and reſt f om civiil Functions and im- 
ployments ; (uttingup the dorcs of ail J.ficiall Courts and pla- 

ces.of Judicature, and by remawing out of the way for this tim-: 
alt ſneives of. difference and debate, Rirife and contention among tt 
men, whereby with the greater freedome, tranquility and peace ot 
minde ; Liceat ad ſpirital:a recte ver liſt inare ; they may 
perforre rightly and reverently their fpiritaall devotions, 

And not onely to, Sed & alam liberalitatem often uit; They 
ſhew their bounty and liberality alſe anoilier wav; and thar is 
this : by letting, looſe prifoncrs, and granting their pardon and 
releaſe ro ſuch as arc in dJurance at this time; rf to they may 
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imitate and follow the example of our Lord himſelfe, Becauſe, 
Sicut ipſe gravi nos peccatorum Carcere exolvit, & mnumer ss bony 
frus fecit : eodem mode 5 nobss faciendum eſt, ut ſimns 1mitatores 
miſericordie Domini noftri : As hee hath ſetus free from the pri- 
ſon of onr finnes, and mad» us partakers of many happineſles be- 
ſides : ſo ought we to ſhew mercy unto others, as he hath done to 
us ; according to his owne precept inthe Goſpell, Be yee mer- 
cifull, as your heavcnly Father is mercifull: Lake 6. 36. And 
thus you ſee, how we may, and ought all ro honour and celebrate 
this Time and Week ; in which ſo much good hath beene done, 
and kindneſſe ſhewne unto us. So that I beſcech you, (as mine 
Author Saint Chry/oſtome concludes) that now, if at any time, you 
would bee pleaſed co lay afide all your vaine and worldly cares 
and cogitations z and with pure mindes purged from all impieties 
and corruptions, as well of fleſh as ſpirit, you would with dili- 
gence and watchfulnefle attend ro your devotions. And let none 
that is now entred into the Houſe of God , have any wandring 
thoughts, or regard to his fecular and worldly bufineſfes and at- 
faires : Ut digna laborum mercede recepta, terum domnm profici{cs 
{iceat;, That fo hee may returne unto his owne houſe and home 
againe, laden with a full recompence and reward of all ſach his 
{irituall labours. And thus farre Chryſoſtome of the Great Week, 
And thus farre I of the ſufferings and death of Chr:ft , in the fame 
Weeke : or his gfving up the ghoſt.

liation of his alſamed humanity ; is reckoned by the ge- 
 nerall confentof malt and beſt Divines to be his buriall: 

tliat is, when after his death, his body like other mens, was laid 
into the ground ; that ſo men might ſee and know that hee was 
dead indeed; according as it was forctold ofhim, That he fhould 
make his grave wich the wicked, and with the rich in his death, 
though he had done no wickedpeſfe; neither was any deceit in 


bis 
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his mouth: E/ay 59. 3. For as Jonas was three diyes and three 
nigits in the \V hales belly, fo ſhall the So:ne of man be in the 
heart of the carth, faith he of himfeife : Adnth, 12,40. For the 
better record of the truth ot which propheſics, all the fore 
Evang. lit; have reported and (er down= the manner of it; as yee 
mar finde in them, if you plate to have recourſe unto t'ems 
Saint Jobs ſhall ſcrve tor my purpole in this place,as being ſomnc- 
what larger in ſome circumſtances then the reſt , who delcribes 
the order of Chriſts buriall in this fort, After the death of him, 
(laith he ) Joſeph of &Lrimathea belought Pilate that hee might 
rake downe the body of Feſw : and P:/ate gave lim licence, He 
came then and tooke Fe/i« body. And there came alſo Nics- 
demi , and brought Myrrhe and Aloes, mingled rogether abour 
an hundred ponnd. Then tooke they the boly of Jeſrs, and 
wrapped it in linnen cloathes, with the odours ; as the manner 
of the Fewer is to bury, And in that place where Jeſus was 
crucified was a Garden, and in the Garden a nzw Sepulchre , 
whercin man was never yet layd. There then layd they Feſfws, 
becauſe of the Jewes preparation Cay; for the Sepulchre was 
neare : oh» 19. 38, 39,40, 41, 43. verſes, 
Where yce ice then a large deſcription of the folcmnity of 
his burial! ; in which wee may obſerve, that though his enemies 
did crucifie him, and pur him to death; yer his triends onely 
take care-tq bury him, and have him decently interred, Which 
argues the ſincerity ot their affetion towards him , cthongh as yet 
they durlt not openly confeſle him for feare of the Fewes, And it 
w.s more fhittingly done by theſe, then it could have beene done 
by his knowne Diſciplcs; becauſe, as Saint F#/tin faith, $5 Apo= 5+. 157. 
flobs ſepeliremt enum , dicerent non {cpulrntm quem Jrdei nunciaves do 1:ns. 
rant vaptwr ; The world might have beene apt to b:leeve that 
he had never beenc buricd at all, ſeeing the Fewes gave our that 
he was ſtollenaway. And becauſe he dyed to fave other men, 
it was but reaſon he ſhould be laid in anhther mans grave. Vs: 
quid enim u4t propria ſepultnr 1, qui in fe propriam non habebat mor- 
rem? ſaith the ſame cAuſtin: For why ſhould he have a Sepnl- $7 13 3- 
cher of his owne , to whom death nor buriall did not properly © 7%: 
belong ? Ur 9#i4 illi runmlus in terr4s, enjus ſedes manebat in calu? 
Or, why ſhould he lcoke for a Tombe on carch, whole habitati- 
0 andabiding place was onely in Heaven? neither indeed had he 
S 3 any : 
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any : For Saint CIrthew tells ns, that Feſepb laid lum in his 
own? new Tombe, which hee haq hewne our in the Rock : 
Alatth.,27.60. And thus much bricſly of the manner 0 C/»!ſts 
bariail,

ces z which ſhould aſcend rather ro the higheſt heavens : and in 
Our bodies,to r.turne againe to the carth trom whence they were 
taken; contrary to the Law of our Creation , which was to have 
beene ſo quickned by the (pirit of life, asnot to have died at all; 
bur ro have liv'd together with the ſou le for ever. 

Now this defe& of our bodies, is to bce conſidered (as our 
Schooi-man ſpeakes) Secundum poſitionem , & ſecundum reſoln- 
£10nem; either according to its poſition, or reſolution, Its Polt- 
tion, is onely tobe laid inthe ground; Irs reſolution, isa!foro 
be diſſolved into the firſt elements of which ir was compatted 
and compoled. The former of theſe Chriſt would, & did undergoe,

of the Holy Gholt, was not to be diffolved : neither would he, 
or did he undertake it ; becauſe herein he was ſingular, and diffc- 
cd from other men. Thus farre Aqua, 

Thirdly, hee was therefore buried , to ſhew that wee by Bip- 
tiſme are buricd with him into death ; (as the Apoſtle ſpeaket!: 
that like as hee was raifed up from the dead by the glory of th. 
Father; evcn ſo wee alſo ſhould walke in ncwnclle of lite : 
Rom, 6.4. © 

Fourchly, he was buryed and reſted in his grave the whole dy 
of the [ewes Sabbath, that he might ſanftity ancternall Sabbari 
ot relt unto his children, unto which alth-+igh they were at firlk 
created yer { by reaſun of finne and the Devils malice) they had 
been deprived, unl<{lc he had dyed andbeen thus bvryed to retiore 
icagaine unto them, 

Fitthly, h- was buryed, torhc cndtiiar he might hallow the 
earth by his lacrcd budy, to become a receptacle of reit tor the 
receiving of our bodycs aifo : Which muttnceds be a great com> 
fore to the godly to know and beleevr, how that by his grave 
and bnryall ; te hath (wer ty pertum'd our graves wherein we 
Niall be burycd : aid inftead of thinking houſes of pcroition, hack 
madc them chainb<rs ot quiet reſt and fleepe unto us : fo rhac as 
tize Prophet ſaith, Pcacc taall cume andihey (hall reit in their 
beds ( that iz, their graves ) every onethat waiketh before him, 
E/ty 57+ Z. 

Andin thcſe reſpcits,and tundry others which might be thought 
u] ON; Tac burya!l of Chrilt,is eftcercd by ſome Ancient Fathers, 
t be more h nuurabic then his birth ; accordire ro thar of Saiuc 
Aſtin: G.ortoft 'r ifs [of ttliny as quam natitites wm Ciriſto, tſts > 
P:Jr CO pitf MOT & gent, 6h, edit immorta ©, Boctils that brovghke 
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forth a body which was mortal], ſo thar it both could, and did 
dyc; whereas this reſtored and returned it immortal), and which 
can dye no more; but liveth and abiderh now for ever. And as 
atter his birth, he fell into many torcures and troubles, mileries, 
and affiiftions in this life : fo atter his buryall ke hath paſſed im- 
mediately from death ro hife in rhe land of the living : So that 
Religioſtor ple eſt iſta quamil/anativitas, as the Father goes on. 
This lacter birth of his, is morc to be celebrated and held ſacred 
then the turmer ; becau{e in that the Lord of the whule World 
was kept cloſe prifoner, nine months rog<ther in his Mothers 
wornbe; whereas this detained him vnly three dayes in the wombe 
of rhe earth. In which reſpe@, Ifa rnforum Jpem tardins proin- 
lit: Hec omaium ſ:lutem citins ſuſcitavit, That is ſaid, but to de- 
lay oer hope, and this to finiſh more ſpeedily our Salyation. 1:1 
regard whereof alſo the Prophet ſaith: That Sepu chrum egus e- 
rit g/orzoſum, asthe vulgar Latine reads it: Eſay 11, 10, that is, 
His S-pulcher or buriall (hall be glorious ; not by reaſon of the 
ſtatelincſſe of his rombe ; or magniticence of the pompe and ſo- 
lemnityat his buriall. For hercin ic is very likely that the Sc- 
pulcher and ſepultureot eMNexznder the Great, and many other 
carthly Princes, might farre outrſtrippe and overgoe him, exceed 
and excel! him much: butonely, Quitex morte ad v5tam Or glo- 
riam. eternam revixit , as faith Chitreus; becauſe herehence hee 
paſſed preſently from death to life, and from mortality to im- 
mortality andeternall glory : whereas all thoſe great Monarchs 
of the World, aſwell as m-aner perſons; remaine under d-aths 
arreſt till clis preſent day, and ſo are like ro continue to the 
Worldsend, 

And theretore, although theſe Potentates uf the carth can 
8::d neither comfort nor glory in their grave, though they goc 
wicthnever ſo much pompe and glory to it : Yet wee which arc 
Chriſtians, doe expect and looke for both by reaſon of the bu. 
ryall of this our Saviour who (as you have heard > hath hereby 
ſanRityed onr gravesto beuntous asour beds, wh.r:in our b 1. 
dyes reſt: from th.ir labours till the generall reſurretion at rhe 
the latrer day,and further hath opened unto us a way from thence 
to eternall glory: So that although we dye and te turyed as 0- 
ther men, yet we {hall riſeagainewith kim from theearch to life 
everlaſting. 

And 
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And laſtly, ro conclude; we may from this buryall and ſepul- 
ture of Chriſt, learne and note the: civill uſe of the grave, to be 
neceffary aud titting for all perſons and people whartſocver, to 
bury their dead out of {ight,and from annoyance,and offence thir 
they may otherwiſe come trom their deceal:d bodyes, Ir being 
reckoned among the bleiſings of God, tobe decently and come- 
Ip broughr unto our graves, and fo Jayd and pur into them; and 
notto be caſt oucas wile carkafles to the beaits ef the held; or 
foules of the ayre : as it was threarncd and impoled asa curle up- 
on Feconizb, to be buryed asan Aﬀſe is buryed ; even drawneand 
caſt forth without the gates of Jeruſal:m, Fer. 22,1 g. 

 Andtherefore Diogenes is to0 curriſh and uncivill ro ſay, Caſt 
me outand Jaya ſtatfe by me; as ſecming to take no thoughe 
for ſtemcly buryall at all: whereas the Saints of God have al- 
wayes hada ſpeciall careof it. Abraham purchaiing a-polſeſſi- 
on of buryall( the firlt purchaſe that we read of inthe booke of 
(350d ) wherein to bury his deadour of his fight, as yee may tce, 
Gen. 23.4, And the Sonne of God himſclte (the ſubject of our 
Hſcourſe at this time ) ſubmitting and permitting his body after 
tis deagh rabe pur intoa decent and comely grave;as here you ſee. 

But yer it itſofill out, as oftentimes in warres, inp-ltilcnce, 
ir. drowning and the like, it doth : Thar che godly happen to be 
'&prived of feenely and. Ghriltian buryall ; az the rwo witnefſes 
2 Chriſt, through the rage and inhumane cruelty of their perle- 
©utq;s, were, aS itappeares, Revel. 11.8, 9. Let all men know, 
2?1irthisis nohurc or detriment noto them cither in the reſuc- 
*eion af their bedyes, or ſalvation of their foukes: No more 
(im theft rely and pompous tortbes and buryall of the wicked 
©29 benetie or profice ti. m eicher of theſe wayes, Far ill the 
pompe and honour done unto th. ir olyes, cannot keepe their 
came and fame, from ſhame and diſhorour, no: their ſou!es from 


the fire of bell rormencs and confuſion, The rich glutcon dyed -uke 76- 
and was buryed (richly ro-doubt and ſumpwonſly) buthis ſoule **2 ©: 


tor all that went to hell, where ic was tormented, Lazarus 
dycdlikewiſe, andno mention is made of his buryall] ; bur yet ir 
': *xpreſly ſaid, Thar his ſoule was carrycd by Angels into eL- 
vrthims botome ; Whar profit then had the rich man in thar his 
body was buryed , or what difprofit or hurt was itto Lata 
thuugh his body wer: not * 
Let 
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Let ns not be carelefle then of the decent and comely burial! 
of our bodies, nor negle&t to hew ns out a Tombe, as qoleph here 
had done; or to provide Coffins or Graves for them: but above 
and before all, ler us be careſull tv provide that our foules ma 
be catried by the Angel= into .4br«<h:ims boſome, And this fut- 
ticeth for the buriall of our bleſſed Lord and Saviour Teſxs 
Car il. 

I will concl:de the whole diſcourſe with Saint eLugyſtizes 
Praver vpon the Paſſion, in this ntanner. O thou moſt pratious 
God, which for the redemption of the world didlt vouchſafe to 
be borne into the world; to be circumciſed as a Few; and yecrto 
he rcjcRed by the Fewes thy Countrey-men, ant Kinſmen, accor- 
ding tothe fleſh: to be berrayed by thine owne Apoſtle Zudas 
the Travtor, and that witha kiffe, the ligne and pledge of love: 
Yea, to be bound with Cordes, and fo led as an innocent and 
| armclefle Lamb: unto the flaughtcr ; to bee undecently and un- 
civiily prelented and offered to the ſight and view of eAnnas, 
Caiajht, Pilate, and Hered, tobe accuſed by falſe witneſſes; to 
have thy facrcd body tormented with ſcourges, and thy bleſſed 
{ole tortured and sMiftcd with revilings an1 reproaches ; to be 
beimeared with filthy (fitcle, and tobe crown-'d with pierci 
and prickiro Thotnes : t1 bee beaten and buffered with fiſts, 
ſtricken with rods , blindfolded in thy face, deſpoyled of thy 
ga ments, faſtened to the Croſſe with nayles ; and fo lifred up 
apon the Croſſe naked, in the wide and openaire: To be accoun- 
t.d ad crucified arong theeves, 'to be offered Vineger and Gall 
t2 driake, and liftly, to have thy fides woundedand broken, pier- 
ccd andlaunced wit! a ſpcare : Thon, moſt gratious Lord, I fay, 
by theſe moſt holy and ſacred ſufferings of thine, (which I, rhough 
moR nmworth-;, doe thus recount and reco!!eR) as alſo by thy 
ol; Croſſe and death, detiver me, and ſet me free from the pu- 
nif;m-ncs and paines of Hell; and vouchfafe to carry me with 
thee to that bleſſed place of reſt, and Paradiſe of pleaſure, whi- 
ther thon carry-'dſt that goad theefe that was crucified with theer 
xho with the Farher, and the Holy Ghoſt, livelt and reigneſt,ever 
ope'God, world without end. emer. 
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
